NEWTON — One-fifth of the city remained in 
the dark at the beginning of this week as two 
dozen Boston Edison repair crews teamed up 
with city workers to restore power in the after- 
math of Hurricane Gloria. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann said the cost of 
cleaning up after the storm, which destroyed 
over 1,000 trees, felled countless branches and 
damaged hundreds of sidewalks, would 
significantly deplete the city’s $1.3 million con- 
tigency fund set aside for emergencies. 

Despite some lingering problems and damages 
estimated in “the millions of dollars,"’ Mann pro- 
nounced the city ‘‘well on the way to recovery”’ 
during a press conference earlier this week. 

“There isn’t an area in the city that was left 
unscathed, but it seems we've got a handle on 
it,”’ he said. ‘‘The city’s workers came through 
and handled their assignments in a very credible 
manner. Everybody seemed to be working 
together in a total team effort.”

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Ban makes ballot

NEWTON — Garden City voters will get a chance 
to voice their opinions on a city-wide commercial 
construction moratorium. 

Mayor Theodore Mann Monday took the final step 
in the year-long drive by moratorium supporters to 
get a non-binding referendum question by signing 
an order from the Board of Aldermen asking the 
question be included on the November ballots 

“As you know,” Mann said, ‘‘it has been the prac- 
tice of this administration to solicit (the public’s) 
concerns, I am responding to the citizen's request 
to get this on the ballot.”" 

Although he approved the ballot question, Mann 
remains lukewarm about the idea of a moratorium 
on construction. He pointed to criticism by John 
Connery, whose company, Connery Associates, is 
conducting the Village Study. 

“Connery said the moratorium would cause more 
problems than it solves,’ Mann said. ‘What I’m 
here to do is to find a solution to our problems. If 
there is a sensible manner of communications, that 
is what I want.” 

Mann let it be known that there are other ways of 
taking the city’s political pulse. 

“T signed this with the full knowledge that ... a 
Village Study (has been authorized) to protect the 
residential character of the city by devising a long- 
term plan to guide growth.” 

Mann added the Pianning Board will ‘devote the 
entire Opinion Survey of the 1986 census to the

“sweat equity’’ because 
homeowners put their own 
“blood, sweat and tears" into 
the project. 

He continues that this par- 
ticular project is ‘‘infinitely 
simpler” than those chosen for 
the show in the past. ‘‘That’s 
part of its allure.”

‘Vegetable Kingdom’ thrives

NEWTON Nestled in the 
woods off Winchester Street lies 
the enchanted Vegetable 
Kingdom.

The addition, which is 
freestanding and connected to 
the main house via a bridge, 
looks a little like a carriage 
house, with a garage on the 
lower level and living space 
above 

The house and new addition 
will be painted a lilac-gray ‘‘tak- 
ing the main house back to its 
original Victorian look,” says 
Linda. 

The architectural designs 
decorating the home’s exterior 
“will be articulated by color,” 
and the front doors will be

For Linda, who quit her job to 
devote full-time to the project, 
the construction and production 
involved in building the addition 
has meant more than just ac- 
quiring more space for her 
family and being on television 

Actually, its been more of a 
learning experience for her. 

“One normally doesn’t get a 
chance to talk to people in-depth 
about garage doors or nailing 
guns,”’ Linda says. ‘‘Normally, I 
wouldn’t know anything about 
shingles.” 

For one segment of the show, 
Linda was given demolition 
lessons in order to tear down the 
kitchen wall, where the addition 
is now attached to the home. 

Another advantage to building 
an addition on television is that 
family members and friends liv- 
ing throughout the country can 
see Linda and, sporadically, her 
sons, each week on TV.

Further, she says, ‘‘I learned 
what contracting was all about 
the hard way,” explaining that 
she had to obtain surveyors, 
masons and permits from the ci- 
ty, which she had never done 
before.

city-wide revaluation program. 


John G. Harrington, a local 
realtor, and Assessing Board 
Chairman Robert Palmer last 
week confirmed the 
skyrocketing increase in 
residential property values. 

Their speculation comes on 
the heels of new figures show- 
ing another incredible surge in 
the value of all homes here 
during the first eight months 
of this year. 

“Since Jan. 1, 1985, 
Newton’s real estate values 
have already appreciated 25 to 
30 percent. This increase 
maintains the same pace as 
last year’s record of 33 per- 
cent,’’ according to Harr- 
ington, a sales associate at 
Gallery Realty, 1157 Walnut 
St.. 

Harrington compiled his 
figures using local data pro- 
vided by the Multiple Listing 
Service, Banker & Tradesman 
and his experience at Gallery 


Realty, which is run by 
Brookside Avenue resident 
Roy Mennell. 

Harrington, the son of 


former alderman Peter G. 
Harrington, believes many 
homeowners can expect the 
assessed value of their proper- 
tries to increase by 30 to 40 
percent when revaluation 
takes effect next fall. 

Any predictions about the 
impact of revaluation are 
“premature’’ because the 
values as of Jan. 1, 1986 are not 
ready yet, Palmer said, but he 
acknowledged that even Harr- 
ington’s guess may be too low. 

“If anything, that kind of in- 
crease in value (30-40 percent) 
may be a little conservative 
from what we've seen,’ he 
said. 

Harrington thinks the city’s 
soaring property values will 
drive the residential tax rate, 
now set at $20.54/$1,000, down 
to the $17 or $18 range. 

Assuming his prediction of a 
40-percent hike in the assessed 
value of homes is correct, 
however, even a $2 to $3 cut in 
the tax rate may not save 
residents from higher tax 
bills. 

For example, the current 
average assessed value of a

home here is $121,000. Under 
the current tax rate, that home 
receives a property tax bill 
totalling about $2,485. 

If revaluation increases the 
average home’s assessed 
value by 40 percent to $169,400 
and the residential tax rate is 
dropped to $17/$1,000, the 
average home will see a new 
tax bill totalling almost $2,880 
— a jump of almost $400 over 
the previous year’s charges. 

Further evidence of the 
revaluation’s expected 
dramatic impact can be found 
by simply comparing the cur- 
rent average assessed value of 
a home here, which is $121,000, 
to the current average sales 
price quoted by Harrington — 
$225,000 to $235,000. 

“This may surprise you, but 
since Jan. 1, 1981 through Dec. 
31, 1984, real estate values in 
Newton have increased ap- 
proximately 54 percent. If you 
include this year’s figures, you 
have almost an 80-percent 
surge in just five years,’’ ac- 
cording to Harrington. 

As expected, young couples 
looking for their first home are 
suffering the most from the ci- 
ty’s soaring property values. 

“There’s just no way you're 
going to get married and buy a 
home in Newton,”’ said Harr- 
ington. ‘‘A young couple star- 
ting out without any equity 
would have to have a combin- 
ed income of at least $100,000 
to afford a typical home here.” 

Harrington noted, however, 
that the previously feverish 
pace of the realty business has 
been slowing down since June, 
a possible sign that the market 
is saturated and the trend of 
astronomical increases in 
home prices has peaked.

NEWTON — Results of an in- 
tradepartmental probe into

HoJo’s sees no change from takeover 


NEWTON CORNER The 
Marriott Corporation's recent ac- 
quisition of the Howard Johnson 
Company apparently will have no 
noticable effect on the HoJo’s 
hotel complex in Newton Corner. 

Marriott bought the famous 
chain for $300 million Tuesday 
and plans to sell all but four 
Howard Johnson hotels and 
lodges to Prime Motor Inns, of 
Faifield, N.J., for $235 million, 
according to Al Rankin, Mar- 
riott’s vice president for cor- 
porate relations. 

“We don’t foresee it hurting us 
at all,’ Bob Rogers, the general 
manager of the Gateway Center 
hotel, said last week. 

Although he said he had not yet 
heard of any specific changes 


that might be planned by the new 
owners, Rogers added, ‘‘I don’t 
think it’s really going to affect 
us.”’ 


He said one positive sign for the 
Newton Corner operation is 
Prime’s decision to retain G. 
Michael Hostage, HoJo's chair- 
man and chief executive officer, 
to run the chain’s 125 motor 
lodges and hotels, 375 franchised 
hotels and 199 franchised 
restaurants. 

A city assessing official said 
the Gateway Center complex is 
valued at nearly $23.5 million, in- 
cluding the hotel, offices and 
parking garage. Newton receives 
more than $800,000 a year in pro- 
perty taxes from the hotel.

Alan W. Licarie, the commission's executive secretary, announced 
the decision last week and said the move should end any doubt about 
the gym’s future use for balloting purposes. 

The Hyde complex, named after the city’s first mayor — James 
F.C. Hyde, has been closed since June 1984 and is expected to be sold 
shortly to a group of developers planning to renovate the Lincoln 
Street site for a mixed housing. 

A provision allowing the gym to be used during all future elections 
will be part of the final sales agreement 

Licarie credited hard work by the Building Department as the 
main reason for the Hyde gym’s resurgence as a focal point for the 
politically active Newton Highlands community 

Building Commissioner James W. Cameron said his workers 
developed a way to heat half the gym by adapting a small boiler in the 
building's basement 

Licarie said the gym will be partitioned and voting machines will 
be located on one side, rather than in separate areas of the room as 
has been the case in previous elections. 

The school serves as the polling place for more than 1,300 

registered voters in Ward 5, Precinct 2 and more than 2,000 voters 
from Ward 6, Precinct 3

“JT don’t know why, but I always seem to 
have a headache after a hurricane,’ the 
man commented, shaking his head, ap- 
parently unaware of the connection bet- 
ween the “hurricane party” at which he 
spent most of last Friday and the pain in 
his head. 

Would that the City of Newton’s post- 
hurricane headaches should succumb to 
three aspirins and a tall glass of tomato 
juice. Public works officials seem to agree 
that our city was one of the hardest hit 
municipalities in the commonwealth. A 
short drive around the Garden City will 
reveal that they are right. 

But even a couple of weeks from now 
there will be ample evidence of Gloria’s 
wrath. Uprooted trees and broken bran- 
ches will probably occupy a large part of 
the city workforce’s time until the first 
snow flies. 

The Graphic calls on all residents of the 
city to pitch in and lend a hand. The effort 
required to get the city back in shape will 
be a herculean one. Every resident will get 
a chance to do his or her part. 

What we need is a community spirit that 
carries concern for public safety beyond 
the perimeter of a lot line. The city has 
received several awards for volunteerism 
over the years. Now is a perfect time to 
show we earned them. 

What we do not need is a lot of griping 
about the occasional indelicacy involved in 
such a large effort. The residents who pro- 
tested so vehemently over the temporary 
dumping of debris in the Old Cold Spring 
Park were the first to bring the words ‘‘not 
in my back yard” into the context of an 
emergency cleanup. 

The aldermen who carried their protest 
to an already busy staff of city workers 
and department heads, instead of explain- 
ing to their constituents that some fur- 
niture is bound to be scratched when you 
are trying to remove an elephant from 
your house, lent a whole new meaning to 
“constituent service.” 

Would they have city crews truck the 
stuff all the way through debris-choked ci- 
ty streets to park it in the already over- 
crowded landfill at Rumford Avenue? 
They don’t know. They do know that it’s 
wrong to defile Old Cold Spring Park with 
it though, even temporarily. 

Some people would complain about room 
service during the final moments of the 
Titanic’s demise. 

Cleaning up the mess that Gloria made 
will require the subordination of parochial 
concerns in favor of the greater good of the 
whole community.

The emergency situation in which the city 
finds itself is temporary.

Women’s role in the Church

The apparent aftermath of a recent con- 
ference on the position of women in the 
Catholic Church, held at Aquinas Jr. College 
in Newton Corner, seemed to suggest that 
women are going to have a tough fight making 
the Church hierarchy respond to their com- 
plaints. 

I met a woman on the rugged, mountainous 
Caribbean island of Dominica 15 years ago 
who, I know, would have something definite to 
say on the subject. She had never heard about 
women’s liberation. If she is alive today, she 
probably still has yet to hear about it. But she 
seemed to know what has kept the world going 
around for, lo, so many centuries. 

When I met her, she was standing next to a 
load of firewood she had gathered, about to 
heave it up on top of her head. The bundle was 
at least twice what I could lift. 

We greeted each other and drifted into 
friendly conversation. We spoke briefly of the 
role of women in society, among other things. 
“Truly,’’ she said with a grin that showed 
several gold teeth, “If it weren't for de 
women, de men would surely starve to 
death.”” 

Her name was Sia. She was tall and sinewy, 
dark black from days in the sun. The veins in 
her muscular forearms popped out, testimony 
to a life of hard, physical labor. She had high 
cheekbones, the legacy of decades of Fren- 
chmen on the island, and crinkles at the cor- 
ners of her eyes from years of smiling. 

I met her and another woman out on the 
“twin cabrits,’’ two volcanic cinder cones that 
reach out into the sea above the town of Port- 
smouth, on the northeast corner of the island. 
They were gathering firewood to carry back 
to the village of Douglas Bay to bake bread. 


Bread was baked only one day a week in the 
village. Firewood was scarce enough that one 
had to travel either up the mountain or out on 
the cabrits to rustle up a full load. 


The mountain trek was a tough, dangerous 
one. You had to pass by ‘‘the blue stone’’ on 
your way up the mountain from the village; 
and the spirit of the stone was known for car- 
rying souls away. The fabric of the legend of 
“the Spirit of the Blue Stone” had a few holes 
in it, but it was substantial enough to make 
most residents avoid the area. 


The firewood Sia gathered was branches 
and brambles ... no logs. Back at the village, 
they would fill the large, earthen communal 
oven with the wood and set it on fire. When it 
had burned to ashes and heated the thick walls 
of the oven, they would sweep it clean and put 
the freshly made loaves of bed in its place. 


The bread supply would keep pretty well. 
Toward the end of the week, the crust would 
feel like porcelain, but the center would still 
be soft and fresh. 


On the day I watched the operation, most of 
the men in the village were down by the river. 
They had killed a goat, and they gathered by 
the river to cook it over an open fire and wash 
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if it were not for the courage of a young, 
single Jewish girl, there would not be any 
argument over the role of women In the 
Church. There would be no Church. 


it down with large quantities of white rum and 
boasting. 


Occasionally, Sia and her companions 
would look over at the group of men by the 
river and smirk. What the men were doing 
was all right as long as they didn’t hurt 
anybody. The women seemed to regard them 
as small boys. 


On other days, the men would gather on the 
beach at Douglas Bay in the morning and 
linger in the shade all day, looking out to sea. 
On some days, they would spot a school of fish 
in the bay — flying fish, ballyhoo and the like. 
Then they would cordon off the mouth of the 
bay with a net and beaters from the shore 
would chase the fish into it. 


On the days they caught fish, the men would 
bring it in and give it to the women, who would 
clean and cook some, dry some and take the 
rest to market, where they would sell it. On 
the days they did not catch any fish, the men 
would nap and play dominos while the women 
washed clothes, tended to kids and generally 
made sure the machinery of daily life kept 
running. 


So, too, have women been largely responsi- 
ble for keeping much of the machinery of the 
Roman Catholic Church going for many cen- 
turies. After all, without the courage of the 
Virgin Mother, Mary, there would not have 
been cause to create a new religion at all. 


And don’t think it was not a tough decision to 
make for a young, single Jewish girl to make. 
An angel appears and tells you that you are 
going to have a baby, and you never slept with 
aman. On top of that, the baby will be the Son 
of God. 

You could not blame the girl if the first thing 








she thought about was the local ordinance that 
condemned adulteresses to death by stoning. 

Now, according to tradition in the Church, 
that brave, young Jewish girl’s decision to 
heed the angel’s message has put her in a 
place of honor unrivalled my any male saints. 
If you really want God’s ear, you are told, you 
talk to Mary first. St. Anthony can find 
something that has been lost. St. Blaise will 
protect you from diseases of the throat. St. 
Jude will accomplish tasks that have been 
deemed “impossible.” But Mary, ‘The Bless- 
ed Mother,” can get anythingdone. 

Don't forget either that it was the women in 
Christ's entourage who stood at the foot of the 
cross while the mortal perne spun toward its 
destiny in the immortal gyre. One apostle was 
there. Another had hanged himself in grief 
after having sold his master to the authorities. 
The rest must have been busy with other mat- 
ters. 

Don’t forget, either, that it was two women 
who first discovered that the tomb in which 
they had laid Christ’s dead body was empty 
and announced to the world that the ancient 
prophecy of his resurrection had been fulfill- 
ed. The apostles, meanwhile, (those who were 
not busy denying they ever even knew Christ) 
were huddling together in fear of more 
persecution from Pontius Pilate’s soldiers. 


Those still wondering about the historical 
role of women in the Church should remember 
that her first shining lights in North America 
were Mother Seton, Mother Cabrini and an In- 
dian maiden named Katherine Tekakwitha, 
“The Lily of the Mohawks.”’ 


Ina more contemporary context, you might 
ask almost any adults who treasure their 
Catholic faith who instructed them in it. The 
overwhelming answer would be ‘‘my 
mother.”’ Sure, Dad drove the car to church; 
but it was Mom who did everything else from 
making sure there were clean clothes to 
shouting upstairs at least a dozen times, 
“Come on. We're already late.!”’ 


Given these few examples of the essential 
role women have played in the long history of 
an institution often referred to as ‘Mother 
Church,” it seems obvious that there would be 
no real effort involved in granting women the 
status for which they were clamoring during 
the recent conference at Aquinas Jr. College. 


There is no need for members of the hierar- 
chy to rally, reform or revise. They need only 
acknowlege what has always existed and give 
credit where credit is due. 


Meanwhile, those women who have been 
frustrated in their attempts to establish a 
niche in the Church’s hierarchy might take 
heart from the fact that Judaism has welcom- 
ed women as rabbis. The roots of the Catholic 
Church, after all, reach deep into Jewish 
culture. That fact suggests that, as the Church 
matures — with or without an immediate 
change in the thinking of her present leaders, 
the role of women in it should blossom.

There is now a small group of 
liberal Catholic women who by 
their incessant criticism of the 
Chureh’s sexist approach to 
women — are making a mockery of 
women like my mother and their 
dedication to the Church. 

They ignore or condescendingly 
scoff at the role many women have 


importance of the church and being 
a Roman Catholic. Sincerity to the 
church for these women means 
nothing while their desire to play 
the faith’s political game is 
everything. Granted, the desire is a 
natural and understandable human 
response to an institution which 
makes changes about as often the 
appearance of Hailey’s Comet.

forming the seven sacraments, A 
Noble Peace Prize winner, she has 
accepted the Vatican's rules. And, 
instead of demanding more, she 
has adjusted to become one of the 
Holy See's strongest role models 
for both male and female 
Catholics, 

As far as becoming priests, 
women should be given the op- 
portunity. They can be as sensitive 
— if not more sensitive — to the 
needs of parishioners as men. But 
the church's decision to ordain 
women should not be based on the 
need to attract more personnel to 
the vocation — one of the 
agruments being used by this 
select group of women — but 
because of their genuine abilities 
and desire to teach other members 
of the faith, 

I recently attended a “listening 
session” sponsored by the Boston 
Archdiocese which allowed women 
to address six bishops who are 
drafting a pastoral letter on the 
role of women in the Church and 
society 

After the ‘‘listening session’ at 
Aquinas Junior College was over, 
one woman said she among 
other things — was tired of the role 
model she had been assigned by the 
Church under the “guise of the 
Virgin Mary.” As living represen- 
tatives of Mary, she said, women 
are required to be ‘passive and 


church, This group, the women 
said, included divorced women, 
women using birth control and les- 
bians. Most Catholics — including 
myself — would agree the Vactican 
needs to re-examine its position 
regarding divorced women receiy- 
ing communion and women prac- 
ticing birth control methods other 
than the rhythm method. 

The question of offically 
recognizing homosexuals is a dif- 
ficult one for the Church and its 
membership, One women at the 
listening sessions hit the nail on the 
head when she said it would be im- 
possible for the Church to 
recognize such a group because 
there is no foundation for them in 
the scriptures 

The last woman I spoke with at 
the session told me some women 
are so upset with the Church that 
they are discouraging their sons 
from becoming priests. After con- 
sidering the influence my mother 
had in developing my Catholic 


beliefs, I realized the power 
mothers especially Irish 
mothers — had in determining the 


fate and direction of the Roman 
Catholic Chureh 

Afterall, imagine where the 
church would be today if the Virgin 
Mary had convinced Jesus he was 
not the Son of God

it's petition time!

It's that time of year when 
civic-minded Bay Staters might 
be well advised to practice 
writing their signatures. 

Small armies of would-be 
reformers ate moving about 
Massachusetts with petitions for 
change. 

Yes, not all M achusetts 
laws are crafted, or even approv- 
ed, by state senators and 
representatives. The origin and 
support from some come directly 
from the people through the in- 
itiative petition process. 





But it’s a lot of work to go that 
route and only a small fraction of 
such efforts succeed, or even 
make it as far as the ballot 


And there is nothing to suggest 
things this year will be any dif- 
ferent 


Of the 31 proposed initiatives 
filed with the state attorney 
general before the Aug. 7 
deadline, by various interest 
groups and individuals, all but a 
dozen appear to have fallen by 
the wayside 

In some instances the intended 
sponsors changed their minds 
over the past six weeks and have 
either abandoned the idea 
altogether or decided to take a 
different tack, including getting 
behind somebody else's similar 
measure 

Three separate groups of state 
tax-shearers, for example, have 
joined forces behind a single in- 
itiative petition, rather than 
heading off independently on 
parallel courses in quest of the 
61,508 voters natures needed 
to clear the first hurdle 





While none of the inititative 
petitions now in circulation is 
certain to survive all the way to 
the November 1986 ballot, the 
three with perhaps the brightest 
prospects would be those that 
would 


-Wipe out the decade-old 7.5 
percent surcharge on the per- 
sonal income tax and cap annual 
state revenue growth 


-Mandate a speedy cleanup of 
hazardous waste sites throughout 
the bay State 

-Clear the 


way for voter 


registration by mail 

The latter, patterned after laws 
in several other states, is being 
pushed by a broad range of civic 
and activist forces, including the 
Leagus of Women Voters, 
Massachusetts Fair Share, 
Citizens for Participation in 
Political Action (CPPAX), and 

ssachusetts Public Interst 
search Group (MASS PIRG) 


Environmental protectionists, 
similarly are banding together in 
a Mass PIRG-led drive to win 
signature support for the in- 
itiative to ensure the total 
elimination of high-level toxic 
waste sites throughout 
Massachusetts 






This proposal would require 
the identification of every hazar- 
dous waste location in 
Massachusetts within two years, 
and investigation of the dimen- 
sions of any potential threat to 
public health in each instance 
over the next four years, This 
would be accompanied by in- 
creased effort to develop techni- 
ques to clean up waste sites and 
fund such projects 





The push for the tax-slimming 
initiative is led by Citizens for 
Limited Taxation (CLT), the 
group which in 1979 and 1980 
teamed with the Massachusetts 
High Technology Council, in sell- 
ing Proposition 242 


Considerably helpful in the cur-

Instead, the tax Limitation 


Alliance, a 1984 CLT spinoff, and 
a coalition of Republican

Confused by story on Eliot

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Residents are being asked to 
tie all brush in four-foot bundles 
or place it in plastic trash bags 
and put the piles out with the 
usual household garbage for 
regularly scheduled collection by 
GSX Corp. crews. 

“Through Monday, Oct. 14 
(Columbus Day), tree limbs and 
heavy brush may be placed on 
the grass border for collection.

International set sought shelter during storm

NEWTON — It will be quite a 
while before Jon Gunn and Kate 
Pinnock forget their bicycle trip 
though the back roads of historic 
New England. 

Gunn, 28, of Australia, and Pin- 
nock, 25, of England, were enter- 
ing the second week of their plan- 
ned three-week trek when they 
wound up in the city hall 
cafeteria Friday with a dozen 
other refugees from Hurricane 
Gloria. 

“I've never been more 
frightened in my life,” said Pin- 
nock, a nurse, as she clutched 
two medium-sized American 
flags given her by Veterans 
Agent Carleton Merrill, who 
supervised the temporary 
shelter. 

The foreign pair sampled 
cheese, bread and apple cider as 
they rode out the storm with eight 
special needs youngsters from a 
Newton Centre halfway house 
and a Framingham man who was 
stranded when he came to 
Waltham to pick up his paycheck. 

Gunn and Pinnock had biked 
down from Montreal, picked up a 
bus to Boston in Portsmouth, 
N.H., and intended to ride from 
the Hub to Plymouth 

“We began to get nervous on 
the bus to Boston. We could feel 
the wind pushing the bus and we 
were hearing quite horrible 
reports on the radio,’’ Pinnock 
recalled 

They arrived in Boston, carry- 
ing their canvas luggage and 
lightweight 10-speed bikes wrap- 
ped in sailcloth cases, just before 
the storm struck, 
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“We decided, rather than risk 
it, we would take the train to 
Wellesley to stay with friends of 
Jon’s. We wanted them to pick us 
up, but they wouldn’t come out to 
get us with the storm so near,” 
she said. 

Their trolley trip was halted 
when a huge fallen tree limb 
blocked the MBTA tracks in 
Brookline. 

“IT could feel the wind buffeting 
the trolley and see these metal 
poles swaying in the wind. I said 
to myself, ‘My God, we're going 
to be one of the casualties,’”’ Pin- 
nock said. 

“There were lots of delays and 
we finally got dropped at 
Woodland (MBTA station) at 3 
p.m, in the peak of the storm 
without any shelter or protection 
from these winds. We were hop- 
ing to catch a bus to Wellesley, I 


was in tears by then,”’ she added. 

Gunn, a law school graduate, 
did not seem as emotional as his 
partner, 

“T grew up in Brisbane where 
they get two or three hurricanes 
— we call them cyclones —a 
year, so I'm used to it. But, then 
again, I haven’t been home for 
five years, so it was a bit scary,” 
he said. 

Their fears were calmed when 
an “extremely helpful’’ state 
trooper drove them to city hall’s 
impromptu shelter, 

At last report, Gunn and Pin- 
nock were looking for a bus back 
to Montreal where they planned 
to fly to Vancouver, Canada, and 
start another bicycle trip down 
the West Coast to San Francisco. 

“That’s earthquake country, 
isn't it,’ Pinnock said with a 
touch of worry in her laugh,

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Renew push for accessory apts

NEWTON — Aldermen Verne 
Vance and Sondra Shick are ask- 
ing the Board of Aldermen to con- 
sider a change in zoning laws that 
will increase the number of ‘‘ac- 
cessory apartments’ — addi- 
tional housing units built in large, 
single-family homes. 


“The impetus for this is two- 
fold,’’ Vance said. ‘We need to 
permit some additional housing 
units to be made available in 
Newton on a rental basis. There 
is a diminishing supply of rental 
housing and moderate-cost hous- 
ing. We need to make units 
available in that market.” 

Vance said the second reason 


for asking the board to consider 
the motion is the preservation of 
Newton's older homes. 

“Allowing accessory apart- 
ments is a way to preserve some 
large, single- family houses, 
Many were built for a single 
family and a family of servants 
or another family. Nowadays, it 
is becoming less economical to 
maintain the houses. They are 
becoming targets of institutional 
development. We want to head 
that off by making it economical- 
ly more feasible to maintain 
them as residential buildings, 
rather than college dorms or 
halfway houses."’ 

According to Shick, who 
chaired the Housing Committee 
last term, the question of ac- 


cessory apartments is not a new 
one. 

“Last term,” Shick said, 
wrote an eight-page report on the 
issue and we transmitted it to the 
full board to be acted on but it 
never was. Verne and I both feel 
that the city should take a good 
hard look at the issue and make 
some provisions to legalize (ac- 
cessory apartments). It’s one 
way of providing more affordable 
housng, and the city has to face 
the fact that there has been de 
facto zoning going on."’ 

Shick explained many home 
owners are building accessory 
apartments without obtaining the 
required construction permits. 

“People have been doing things 
illegally and people have been ac-

City Librarian Virginia Tash- 
jian, who participated in the 
selection process, said she was 
particularly impressed with the 
presentation offered by Ralph W. 
Peterson, Ketchum’s senior vice 
president. 

“I was delighted because I 
know what a wonderful job they 
did in Portland, Maine,” Tash- 
jian said. 

The firm, which has acted as 
“a fundraising counsel’’ for 66 
years, has a reputation for sur- 
passing the monetary goals set 
by communities, especially in the 
field of library financing, she 
said. 

The fundraising goal set for 
Portland’s library effort was 
$650,000, but Ketchum managed 
to collect nearly $750,000, ac- 
cording to Tashjian. 

When the city of New Britian, 
Conn., set a $600,000 goal for a 
new library, the company raised 
over $838,000 in private dona- 
tions, she added, 

“They would come in and do 
the whole thing,’ according to 
Reichard, who said the firm 
typically takes as its fee 10 to 11 
percent of the money raised. 

The company’s first step in a 
local fundraising drive would be 
to set up a Newton office staffed 
with a full-time secretary, a pro- 
ject manager and _ interested 
volunteers from the community. 

A list of potential donors, like 
individuals and corporations 
known for their gifts to charitable 
institutions, would then be 
created and large donations 
would be pursued, Reichard said.

Newton man 
says innocent 
of extortion

BOSTON — A former Water- 
town employee pleaded innocent 
in US District Court yesterday to 
33 counts of extortion, attempted 
extortion, and making false 
claims to a federal agency, in a 
case involving alleged kickbacks 
and faked bids in the town’s hous- 
ing rehabilitation program. 

James J. Pepicelli, of 43 Rustic 
St., Newton, appeared before 
federal magistrate Lawrence 
Cohen Thursday afternoon. He 
was released after signing a 
$10,000 non-surety bond. 


Pepicelli, 63, had surrendered 
himself to authorities late 
Wednesday, the same day a 
federal grand jury handed down 
indictments against him, said 
FBI spokesman John Cloherty. 


The action came after more 
than a year of investigation by 
the FBI, the Watertown police 
and the Boston office of the US 
police and the Boston office of the 
US Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD). 


The former housing rehabilita- 
tion specialist is accused of extor- 
ting more than $10,000 from four 
unnamed contractors in return 
for jobs, and filing false 
statements with HUD, which 
funds the program. 


According to a police source, 
Pepicelli misrepresented the 
amount and quality of the work 
being done in order to conceal the 
true cost and extent of remodel- 
ing projects. 

Each of the four counts of ex- 
tortion carries a maximum 
penalty of 20 years in prison and 
a $10,000 fine, and the 28 counts of 
filing false statements each car- 
ries a maximum penalty of five 
years imprisonment and a $10,000 
fine. Pepicelli also faces one 
count of attempted extortion.

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With such help from medical 
science, the Shermans are ex- 
pecting a child in November. 

“We went in for the blood test, 
and when they told us it was 
positive, we went out and bought 
two bottles of champagne; one 
for her parents and one for 
mine,’’ said Peter Sherman. 

So far, three of 15 clients who 
began the procedure at Newton- 
Wellesley since January have 
gotten pregnant, a success rate 
comparable with programs at 
other hospitals, said Dr, Peter 
Martin who along with Dr, John 
Derry founded Newton- 
Wellesley’s in vitro program. 


“If we could maintain that rate 
we would be very happy,” he 
said. 

In a fertile couple, a woman's 
egg is united with male sperm 
in her Fallopian tube. When the 
woman's tubes are blocked or 
absent, or if the male’s sperm 
count is low, fertilization cannot 
take place. The in vitro pro- 
cedure allows a few drops of 
sperm to fertilize the woman's 
eggs in a sterile glass dish. The 
resulting embryos are then 
replaced in her uterus, bypass- 
ing the Fallopian tube, and the 
pregnancy follows its normal 
course. 


Egg harvesting for the in vitro 
process begins when the hus- 
band gives his wife an injection 


at a predetermined time to 
stimulate ovulation. Thirty-four 
hours later the woman enter 
the operating room, is 
anesthetized, and an 18-inch 
long needle inserted through her 
belly button to extract the ripen 
ing eggs 

Looking through a magnifying 
lens inserted in the same tube 
as the needle, the doctor 
removes an egg and its surroun- 
ding fluid from each of several 
ripening follicles that appear 
like glistening blisters on the 
outside surface of the ovary 
Each egg is placed in a petri 
dish lined with a yellowish 
growth medium and mixed with 
drops of the husband’s sperm 

The physician places the eggs 
in a protective bubble-topped 





container and stores them in an 
incubator within one centigrade 
of the human body’s own 
temperature. Two days later the 
eggs are examined under a 
microscope to see if they have 
been fertilized, and are dividing. 


At least three embryos are 
implanted in the uterus to in- 
crease the chances of a suc- 
cessful pregnancy. While a lab 
technician watches through a 
microscope, the doctor suctions 
the fertilized egg from the 
growth medium, using a thin 
plastic catheter. The physician 
then transfers the embryo to the 
woman's uterus through her cer: 
vix, like a pap smear. The 
woman is not give anesthesia, 
and is able to leave the hospital 
four hours after the implant. A 
blood test two weeks later con- 
firms whether or not there is a 
pregnancy 

If there is not, and there is an 
80 percent chance of failure, 
many women opt to go through 
the entire process again. For 
some, just seeing the egg fer- 
tilized in the petri dish is a sign 
of accomplishment and hope, 
said in vitro program nurse and 
counselor Roberta Hayes. 

But even those receiving hap- 
pier news need psych tical 
support, Hayes said. ‘They find 
it hard to believe they are preg- 
nant because they have been 
disappointed so many times.”’ 

Those receiving a positive 
pregnancy test have the same 
rate of pregnancy loss in the 
first trimester as a normal cou- 
ple, said Martin. 

Although her pregnancy was 
induced artificially, Joan Sher- 
man feels every bit the normal 
expectant mother. ‘‘I don't feel

different. If I did I wouldn’t be 
telling people about it,”’ she 
said. ‘‘I didn’t feel like it was 
foreign matter. No one in the 
family said this was weird, just, 
‘If it works, great.’” 

The in vitro procedure costs 
$4,700 at Newton-Wellesley for 
one cycle, which includes $800 
worth of medication to stimulate 
the ovaries. Only a few medical 
insurance policies, however, 
cover the cost at this time.

These tests might reveal 
that drug abuse, stress, or 
medication are causing a 
male's sperm count to be too 
low or inactive. Or the tests 
might indicate that a 
misplaced vein in the testicle 
area is interfering with 
sperm production, Hormones 
may be out of timing, or be 
secreted in improper 
amounts, preventing a 
woman's normal ovulation, 
Medication or surgery can 
usually correct such defects. 


For eight years 32-year-old 
Karin and her husband John, 
, have tried to have 
wistina, their first child. 
Although Karin was nota 
candidate for the in vitro pro- 
cess, she underwent expen- 
sive surgery eight times in 
four years to correct her 
blocked ovaries, a blocked 
Fallopian tube, and to 
remove bleeding foreign 
tissue 

The nine months of suc- 
cessful pregnancy, ‘‘made the 
eight years seem like 
nothing,”’ said Karin. ‘Those 
who can just have a baby 
can’t understand. Our whole 
life has been put on hold," 
said Karin who could not 
work while in the hospital 
John said he kept a job he did 
not like just to keep the 
medical insurance which par- 
tially covered his wife's 
hospital bills 

“There are trade-offs you 
make. Some people finally 
say no and adopt. Or doctors 
may force you to make a 
radical solution, like have a 
hysterectomy,’’ said Karin 
But the Shirleys persisted 
And their pursuit has been 
somewhat financially drain- 
ing. ‘We keep our old car go- 
ing, we don’t have much fur- 
niture,’’ she said 

Not all medica! insurance 
policies cover infertility pro- 
blems, ‘Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield will not pay for an in- 
fertility diagnosis or treat 
ment,”’ said Dr. Elliott Rivo, 
a gynecologist who 
specializes in treating infer 
tility at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. Treatment can be 
expensive. A month's supply 
of the drug Danocrine can 
cost $100 a month. Surgery to 
correct a blocked Fallopian 
tube costs over $2,000. Infer- 
tility is not rare. One out of 
five couples has an infertility 
problem, meaning the couple 
has tried unsuccessfully for 
12 months to conceive, said 
Rivo 

A couple who consults an 
infertility specialist is put 
through a battery of tests 
from a sperm count 








‘Because of the expense, 
many couples may choose nol to 
do it. But it’s not something only 
a rare couple would use,’’ said 
Martin. Between 10 to 15 percent 
of couples have infertility pro- 
blems. Of those, another 10 per- 
cent are simply unable to con- 
ceive. For those who have ex- 
hausted all other measures, in 
vitro offers one more hope for a 
child, said Martin. 























Pelvic infections, in both 
males and females, are a 
common source of infertility. 
Whether they arise from sex- 
ually transmitted diseases, 
the use of the IUD contracep- 
tive device or other sources, 
pelvic infections scar sen- 
sitive tissue inside the 
reproductive organs, ‘'Sc - 
ing can close off passageways 
and obstruct an egg,”’ said 
Dr. Gary Goldsmith, a Mt 
Auburn Hospital obstetrician 
Using special magnifying 
goggles, tiny tweezers and 
scrapers, a doctor can 
remove abnormal! tissue. ‘To 
prevent additional scarring 
through surgery, the doctor 
drips a special saline solution 
on the tissue being operated 
upon to keep blood away from 
the area 








Another cause of scarring 
as well as cysts in women is 
endometriosis. Cells lining 
the uterus which normally 
bleed once a month somehow 
travel or are produced out- 
side the uterus, The cells 
bleed, causing the surroun 
ding tissue to sear. The drug 
Danocrine can suppress such 
misplaced cells, but if there 
are too many, surgery might 
be necessary. One anxiety 
about infertility, is the 
waiting and hoping for cor 
rective surgery to work 
Results are not immediate 

“You try for three months, 
and if there is a pregnancy 
you wait three more months 
only to lose the baby. It takes 
three more months for 
recovery before you can try

Lions capitalize on fumbles

FRAMINGHAM — Keefe Tech 
Head Coach Jim Blair knew it 
before the game and he’s still 
shaking his head. 

“We're playing above our 
heads this week,” Blair said as 
he prepared for a weekend con- 
test against the new Newton 
South Lions.

NEWTON A hat trick in 
soccer is normally a rare event 
But Newton North as a team, and 
Peter Bourland in particular 
aren't having what anyone would 
calla normal season thus far. 

The Tigers are 6-0, which isn’t 
all that shocking. What is surpris- 
ing is how they got to be that way, 
y on the strong leg of 
Bourland. The senior striker has 
already punched home 18 goals, 
meaning a hat trick is an average 
game for him this season 

“IT had no idea that I'd get off to 
this kind of start,’’ said the senior 
striker. ‘“‘The past few years 
weren't as good as I’d expected, 
so I worked harder this summer. 
I wanted to have a good year.” 

Again, the phrase ‘‘not as good 
as I expected’ should be taken 
with a grain of salt. Bourland’s 
standards are a bit different than 
most. 

As a sophomore, he led the 
team with 23 goals. Only Steve 
Kasha had more points, mostly 
because of assists he picked up on 
Bourland goals. 

Last year, Bourland’s goal 
total was 22, one goal less than 
his sophomore year but still an 
output any high school player 
would gladly take. 

With 18 already on the board 
and the seventh game not yet 
played, he’s sure to zoom past his 
career high by plenty. 

Bourland’s season thus far is 
like something out of The 
Natural. In six games, the Tigers 
have outscored their opponents, 
28-3, with him providing almost 
two-thirds of the goals. 

It started immediately, as the 
Hancock Street resident pumped 
home all three goals in a 3-1 deci- 
sion over Medford. 

That was just a warmup for 
victories over Peabody (7-0) and 
Revere (8-1), in both of which he 
scored four times.

Artist puts personal touch on tiles

STINSON BEACH, CALIF. 
Artist Brenda Rose puts a per- 
sonal touch into home 
decorating, creating scenes such 
as a splashing mermaid in a 
shower stall or a pastoral farm 
above a kitchen stove — all on 
tiny ceramic tiles. 

“Anything is really possible on 
tile,’ said Brenda Rose, whose 
decorative tile works range from 
a colorful bird on a single square 
for a wall hanging to a set of 
undersea designs for lining the 
galley of a ship. 

“If people knew the kind of 
things that can happen on tiles, 
they would use them more,” said 
the longtime artist whose works 
in oils and watercolors contribute 
to her special techniques. 

She has done a 24-tile shower 
scene of a maiden playing a lute 
in a lily pond for movie mogul 
George Lucas, and a tropical fish 
motif for the California Academy 
of Sciences director’s residence. 
Comedian Robin Williams com- 
missioned her to do three 
bathrooms of his home in Napa, 
Calif., in patterned deco tiles 

“T often do extensive research 
for authenticity if the job re- 
quires it,’ said Brenda Rose, 
whose replicas of Australian reef 
fish had to be scientifically cor- 
rect. 

One of her clients, Catherine 
Bevanda of Dillon Beach, Calif., 
was building her home on a cliff 
overlooking the ocean when she 
spotted Brenda Rose’s works. 

“It was a fluke,"’ Bevanda said. 
“T wanted to employ an artist to 
do something in my home, but I 
didn’t think it would be tiles. I'm 
very pleased.” 

For Bevanda’s kitchen, Brenda 
Rose designed a tiled row of blue 
and white trees, for the two 
bathrooms she chose a lily scene 
and a woman bathing, and for the 
fireplace she used terra cotta tile 
for an intricate theme of the 
world’s religions, with a rising 
sun and symbols of the zodiac 








“I just let her do what she 
wanted to do,” said Bevanda, 
who suggested certain themes. 
“She's the artist and what she did 
are works of art, there’s no doubt 
about that.’” 

Brenda Rose started her uni- 
que tile-designing business full- 
time 10 years ago in Olema, 
Calif., after working in various 
art forms without much financial 
success. 

“T couldn't sell my paintings 
and there was a lot of building go- 
ing on at the time, so I thought I'd 
try painting on tile. It took off."” 

She was first commissioned to 
do work in homes in Inverness 
and Point Reyes and then bran- 
ched out to the rest of Marin 
County and to San Francisco. For 
the past two years, she has built a 
reputation and a growing 
customer list out of her one- 
woman studio in downtown Stin- 
son Beach. 

Brenda Rose also accepts 
custom orders from out of state, 
creating the requested designs on 
murals made with individual 
tiles ranging from 3- to 8-inches 
square. 

There are others who decorate 
tiles, but Brenda Rose said her 
creations are one-of-a-kind 
specialty items that she creates, 
glazes and fires in a kiln within 
her studio-shop. 

“A lot of people do it, but it’s 
the style that counts,”’ she said. 
“My style is Brenda Rose. I real- 
ly believe I’m the best, Other ar- 
tists come in and can't believe 
how far I’ve taken this particular 
artform.” 

To visitors passing through, 
she has a series of offerings on 
her shelves, a popular item being 
an unframed kingfisher at $18.50, 
framed in redwood $24.50. Each 
kingfisher she sells is different 
because she uses no mass pro- 
duction methods such silkscreen- 
ing. Among other things, she also 
offers a framed Blue Heron over 
water using for 4-by-4-inch tiles 
and priced at $65 and a 6-by-6- 
inch tile with a seagull over green 
mountains framed for $30, 















Tiles in general have become 
increasingly popular in the 
United States, according to New 
York’s Italian Tile Center, a ma- 
jor U.S. distributor of ceramic 
tiles used on floors, walls and 
ceilings. However, a survey by 
the firm showed most buyers of 
the 800 million square feet sold in 
the United States last year 
preferred conservative colors 
and styles with the prevalent use 
being in bathroom showers and 
over sinks. 

There are also mass-produced 
decorative tiles, but only a 
limited number of these 
“designer tile’’ lines are 
available to choose from and they 
are generally repetitive in their 
textures and geometrics. 

Brenda Rose considers her 
customized tile decorating as a 
way for people to ‘‘go an extra 
mile and put in personal touches”” 
when redecorating or building a 
home. And, she enjoys being 
commissioned to do something 
special in a living space. 

“With me, everything you get 
is one of a kind — each tile is 
hand-painted,” she said. 

One project she undertook in 
Santa Cruz, Calif., was a shower 
jungle scene with parrots for 
which she charged $5,000. She 
also did a “stream scene’’ with 
ducks, deer and trees at another 
home that “literally told a little 
story,’’ for $1,500. 

Prices on such projects vary 
depending on intricacy, she said, 
with the average cost being bet- 
ween $60 and $120 per square foot 
in design fees. The tiles must 
then be installed by a craftsman. 

“T’'ve had 100 percent success 
with every client,’’ she said. “I 
aim to please.”’ 
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will basically all look the same as 
no posts are allowed.”’ 

While colonial furniture con- 
tinues to be the ‘‘hottest’’ style in 
nursery furniture, the people at 
Sears see a trend toward contem- 
porary designs and lacquer 
looks

Layering is one word we all 
know when it comes to fashion, 
but it’s a term that should be add- 
ed to our design vocabularies, as 
well.

Tips on caring for furniture

Fingerprints, spilled drinks 
and two-year-olds with crayons 
are enough to send chills up the 
spine of anyone who has just 
spent big bucks for a new coffee 
table or inherited grandma’s 
beautiful antique dresser. 

The downside of owning any 
good piece of furniture is taking 
care of it, and many people are 
intimidated by the prospect. To 
keep your furniture looking good, 
the consumer services center of 
Johnson Wax offers the following 
tips: 

— Always dust furniture with a 
polish-moistened cloth. 
Household dust contains tiny par- 
ticles of fiber, earth and silica 
that can scratch fine finishes. 
Polish cushions the cloth and 
eliminates scratching. 

— Arrange furniture so it is not 
in the direct path of the sun’s 
rays. Prolonged exposure to 
ultraviolet rays from the sun can 
cause a chemical change in the 
finish, resulting in fine, hairline 
cracks. Depending on the type of 
finish or wood, sun can also 
bleach dark furniture or cause 
light furniture to darken. 

- Try to avoid exposing fur- 
niture to extreme or constant 
changes in humidity or 
temperature. Wood shrinks when 
exposed to a combination of low 
humidity and temperature and 
swells when its environment is 
hot and humid. This subtle ex- 
pansion and contraction can 
cause swollen joints, hairline 
cracks, blistering or buckling in 
the finish or warping of furniture 
sections such as drawers or legs 
Using humidifiers or 
dehumidifiers, keep the moisture 
content of the air at between 30 
percent and 55 percent and main- 
tain temperature at 60 to 80 


degrees. 


| 
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Spilled liquids should be 
removed promptly. If liquids re- 
main on the surface long enough, 
they may penetrate or remove 
the finish or stain or raise the 
grain on the wood itself. 

Soap and water cleaning is 
never good for wood furniture. It 
can leave a hazy film if not rinsed 
well and generally is not 
thorough enough to clean the 
greasy soil found on furniture. 

— Forget what you've heard 
about polish buildup. Furniture 
polishes are self-removing. Each 
time it is applied corr the 
cleaners in polish remove the 
thin layer from the last applica- 
tion along with any soil ac- 
cumulation. 











Perspiration and body oils, 
when coupled with wear by daily 
use, may soften a finish an even- 
tually wear it away. Headboards, 
chair arms and areas around 
drawer and door pulls need 
special attention with regular 
cleaning and polishing, 

Wooden furniture does not 
breathe or need feeding. Aside 
from the rare handcrafted, 
unsealed piece, most of today’s 
furniture is sealed with several 
coats of laquer before it leaves 
the factory, The important thing 
is to protect that surface sealer 
or finish to prevent any cracks or 
scratches in it that will allow dirt 
or liquids to penetrate the wood 
itself.

NEWTON — Uncontested candidate for Ward 8 Alderman William 
Shaevel says he is glad he won't have to ask his friends to help him 
the way they did during his victory during June's special election. 

Shaevel, an attorney, lives in Oak Hill with his wife Eileen. They 
have two children, Karyn, 22 and Jennifer, 11.

Q: How do you feel about your uncontested status? 

A: After coming off of a four-way election in June, which was very, 
very intense, I breathed a sigh of relief at not having to ask my 
friends and supporters to put in an equal amount of time and effort. 

Q: What one goal do you have for the upcoming term? 

A: First, what I would say is the primary concern of almost all the 
aldermen, is to refine the current zoning code so it will restore the 
confidence of the residents that the zoning code can control growth 
and development so as not to change the predominantly residential 
character of the city. Also, I want to find a way to get some affordable 
elderly housing for middle-class people. 

Q: Should aldermen and the School Committee be paid, and if so, 


how much?

Although you don’t 
run for the compensation, it does assist and, more importantly, it 
allows the board to have a wider economic representation. 

Q: Should there be a moratorium on commercial construction until 


zoning laws are revised? 


A: Iserve on the Zoning Review Committee (ZRC). I first favored a 
short-term, three-month moratorium to revise the codes, and I see 
that being done. If that is done, I see the need for a moratorium to be 
obviated. If the ZRC is not successful, I would re-look at my position. 
Q: Does the city need a new library, and if so, where should it be 


located? 


A: The city does need a new library. It’s important for cultural 
reasons as well as for the perception of the city. I’m in favor of fin- 
ding the financial mechanism that would not create a tax burden, and 
the location should be at Homer and Walnut. It's centralized and the 
by-product will create more citizen use of the whole site, creating a 


city center.

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Government mpg cuts will save jobs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) The government an- 
nounced Tuesday it has cut the federal economy 
fuel standard for 1986 passenger car models to 26 
miles per gallon to save thousands of jobs in the 
U.S. auto industry 

It was the first time the government had eased 
mileage requirements for cars since they were im- 
posed during the energy cris 

The National Highw Traffic Safety Ad- 
ministration, a unit of the Transportation Depart- 
ment, said it had cut the standard for corporate 
average fuel economy CAFE from 27.5 mpg 
because it would have led to higher unemployment 
in domestic automobile manufacturing 

The Commerce Department estimated earlier 
that 110,000 auto industry and related jobs would be 
lost without the change in the standard 

The CAFE standard is the average fuel economy 
for an automaker's entire output of cars 

The federal agency said General Motors and 
Ford had made substantial progress toward achiev- 
ing the 27.5 mpg standard that had been set for 1986 
cars. But it said the two automakers were unable to 
meet the higher standard bec se of increased con- 
sumer demand for larger cars that consume more 
fuel 

To meet the 27.5 mpg level, GM and Ford would 
have had to restrict production of less fuel efficient 
automobiles and that would have meant the loss of 
jobs at their factories, the agency said 

































Chrysler Corp. invested hundreds of millions of 
dollars in manufacturing changes to meet the 
higher standard, prompting chairman Lee A. 
Iacocca to say earlier this year, “We were pretty 
damn stupid ... to meet the law." 

Both GM and Ford welcomed the lower standard 
Tuesday. 

“NHTSA’s action to adjust the 1986 fuel economy 
standard is encouraging and in keeping with the re- 
quirements in both the law and the real world,” GM 
said in a statement. ‘‘A similar adjustment ‘of the 
standard for future model years is equally impor- 
tant.”’ 

The nation’s No. 1 automaker said when Congress 
passed the law it ‘wisely provided that, if condi- 
tions changed, NHTSA could make this kind of ad- 
justment. Conditions have changed. Gasoline 
prices have gone down, not up, as anticipated, and 
consumers are buying cars to meet family and 
other needs. 

Ford said, 








“The decision to set the 1986 CAFE 
standard for cars at 26 mpg is good public policy 
and reflects today’s conditions. The prior standard 
was out of line regarding customer demand and if 
unchanged would have disrupted automobile pro- 
duction and threatened jobs while contributing very 
little if anything to petroleum conservation.” 

The federal agency also said it is considering 
petitions for changes in the standard for model year 
1987 and subsequent years. 





New Orleans celebrates 
her streetcars 150th year 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) The city’s historic 
streetcar line, immortalized by playwright Ten- 
nessee Williams, celebrated its 150th anniversary 
with parties, jazz parades and free rides. 

The St. Charles Avenue line, the oldest continual- 
ly operating streetcar system in the world, is one of 
three national historic moving landmarks, along 
with New Orleans’ Delta Queen steamship and San 
Francisco's cable cars, according to Cynthia 
Reeves, one of the organizers of the sesquicenten- 
nial celebration, 

The streetcars, which once rattled over 225 miles 
of track in New Orleans, have been dragged by 
mules, pulled by men with heavy ropes and 
powered by ammonia, steam and electricity 
through the years. 

The system began service Sept. 26, 1835, sharing 
the street with horse-drawn carriages, drays and 
pedestrians. It was restricted to 4 mph within the ci- 
ty, and its steam locomotives were criticized for 
spewing sparks onto ladies’ dresses. 

By the end of the Civil War, the streetcar system 
was nearly bankrupt and was leased for 25 years to 
a group headed by Confederate Army Gen. P.G.T. 
Beauregard, who devised an overhead cable for 
pulling the cars. 


Beauregard’s experiment was a failure but was 
to be used a century later on electric trolleys and 
streetcar systems around the world 

The streetcars switched to electricity in 1893 and 
reached their heyday in the 1920s, when the fare 
was dropped by a penny to seven cents and nearly 
five dozen lines criss ssed the city 

The dark green cars were immortalized in 1947 in 
Williams’ ‘‘A Streetcar Named Desire,"’ in which 
the cars became brooding symbols of human 
destiny. By then, tourists were extolling the charms 
of cars lurching along Desire Street and other 
famous thoroughfares. 

The St. Charles line is the only surviving route, 
running daily on 13.2 miles of track from downtown 











New Orleans through the mansions of the Garden 
District, past Tulane and Loyola universities to the 
Uptown shopping area. 

There are 35 streetcars that make 104 passenger 
stops, serving nearly 6.4 million riders a year. Of- 
ficials say tourists make up only about 5 percent of 
the passenger total. Most riders are regular com- 
muters. 

“Kids ride it to school. Housekeepers ride it to 
work. People take it downtown to work,”’ Reeves 
said. 

Regional Transit Authority officials say the sur- 
viving streetcars, built in 1923, are cheaper to 
operate than diesel-powered city buses — 28 cents a 
mile compared to 34 cents. 

They also carry more people than buses and last 
five times longer, Reeves said. 

Streetcars have taken on added duties in recent 
years, hosting birthdays, anniversary parties and 
weddings. Decorated with banners, placards and 
bunting, the 42,000-pound cars become parties on 
wheels. 

The transit authority promised free rides on the 
St. Charles streetcars during the day Saturday and 
planned an evening streetcar parade along the tree- 
lined boulevard to celebrate the anniversary. 

The Greater New Orleans Arts Council arranged 
an 1830s festival in Lafayette Square with people 
dressed in period costumes, street entertainers, 
food, drink and music. Festivals also were planned 
elsewhere along the route, with jazz bands schedul- 
ed to play and food pavillions offering oysters and 
jambalaya. 

A group of businessmen and community leaders 
has discussed starting a new streetcar line along 
the Mis ppi River, connecting the city’s main 
tourist attractions. 

“The future of the line looks very good. We really 
feel things are looking up,” Reeves said, looking 
ahead to the streetcar system’s bicentennial in the 
year 2035. ‘If I’m still ambulatory at that time, I’ll 
be out there.”’ 














The ‘secret’ Faversham 


FAVERSHAM, England (UPI) There is no 
such thing as ‘‘unknown”’ England, but even a com- 
pact country whose ev inch is charted and 
described can hide secret ‘ple s. One of these is 
Faversham, 








“We seem to get missed a lot,’’ said Ken Rogers, 


president of the chamber of commerce. It’s true, 
and it’s a shame 
Englishmen know Faversham mainly as the 


scene of a 435-year-old murder immortalized in a 
Shakespeare-era play. But it is also a living sample 
book of ancient architecture 

Along the whole of Abb 
house is less than 400 s old, Pedestrianized 
West and Court streets lined with buildings 
from the 15th to 18th centuries which would be 
showplaces anywhere else. Here, they're in every- 
day use by old-fashioned butchers, grocers and can- 
dy make ving Faversham’s 15,000 residents 

For this is a town that is not a fossilized museum, 
but a thriving, friendly community preserving 
much of its 2,000-year past 

“Some towns have taken great pains to obliterate 
their links to the past,’’ says an introductory slide 
show in Faversham's admirable heritage and in- 
formation cente some, through neglect, let the 
past simply decay 

‘Faversham has cherished its heritage. But it is 
no mere relic of the past. The present is in no way 
divorced from the past, but rather grows from it.” 

What this means is that, at least since the Middle 
Ages, F. rsham has changed a human being 
changes — gradually, slowly, preserving warts and 
all 

It is not a pretty-pretty town. Not all of it is travel- 
poster picturesque. It's industrial, as it always was, 
and industry is embedded in it like chocolate chips 
in a cookie. A huge brewery snuggles next to a 900- 
year-old church 

Natural change has left an astonishing continui 
ty 

Warehouses built 600 years ago are still in use 
The town council has owned one building ever since 
it was built in 1450. Faversham once was a famous 
port, and even now masts of sailing barges loom 
from its tidal creek. On the lovely market place ina 
1275 building is a pharmacy which has been a phar 
macy for 200 years

In 1533 one Henry Hatch, a ‘‘merchant adven 
turer’’ — meaning pirate — left money to the town, 
and 452 years later the Hatch charity” still 


dispenses grants for roads and the parish church 
Hatch's loot-holding sea chest, also bequeathed to 
the town, is still in the heritage center 


There’s a continuity even in Faversham's famous 


murder, the 1551 killing of one-time mayor Thomas 
Arden by his wife and her lover. It survives in the 
anonymous play ‘‘Arden of Faversham,” first per 


formed in 1592. But it lives, too, 
buildings. 


in Faversham 


Arden’s house is still a private house, a gorgeous 
three-story corner mansion of stone and half- 
timbering. On rare open days its owner points out 
the spot where the murder was done. The pub 
where the murder plot was hatched is the heritage 
center now. 

Faversham is only 65 minutes from London by 
fast train, but its location conspires to keep it 
secret. The superhighway to English Channel ferry 
ports zips past the southern outskirts. Rochester is 
on one side, Canterbury on the other. 

‘We're not on the road to anywhere,” said 
Christine Rayner, editor of the Faversham Times. 
“You have to turn off to find us, and not enough do.”” 

; a beautiful little town, but it’s between 
Rogers said. “It seems to be Canterbury 
e going to, and we miss out.” 

‘sham does its best for those who do find it. 
Its Fleur de Lis heritage center is so informative it 
is easy to spend hours there learning about the 
town iere is no proper hotel, but the heritage 
center has lists of bed-and-breakfast 
accomodations. 

In this hop-growing region, two breweries fill the 
air with the smell of malt and hops, Probably 
because of them there's one pub for every 425 men, 
women and children. Most are ancient — the Bull is 
14th centu: the Castle Inn dates from 1450 and 
several are Tudor-era timbered buildings. 

Although its first charter dates from 811 A.D., 
Faversham wears its long history lightly. Its age- 
old houses are still homes. One beautiful 13th cen- 
tury building is now unobtrusively owned by Bob 
Geldof of ‘Live Aid,” 

But nothing seems to be forgotten, especially past 
extravagance. A plaque on a charity shop recalls a 
1576 dinner given on that spot to Queen Elizabeth I. 

The supper to the Queen,” it notes tartly, ‘cost 
27 pounds 2 shillings, equivalent to 460 pounds now”’ 
and a fortune at the time. 

Hidden beside a stream is a newly restored gun- 
powder mill, the oldest in existence. 

‘For 400 years,”’ notes the heritage center, the 
gunpowder industry *‘made a major contribution to 
the town's prosperity."’ But its blessing was mixed 

gunpowder factories blew up in 1767, 1781, 1846, 
1896 and, the final straw when more than 100 people 
were killed, in 1916. 

“We do what we can to tell people about this 
beautiful place,’’ Rogers said. ‘We do get people 
from Europe Dutch, Germans, quite a few 
French, But Americans? Nota lot.” 

He and fellow businessmen are now distributing 
car stickers calling Faversham “the medieval gem 
of Kent."’ A bit strong, perhaps, but close enough

NEWTON — The Board of Aldermen Monday 
night waded through some wild political manuever- 
ing to approve a $250,000 appropriation for the 
preliminary designs of a new main library at the 
corner of Homer and Walnut streets. 

After more than two hours of debate, parlimen- 
tary gamesmanship and confusion, the board voted 
18-4 with two absent in favor of Mayor Theodore D, 
Mann's funding request from the city’s surplus 
building account. 


The approval came after four aldermen agreed to 
kill a resolution they sponsored asking the full 
board to endorse the Homer/Walnut location.

another. We have listened 
skeptically to the tales of Col- 
umbus’s alleged predecessors, 
wondering how someone could 
challenge one of the myths so 
basic to our own brand of 
civilization 

We have tried to hold our 
ground. After all, what are the 
basics? If Columbus did not 
really discover America, then 
what other erosion can we an- 
ticipate in the bedrock upon 
which this great nation is built? 

We have found strange 
pleasure in watching one after 
another of the more recent anti- 
Columbus ‘‘discoveri utterly 
debunked as hoaxes. The ‘‘Kens- 
ington rune stone,” discovered 
in Minnesota in 1898 and pur- 
ported to be a remnant of an- 
cient Viking civilization was 
greeted with near unanimous 
derision and ultimately con- 
demned as a prop to bolster the 
Viking discovery theory. After 
ered”' by a

“The Vinland map,”’ touted as 
proof of early Viking discovery 
of this continent, was given an 
sound drubbing when it 
covered the ink used in 
its creation was of modern 
origin 

Perhaps the most outrageous 
of all the attempts to rip from 
Columbus the discoverer’s man- 
tle took place right here in 
Newton and is represented by 
the stone tower in the 
Norumbega area, across the 
Charles River from the Newton 
Marriott hotel. A plaque on the 
tower professes that, on that 
spot, Vikings created a viable 
colony early around the end of 
the first millenium. The colony, 
founded by Thorfinn Karlsefini 
in 1007, even had a bishop and 
all the trappings of a diocese in 
the tenth and eleventh centuries, 
according to the story on the 
plaque. 

In a work called ‘‘The Euro- 
pean Discovery of America,” 
the noted Harvard historian 
Samuel Eliot Morison takes 
time out to punch some holes in 
the well-orchestrated 
Norumbega myth. According to 
Morison, the whole sham was 
perpetrated by a well-to-do Har- 
vard professor, who, desperate 
to publish something of 
significance after decades of 
tenure, decided he had to make 
news if he were ever to be news. 

According to Morison, Pro- 
fessor Eben Horsford spent a 
bundle on rearranging research 
data to back up his contention 
that an early colony of Vikings 
saw the beauti 
Norumbega area long before the 
Marriott Corporation decided to 
base one of its most successful 
operations there. 

The two-story tower that sur- 
vives is testimony to the man’s 
determination, but he did not 
make a dent in the storehouse of 
popular opinion that still puts 
Christopher Columbus in the 
lead, on the rail, in the race for 
the New World. 

Those diehards, many of them 
claiming the same European 
ancestry as Columbus, are in for 
a shock though if they can not 
dispute some data being passed 
on to us by a man named 
Charles Berlitz. A world- 
renowned linguist, he is the 
grandson of the founder of the 
Berlitz language schools. 

In a book called ‘Native 
Tongues," Berlitz describes a 
number of linguistic oddities 
that seem to suggest that men 
and women were crossing the 
Atlantic Ocean many centuries 
before Columbus first sallied 
forth, 

For instance, there is some 
reason to suspect the ient 
Greeks and their contem- 
pora s once roamed the 
Americas, The Delaware In- 
dians called their river the 
Potomac ireek, the word for 
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river is ‘potamos.”’ Certain 
tribes of indians in South 
America also show traces of 
early involvement with ancient 
Greeks, Their word for river is 
“poti.”’ Their word for home, 
“oko,” bears certain similarities 
with the Greek word for home, 
“oika,”” 

The Aztec word for a temple, 
“teocalli,”’ resembles the Greek 
“theou kalia,”’ god’s house. 

The name of the Andes Moun- 
tains suggests that area might 
once have been visited by some 
ancient Egyptians, for whom the 
word ‘‘andi’’ denoted ‘‘a high 
valley.” 

“Konex om panex,”’ an in- 
vocation used in the celebration 
of the Greek religious 
mysteries, closely resembles an 
exorcism Mayan priests used 
for protection against strangers, 
“Konex onam pane 

Chilean indians share with an- 
cient Egyptians common words 
for sun, axe and city. 

Bolivian indians used the word 
“malku”’ for priest, while the 
Hebrews used ‘‘melekh”’ and the 
Arabs used ‘‘melek.”’ In Mayan, 
the word for priest is “balaam,"’ 
while in Hebrew “bileam" 
means magician. 

Berlitz further contends that 
descendants of an historical ex- 
pedition led by Prince Madoc of 
Wales in 1170 left a considerable 
linguistic heritage with the Man- 
dan Indians, a light complected, 
blue-eyed tribe that roamed the 
environs of Missouri. 

For the Mandan, “‘bara”’ 
meant bread, while, for the 
Welsh, the word wa: ra.” 
For the Mandan, ‘‘ma’’ meant 
great and “glas’’ meant blue. 
For the Welsh, the same words 
were “mawr”’ and ‘“‘glas.”’ 

Brazil actually seems to have 
had a name already when the 
first Portuguese explorers 
“discovered” it. The word 
“Brzl,”’ with the proper vowels 
added, meant “‘iron"’ in Hebrew, 
Phoenician and Aramaic, and it 
was used for centuries to refer 
to a land rich in iron lying 
somewhere across the Outer 
Sea. 

But, disregarding theories 
that would have us believe there 
were traffic lights in the middle 
of the Atlantic Ocean to control 
the volume of explorers that 
preceded Columbus by hundreds 
of years, there is good reason 
for his supporters to hang on to 
his being a hero. 

As Berlitz points out, the word 
discover can be taken as mean- 
ing ‘‘unveil.”’ In this limited 
sense, Christopher Columbus, a 
tall, fair, redheaded Jew from 
Genoa, can legitimately be 
credited with the discovery of 
America. 

Before him, the land beyond 
the Outer Sea was only a legend, 
a notion enshrouded in a mist of 
myth and mystery. He made it a 
reality. Given his monumental 
effort, it was simply a matter of 
logistics to install Europeans on 
the shores of the new found 
land. The first colonialists, 
regardless of their ethnic 
origins, enjoyed the advantage 
of standing on Columbus’ 
shoulders when they surveyed 
their new digs. 

Let the Irish and the English, 
the Welsh and the Portuguese, 
the Danes and the Swedes fight 
it out over the details. For the 
kids who listened to Sister Lor- 
raine tell the glorious tale of 
triumph in the fifth 
Patrick's School, in 
Elmira, N.Y., a long, long time 
ago, he is still a hero who has 
passed the test of time. 

For kids today, who are 
desperately casting about for a 
hero that doesn’t wear one white 
glove and never had his eyes 
bobbed, Christopher Columbus 
might serve them well. He was 
aman driven by his dream; and 
we have few enough of them 
around today.

Alcohol abuse program axed

NEWTON — Attempts to solve 
the problem of student alcohol 
abuse — according to some — 
suffered a major setback last 
week when the federal govern- 
ment urged the Governor's 
Highway Safety Council to stop 
the funding of Project BASE. The 
five-year project is a high school 
alcohol prevention and education 
program at schools around the 
state including Newton South. 

Judith Malone-Neville, direc- 
tor of the project at Newton 
South, said “It wasn't a very 
bright decision because it means 
the end of an excellent pro- 
gram.” 

Barbara Kopans, director of 
communcations for the Ex- 
ecutive Office of Public Health 
and Safety, said the alcohol 
education program was cancell- 
ed only after four years as a 
result of cost ineffectiveness. 

The project was funded with a 
half-million dollar grant from the 

al Highway Traffic Saftey 
ration, Kopans said, 
The state initially approved the 
project with the stipulation that it 
would be instituted in “‘hundreds 
of high schools throughout the 
Commonwealth."’ The state 
decided to stop the project 
because only 10 high schools in 
the state were using BASE, she 
said, ‘We want to use the money 
for programs which can reach a 
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greater number of kids,” Kopans 
said. ‘‘The governor is looking to 
develop a comprehensive, 
statewide K-12 program.” 

Based at Brookline High School 
— the governor’s alma mater — 
the program served an estimated 
400,000 students and trained 
about 500 teachers during its ex- 
istence. BASE coordinators had 
planned to expand to 22 schools 
this year, but were forced to 
cancel services after the state 
refused to augment the federal 
grant with a request for an addi- 
tional $149,000. “If it was such a 
great program,” Kopans said, 





Emergency loans 


for storm

NEWTON — Emergency loans 
are available to low and 
moderate income residents 
whose homes suffered structural 
damage from Hurricane Gloria, 
the city announced last week. 

Community Development 
Director Stephen Gartrell said 
the funds in the city’s regular 
Housing Rehabilitation Program 
(NHRF) may be used by 
residents whose houses are not 
covered by homeowners’ in- 
surance. 


Approximately $420,000 in 
Community Development Block 
Grant money has been set aside 
for this year’s NHRF program, 
according to Gartrell. 

The money is typically given to 
residents who need to make ma- 
jor repairs to bring their homes 
up to building code standards. 

Families of four with a combin- 
ed annual income of less than 
$16,150 may be eligible for repair 
loans at interest rates which 
range from zero to 6 percent, he 
said. 

Moderate income households 
that earn less than $25,850 an- 
nually can obtain loans at in- 
terest rates of up to 13 percent, 
while a low to moderate income 
elderly household can obtain 
deferred payments loans that 
will not have to repaid for a 10- 
year period, he said, 

According to 1980 census 
figures, approximately one-third 


repairs 


of the city’s families would meet 
the NHRF program's economic 
eligibility requirements 

The emergency repair loans, 
which are only given to homes 
with structural damage or 
related problems, are available 
immediately, but the money can- 
not be obtained to pay for tree 
removals, according to Gartrell 

Low and moderate income 
families in need of non- 
emergency housing rehabilita- 
tion may also apply for similar 
low interest loans under the 
regular NHRF program. 

Such NHRF applications will 
be accepted beginning in 
November, he said. 

Residents seeking emergency 
assistance will have to document 
their economic eligiblity with W-2 
forms, pay stubs or the previous 
year’s income tax forms. 

Inspectors will perform on-site 
visits to verify the extent of the 
damage and write up the work 
specifications, Gartrell said. 

Community development of- 
ficials will assist qualified ap- 
plicants with the NHRF  pro- 
gram’s bidding procedures by 
providing a standard construc- 
tion contract and a list of reliable 
firms to do the work, he added. 

Those residents interested in 
determining their eligiblity 
under the emergency program's 
standards may call city housing 
rehabilitation officials at 552-7140 
or visit the office, which is 
located at 76 Silver Lake Ave. in 
Nonantum.

Kirk’s work crucial 


The consensus of the crowd gathered at 
the Carmen home last week to welcome 
Democratic National Committee Chair- 
man Paul Kirk home was that the 
Democratic party, in a troubled time, 
could not have a more able navigator at 
the helm. 

Kirk told the crowd that he would not, in 
his attempt to bolster the party’s strength 
against the Republicans, mimic the 
methods that have won the presidency for 
the GOP the last five out of six elections. 
“The last thing this country needs is two 
Republican parties,” he said. 

We applaud his sentiments and add that 
the existence of two, strong political par- 
ties is the foundation of our democratic 
system of government. Regardless of his 
party affiliation, we encourage Kirk to 
make his organization a viable contender. 
The whole country could profit from Kirk’s 
works. 


A triumph for CLT 


Citizens for Limited Taxation, the public 
interest organization which put Proposi- 
tion 2% over, has scored another major 
triumph. Surtax repeal is a virtual certain- 
ty through the legislative process. That 
was only part of the initiative petition that 
applied the hot foot to lawmakers, 
however. 

Focal point for CLT is acceptance of a 
referendum question in November, 1986, 
which would also put a cap on the increase 
in state revenues. The state’s take from 
taxes would be allowed to grow each year 
at no more than the rate of growth of 
Massachusetts wages and salaries. 

That, in another way, would apply con- 
straints on spending capability to match 
what was imposed on cities and towns, 
beginning in 1982. Provision is made to 
maintain local aid grants to 
municipalities. 

In all fairness to the Legislature, Beacon 
Hill has been fully supportive in lifting 
local government grants. Even so, elected 
officials up there zealously protect spen- 
ding options. Surtax repeal proposals mak- 
ing their way through the General Court to 
a consensus by the House and Senate have 
revenue-producing features that bear wat- 
ching. Two-thirds of the gain on elimina- 
tion of the surtax could be wiped out. 

As in the case of Proposition 242, CLT ap- 
pears to be having little difficulty obtain- 
ing the signatures that will assure a ballot 
test next year. 

It is in the Senate where the full benefit 
of surtax repeal would be sharply 
diminished. Heretofore an implacable foe, 
Ways and Means Chairman Patricia 
McGovern’s influence is apparent. The 
plan passed by the Senate calls for $138 
million in new revenue extraction, in- 
cluding a $25 million unitary tax on 
business. 

None of this appeared in the House bill, 
declared acceptable to CLT. Said the 
citizens’ lobby: ‘‘With the House version, 
the total amount of surtax repeal was 
given to the taxpayers without a concur- 
rent and rather nasty attack on the 
business community, whose employees 
don’t deserve it.”’ 

Keep a sharp eye on your elected of- 
ficials. As noted before, those in the Senate 
are engaged in what looks like the old 
fiscal shell game. 
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City gets an ‘A’ for apathy

Electoral politics in Newton is in a perilous 
state. It is no news that interest in running for 
local public office in Newton is so low that 
there is not even a contest in the mayoralty 
race for the first time in many, man 

One might write off the mayoralty 
to the long and politically strong incumbency 
of Mayor Theodore Mann and the reluctance 
of such long time political challengers as 
Alderman Richard McGrath to give up a pre- 
sent office for an almost certainly futile run at 
Mayor Mann. There is also, of course, the 
possibility that Mayor Mann may retire after 
his next term, thereby opening a door for 
other mayoral candidates that presently 
seems closed 

The mayor's race aside, this year Newton 
faces the dismal fact that a total of only 23 
candidates are involved in contested races for 
alderman at large, ward alderman, and 
school committee. Of those 23, only 10 are new 
candidates who have not previously run for of- 
fice, The total of 23 is down from a total of 26 in 
1983, a non-mayoral election year, and 30 in 
1981, a mayoral election year, that was the 
first following the adoption of Proposition 2's, 
Where have all the candidates gone? 

While Newton, with its relatively healthy 
surplus, does not have to wrestle with the 
fiscal ues that plague many other 
M husetts municipalities, it is not lacking 
in significant public issues, Revision of the 
zoning ordinance and the development of a 
new main library are two such issues, 
although to date there has been insufficient 
public debate on those issues to make them 
sufficiently clear-cut to generate great public 
interest. 

All candidates support zoning revision 
generally, but as yet little has surfaced in the 
way of specific proposals for change that 
might draw some meaningful battle line for 
the public to consider. Even the building 
moratorium issue did not bring out substan- 
tial numbers of new candidates. 

Most candidates support some form of new 
main library, whether a new building or a 
renovated ting building, but, again, the 
critical issues of the cost and funding plan for 
the new library are still so murky that battle 
lines that might generate candidate and 
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Within recent memory, 
the only issues to stir 
any widespread citizen 
interest have been the 
Finnegan revaluation 
and the dog leash law.

public interest have not yet really been 
drawn. 

So, too, the school committee is not without 
significant issues. While, hopefully, the mat- 
ter of school closings is finished for at least the 
foreseeable future, issues of possible 
redistricting, fiscal needs of the school and 
educational programs remain. But these 
seem to draw litle noticeable discussion from 
candidates and little interest from the public 
at large. 


A critical problem with the generation of in- 
terest in running for public office in Newton is 
that even if candidates want to raise and 
discuss issues in public debate, they have no 
meaningful forum in which to do so. Boston 
newspsapers and television stations are the 
dominant media in Newton, and they give 
precious little space or time to Newton issues 
Coverage of those issues by the local Newton 
newspapers, radio station and cable TV chan 
nel does not seem to be effective at 
stimulating widespread public debate on any 
issue. Within recent memory the only such 
issues to stir any widespread citizen interest — 
at least as measured by attendance at public 
meetings — have been the Finnegan revalua- 
tion and the dog leash law 

Organizations such as the League of Women 
Voters, the Newton Conservators, the Newton 
Neighborhood Network and the Newton PTA 
council have worked hard to organize can- 
didates’ nights and other meetings devoted to 
public issues, but attendance is usually smalt 
and seems to include the same limited group 
of people who take an active interest in 
Newton’s public affairs. 

The unhappy reality about local govern- 
ment, at least in Newton, is that in general the 
only issues that seem to stir up much public 
interest are very localized traffic, parkin: 
and land-use issues. When each of those issu 
is resolved — usually in accord with the wishes 
of the majority of the affected neighborhood — 
most of the residents who have been involved 
disappear until the next issue of concern in 
their neighborhood. Not surprisingly, such 
localized issues simply do not tend to generate 
widespread interest in running for local public 
office. 

What is the answer to this problem? There 
probably is none, at least so long as Newton 
continues to be fiscally healthy, to provide 
generally high quality municipal services and 
to preserve the b; residential character of 
the city. All we can do is try to choose the best 
of those few candidates who make themselves 
availab’e for public office and keep our 
fingers crossed that at least most of those 
elected will provide the calibre of public ser- 
vice which Newton, like all municipalities, so 
badly needs.

Subtle differences mark Miss America scandals

The Miss America title used to be an honor 
With it went fame, fortune, and happiness 
Young ladies who won the award often launch 
ed careers in movies, public relations, and 
business 

Not any more, Inexplicably, like a strange 
and bizarre course, our last two pageant win 
ners have quickly become embroiled in con 
troversy, The 1984 titlist was forced to resign 
and give up her crown. As of this writing, the 
new 1985 queen, Susan Akin, is under some 
pressure to do likewise 

While the cases of the two young women 
bear a few similarities, the background and 
circumstances are entirely dissimilar. In fact 
there is no comparison at all 

Miss America of 1984, Vanessa Williams 
resigned her title after publication of some 
astonishing photographs for which she had 
posed. To this day, practically every news 


story that refers to her says that she resigned 
because she had posed for “nude” photos.” 

Nothing could be a more clever disguise of 
real truth. Oh, she was nude to be sure, But 
what really shocked the nation was that the 
photographs showed her in explicit lesbian 
love scenes with another female. The illustra 
tions, in living color, left nothing to the im- 
agination 

Vanessa Williams chose to pose for those 
pictures. She made decisions and she 
shouldered the responsibility for them 

Susan Akin's case is entirely different. It 
has come to light that her father and grand 
father are alleged to have been associated 
with the hooded cowards of the Ku Klux Klan 
They were both indicted for alleged complici 
ty in the vicious murders of civil rights 
workers in the 1960's. Her father has since 
been convicted of threatening to murder his 
second wife. Nice fellow 

But surely any fair-minded person can sec 


the difference from the Williams case. Susan 
Akin made no choices. She was not involved 
No evidence has been presented to indicate 
that she has racist sentiments or that she con 
dones violence or coercion. She probably had 
not even been born when some of the allega 
tions are supposed to have occured 

To his credit and to his organization's 
credit, Dr. Aaron Henry, head of the 
Mississippi branch of the NAACP, has sprung 
to Susan’s defense. He correctly pointed out 
that the sins, real or imagined, of the father do 
not corrupt or stain the daughter. Only her 
own actions could do that 

Susan Akin has learned a hard lesson. Being 
in the public eye makes you open season for 
the sharks of the media, whose only goals are 
sensationalism and profit. And kudos to Dr 
Henry for his open and fair mind

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For reasons known best to 
individual senators and 
representatives, few seem to 
find the time to pay close at- 
tention to what is going on in 
their lawmaking chambers. 

Not infrequently measures 
of major import to the com- 
monwealth glide through these 
chambers with nary a whisper 
of debate. And often when such 
verbal action does take place, 
it is before a sea of empty 
seats, with many of those on 
hand either roaming about or 
chatting with colleagues 

But, alas, when a roll call is 
ordered, the m ing 
lawmakers rush in, vote, and 
then hurry off again, 
presumably to more impor- 
tant pursuits. 

Such was the case on Sept. 24 
during the lengthy Senate 
debate that preceded passage 
of legislation to wipe out the 
income-tax surcharge and in- 
stitute a graduated system of 
personal-income tax deduc- 
tions. 

Although this situation is not 
new, absenteeism has increas- 
ed markedly in recent years, 
especially since lawmakers 
provided themselves with 
private office space outside 
the House and Senate. 

Clearly, many senators and 
representatives find it more 
convenient to stay in their of- 
fices and, in the case of the 
House members at least, listen 
to the proceedings broadcast 
from their lawmaking 
chamber, or perhaps watch it 
on television. 

Even that arrangement, 
however, is less than ideal and 
is hardly fair to those col- 
leagues who stay in the 
chamber and are frequently 
kept waiting while absentees 
drift in to vote. 

With most members on hand 
during every sitting, things 
could move more expeditious- 
ly, since it would not be 
necessary to interrupt debate 
and wait for missing 
legislators to answer the call 
when the presence of a 
quorum is doubted. 

“What's my vote?" has 
become an_all-too-familiar 
question. Late-arriving 
legislators sometimes haven't 
the foggiest idea of what the 
roll call is about. And it is often 
necessary for a senator or 
representative to rely on a 
party floor leader or some 
trusted colleague. 

Well attended House id 
Senate sittings would certainly 
look better and perhaps pro- 
duce better laws, since those 
who currently rely on others to 
tell them what to do would be 
able to decide for themselves. 
























| Many seats vacant 
in the Statehouse

If Massachusetts government ever again becomes financially 
strapped, it might want to consider going into the chair rental 


Certainly there are plenty of chairs - many now rarely used - 
under the golden dome, especially in the House and Senate 


While none of the 200 lawmaking seats is technically vacant, 
some of them are so seldom sat in that they could easily pass for 


That is especially important 
since neither party nor the ma- 
jority or minority legislative 
leadership has a corner on all 
the good ideas. 

Certainly a lot more votes 
should be based on a pro- 
posal’s merit rather than on 
whether it is supported or op- 
posed by either the legislative 
power structure or others in 
positions of influence. 

Although their approach and 
priorities may be different, 
Democratic and Repbulican 
lawmakers could hardly want 
less than the best for the Bay 
State. 

But the habit of spending lit- 
tle time in the legislative 
chamber, except to make 
one’s lawmaking record look 
good or when there is a roll 
call to answer is certainly not 
a matter of partisan politics. 
And it may contribute to a less 
than well-informed vote. 

If attendance does not im- 
prove greatly in the coming 
months, it might be half- 
seriously suggested that the 
powers that be move the now 
160-member House back into 
the 40-seat Senate chamber. 
The latter lawmaking branch 
then could relocate into one of 
the legislative hearing rooms, 
which would have plenty of 
cha around a much smaller 
horse-shoe desk, for those 
senators interested in having 
more than a ‘‘rubber stamnp” 
part in the supposedly 
deliberative proceedings. 

The current large House 
chamber with its very com- 
fortable leather swivel chairs 
might then be rented out for 
special functions or even leas- 
ed as a movie theater. 

Obviously such possible 
changes are offered in jest. 
But a sound move, in the in- 
terest of strengthening the 
legislature, might be tougher 
rules requiring a senator or 
representative to answer a roll 
call within two minutes, from 
the second it is ordered, or be 
automatically recorded as 
“missing” on that vote. 

In that way lawmakers’ con- 
stituents would know how well 
their elected legislators are 
tending the legislative store. 

Those senators and 
representatives who like the 
pay and the prestige of their 
office but have little time to 
listen to or participate in 
debate of key measures might 
do both themselves and the 
commonwealth a favor by 
leaving the legislature at 
term's end,

the city’s losses if last year’s 
mild winter repeats itself, Mann 
said, 

But the mayor reiterated his in- 
tention to repair the storm's 
massive damage to streets and 
sidewalks, especially on school 
routes, before the winter season. 

“Fortunately, we don’t have 
one single incident where 
anybody has been seriously 
hurt," he added.

The Board of Aldermen Mon- 
day night cleared the way for the 
two groups’ participation by ap- 
proving a $250,000 appropriation 
to fund the initial design phase 
for the library. 

Cameron said he is confident 
the committees will play an in- 
tegral role in the success of one of 
the most ambitious city construc- 
tion projects in recent memory 

Both groups are comprised of 
residents with extensive ex- 
perience in construction-related 
fields ranging from electrical 
engineering to landscaping 
Their most recent work involved 
coordinating the plans for 
renovations to the garage 
facilities at the Crafts Streets 
Public Works Yard. 

Meanwhile, the administra- 
tion’s request for a $30,000 ap- 
propriation from surplus to hire a 
project manager to coordinate 
every aspect of the library effort 
will be brought back to aldermen 
once the job’s responsibilities are 
more clearly defined and the city 
has a better sense of the time 
needed to build the facility, Chief 
Administrator Richard Kelliher 


said. 

Although ‘the basic plan" to 
pay for the estimated $12-million 
facility has already been worked 
out by the Main Library Facility 
Committee, the city will submit a 
more detailed financing ap- 
proach at ‘the appropriate junc- 
ture,” Kelliher said. 

No decision has been reached 
on whether a geological study of 
the Homer/Walnut site will be 
performed independently or by 
Engineering Department staf- 
fers. 

Cameron said the first step in 
the library design process is the 
creation of a ‘Request For Pro- 
posals” (RFP), which serves to 
outline the scope of work that 
would be required of interested 
architectural firms. 

The RFP will be reviewed by 
the eight-member Designer 
Selection Committee, chaired by 
Joseph Michaelson, and then 
advertised with a_ specific 
deadline for submissions. 

Cameron estimated it would 
take ‘somewhere between six 
and 10 weeks"’ before the city 
begins the Designer Selection 
process because the RFP must 
be written, approved and then 
advertised for at least three 


weeks. 

When the RFP is completed, ci- 
ty officials estimate it will take 
another eight to 10 months before 
the actual preliminary drawings 
of the new library are ready 

“When the closing date for 
responses to the RFP arrives, we 
package the offers, forward them 
to each member of Designer 
Selection and set up a date for 
them to meet to discuss the pro- 
posals,’’ according to Cameron. 

The selection committee will 
then whittle down the offers to a 
small group that best meet the 
needs outlined in the RFP and in- 
vite officials from those firms in 
for interviews. 

Based on those meetings, the 
group will recommend to Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann the names of 
at least three firms which should 
be considered for the library 
design project. 

Once the mayor makes his 
selection, it will be up to the 11- 
member Design Review Commit- 
tee, chaired by Sidney Shuman, 
to help develop a formal contract 
with the architect. 

The review group will also 
create a_ step-by-step design 
schedule for the library project, 
Cameron said.

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A novel approach to earning a living

NEWTON — Sitting at the ter- 
minal of his Franklin Ace per- 
sonal computer and holding up a 
Russian antique, author Richard 
Lourie reflects on what he sees as 
the difference in culture between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union.

Lourie’s interest in things Rus- 
sian is no accident. The author of 
“First Loyalty a spy story 
about a Russian poet who hood- 
winks the American media into 
believing he is something he isn” 

credits, in part, a Russ 
blacksmith named Nathan for his 
success 

“If it weren't for my grand- 
father Nathan's decision to come 
to this country,’’ Lourie sé 
puffing on a Players cigarette, ‘ 
would probably have wound up in 
the gas chamber or in Siberia. 
But all that changed, and I grew 
up in Boston eating hot dogs and 
rooting for the Red Sox.”’ 

His interest in espionage and 
intrigue is an offshoot of a ‘‘hob- 
by’’ — translating letters smug- 
gled from Ru: a into English. 

“In Russia,’’ Lourie explains, 
“if you want to get something out 
of the country out it being 
read, you have to find another 
way besides the mail. I get a lot 
of letters to be translated. I don’t 
know how they get here and I 
don’t want to know 

People, Lourie says, trust him 
because he does not ask too many 
questions. In addition, Lourie 
says he acts as a ‘“‘communica- 
tions link’? between Russian 
eitizens and American society 

“IT have good connections in the 
media here,"’ he sa “‘so people 
get in touch with me. 

Sometimes, Lourie says he 
wonders if the wrong people are 
trying to get in touch with him. 
Because of his ‘thobby,”’ he is 
reluctant to talk about important 
things relating to it over the 






































phone. He alludes to Russian 
surveillance technology as a 
reason, 

‘“‘The Russians have 


sophisticated microwave bugg- 
ing devices in New York, San 
Francisco and Washington, D.C. 


They're probably not bugging 
me, but you never know." 

Lourie adds that he will play it 
safe, Although he had few pro- 
blems the last time he visited 
Russia in 1972, he says he will not 
take any chances should he visit 
there again. 

“IT wonder just how detailed 
their records of me are,” Lourie 
reflects. ‘‘If 1 do go back, I will be 
exceedingly careful. I would be 
putting myself in jeopardy if I got 
caught. If they do have any 
records on me, they could make 
my life miserable. As a result, I 
won't bring anything into the 
country that I’m not supposed to, 
and I won't take anything out of 
the country that I'm not supposed 
to. I'd feel too vulnerable,”” 


Ttalian along the way as well. 

He was 31 when he sold his first 
book — ‘Sagittarius in Warsaw.” 
Lourie says looking back at that 
piece is like ‘reading something 
my kid brother wrote.”’ 

Pulling the story from a real- 
life experience he had in Russia, 
Lourie says he is surprised at the 
book's quality. 

“When I read something like 
that,’ he says, lighting up 
another Players, ‘I am surprised 
at how good my ‘kid brother’ was 
back then.”’ 

As in the others, Lourie calls 
upon his own background in his 
current book. Many of his 
characters, like himself, are 
Jewish. One of them, New York 
City Police Detective Solly

Lourie was a 17-year-old stu- 
dent at Newton High School when 
he discovered his passion for 
writing. After two years at 
Boston University, Lourie pack- 
ed his things and traveled west to 
Berkeley, Calif. It was the early 
60s heyday of the ‘“‘beat”’ 
generation. 

“It was a time capsule,” 
Lourie recalls. ‘It was a time 
when we thought we could 
transform the world into a 
wonderful place. We were into 
coffee houses, beards and 
berets.” 

It was, for Lourie, also a time 
to explore other cultures. 

“A Polish poet named Czeslaw 
Milosz got me _ interested in 
Polish,”’ Lourie, a Ph.D. in Rus- 
sian Literature, says. In addition, 
Lourie picked up French and

Altheim, has the same attitude 
toward his religion. 

“T would say that I'm religious, 
but not observant,”’ Lourie notes. 
“The same, I guess, could be said 
for Solly. While he is not 
religious, he does feel guilty for 
never having said Kaddish (the 
Jewish prayer of mourning) for 
his father.” 

Such details, Lourie insists, are 
the secret of his writing. 

“T have to feel the character in- 
side me,”’ he says, ‘‘like someone 
I know. I have to know how he 
would do everything. Does he 
smoke? Does he drink? How does 
he relate to women? How does he 
dress? Even if I don’t use all the 
details, I still have to know, so the 
character can seem real." 


Because of the empathy he has 


toward the characters in print, 
Lourie says he will not pen 
another ‘‘spy”’ novel, 

“In most spy novels," he says, 
“the characters are not in- 
teresting. I'm basically a writer 
who likes to play around with dif- 
ferent forms. A genre writer like 
John LeCarre is a spy writer who 
occasionally likes to do 
something different.’’ 

With the sale of ‘First Loyal- 
ty,’’ Lourie says he is moving up 
in the world. Though it’s his third 
book, the 45-year-old Dosteyev- 
sky look-alike says he isn't quite 
ready to light his cigarettes with 
hundred-dollar bills. The bulk of 
his income, he says, is still deriv- 
ed mainly from translating Rus- 
sian and Polish documents into 
English. 


“Right now, I don’t make as 
much money from writing as I do 
from translating,’’ Lourie says. 
“It depends on how well the book 
is doing. This one is doing pretty 
well. If it does really well, I could 
cut down on the translating.” 

He is optimistic, though. There 
have been nibbles from the film 
industry to translate his work on- 
to celluloid. 


“Someone I know is trying to 
interest Roman Polanski,’’ 
Lourie says. ‘‘He would be the 
perfect person to direct the film. 
The only problem is that he can’t 
get back into this country 
because of a morals charge.”’ 


With the luxury of a man who is 
about to break it big, Lourie looks 
back at the lean days and talks of 
the odds against him and others 
in his field. 


“The economy is against the 
development of the arts,’’ says 
Lourie, whose wife Jod is a pro- 
fessional sculptor. ‘‘You need a 
long gestation period to fully 
develop your craft, but you also 
need to do something to put food 
on the table.”’ 


He compares his craft to that of 
a 14th-century tradesmen. 

“It’s really quite medieval,” 
Lourie hypothisizes about mak- 
ing a living as a writer. ‘You 
start off as an apprentice. After a 
few years, you get to be a 
journeyman, but you still have a 
way to go. Twenty years and 
thousands of words later, you 
finally get to be a master. To me, 
being a master would mean earn- 
ing enough from writing to stay 
alive.”’ 


Hotel excise tax will take effect November 1

NEWTON — Newton Monday 
night became the third city to 
take maximum advantage of the 
state's two-month-old 
hotel/motel excise tax. 

The Board of Aldermen voted 
17-2 to impose the 4-percent sur- 
charge allowed by the historic 
legislation, which gave com- 
munities their first chance to 
raise revenue outside of property 
taxes since the adoption of Pro- 
position 242 four years ago. 

The board's move, which takes 
effect on Noy. 1, will increase the 
price of a night's stay in the city’s 
four hotels by anywhere from 
$1.59 to $4.80, but will also bring 
more than $70,000 a month into 
the city's coffers. 

Prior to the board’s action, on- 
ly Boston and Waltham had im- 
posed the highest allowable sur- 
charge, but a number of other 
communities are already con- 
sidering following suit. 

Alderman Richard J, McGrath 
voted against the new funding 
source, arguing that there is 
“something incorrect'’’ about 
creating a new tax on business 
and not using the city's record 
surplus to reduce the tax burden 
of residents 
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Alderman Bruce Carmichael 
opposed the move on behalf of 
Alderman Robert Tennant, the 
staunch business advocate who 
could not be present because of il- 
Iness, 

There was no other debate on 
the item. 

Mayor Theodore D, Mann pro- 
posed a hotel/motel tax several 
years ago, but state lawmakers 
did not approve the local option 
legislation until Boston Mayor 
Ray Flynn got behind the idea as 
a way to help bail out the Hub. 

A last-minute wording change 
Suggested by the Law Depart- 
ment insures that any amend- 
ments to the hotel/motel legisla- 
tion which occur on the state 


level cannot take effect here 
unless approved by the full 
board, 


The Department of Revenue 
will collect the money generated 
by the surcharge and re- 
distribute it on a semi-annual 
basis to the cities and towns that 
have adopted the idea. 

City officials say the new tax 
will also apply to the room rates 
at licensed lodging houses, but 
did not figure those potential 
funds into their revenue calcula- 
tions, 

Mann intends to use the first 
two years' worth of hotel/motel 
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money, which amounts to ap- 
proximately $1.7 million, to help 
defray the cost of building a new 
main library. 
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federal revenue sharing pro- 
gram.

Defends hiring now-indicted worker

WATERTOWN — Watertown's communi- 
ty development director last week defended 
the hiring of a former housing rehabilitation 
employee now under federal indictment for 
allegedly extorting more than $10,000 
through the program. Department head 
Gerald Marquis said Newton resident James 
P, Pepicelli was hired in late 1981 after he 
received ‘glowing recommendations” from 
Cambridge city officials, where Pepicelli 
had worked in a similar position for five 
years. 

Marquis displayed letters of reference 
from Cambridge Redevelopment Authority 
officials attesting to Pepicelli’s ability and 
work habits while employed by that city’s 
community development department from 
1977 to 1981. 

“We hired him on the basis of those 
references,’ Marquis said. ‘‘He was not our 
first choice, but he was virtually even with 
our first choice.” 

But during the course of the federal in- 
vestigation into Pepicelli’s work in Water- 
town, Marquis said he learned that Cam- 
bridge officials had not been satisfied with 
the rehab specialist’s job performance.

Indicted for murdering girlfriend's mother

CAMBRIDGE — A Middlesex 
County grand jury has indicted a 
Salem man and his Newton 
girlfriend in connection with the 
brutal stabbing of her 78-year-old 
mother Sept. 13. 

Charged with first degree 
murder in indictments returned 
Friday was Tyrone M. O'Neil, 
also known as Mark Lupo, of 
Essex Street. Indicted as an ac- 
cessory after the fact to murder 
was 37-year-old Susan Aldrich. 

The victim, Emily (Littlefield) 
Aldrich, of 25 Oak Terrace, was 
found by her daughter in her se- 
cond floor bedroom stabbed at 
least five times in the chest and 
neck, according to police ac- 
counts, The victim reportedly 
also had a slash on her hand. 

O'Neil was also indicted in con- 
nection with an apparent 
unrelated incident, involving an 
attack on a woman on Sept, 1, He 
was charged by the grand jury 
with ult and battery with a 
dangerous weapon, an unknown 
sharp instrument, and with arm- 
ed assault with intent to murder 
Rebekah G, Wells, It is alleged 
that that attack occurred as she 
was walking in a park in Newton, 
said Assistant Middlesex County 
District Attorney Thomas Bren- 
nan 

According to Brennan, it is

Pepicelli was laid off in 1981, she said, due 
to cutbacks in the Section 312 housing pro- 
gram, not because of problems with his 
work. ‘He was the last individual hired in 
the program, and we made the cuts based on 
seniority,’ she said. 

Nevertheless, a source said federal in- 
vestigators are now looking into Pepicelli’s 
activities in both Cambridge and Maynard, 
where he went to work after leaving Water- 
town in October, 1984. 

Pepicelli is charged with extorting money 
from four contractors, allegedly requiring 
them to pay him in order to get jobs in 
Watertown's federally-funded Home Im- 
provement Program. He has pleaded inno- 
cent to all charges and also faces 28 counts of 
bid-rigging. 

FBI spokesman John Cloherty said the in- 
vestigation is ‘‘ongoing,’’ but referred all 
further questions to the US Attorney's office 
in Boston. Assistant US Attorney Thomas 
Curley declined to comment on the probe. 

Maynard community development direc- 
tor Bernard Lynch confirmed that federal in- 
vestigators had questioned him this summer 
about Pepicelli’s work for the town’s $225,000 
Small Cities housing program.

While some artists create large bodies of works that express every

‘What is going on here?” 
Lukas wondered, when Ted Ken- 
nedy was forced off a platform in 
front of Boston's City Hall Plaza 
by a hostile anti-busing crowd of 
hecklers in September of 1974 
Today, 11 years later, Pulitzer 
Prize winning journalist and 
author J. Anthony Luk pro- 
vides insight into this incident 
and others in his highly- 
acclaimed new book, Common 
Ground: A Turbulent Decade in 











the Lives of Three American 
Families 

On Tuesday, Oct 2, at 7:30 
p.m., Lukas will discuss this book 


and the issues behind it at the 
Newton Free Library, 414 Centre 
s Newton Corner, Joan and 
Colin Diver, one of the three 
families featured in Common 
Ground, will also be present at 
the library to participate in the 
discussion, 

As former South End residents 
who now live in Newton, much of 
the Diver's story revolves around 
the hopes and commitments that 
led them to move to the edge of 
downtown Boston, the realities 
that impelled them to leave in the 
mid-1970's, and the emotional im- 
pact of this decision. 

Having turned down a job offer 
from a prestigious Washington 
D.C. law firm to devote his Har- 
vard Law School training to ur- 
ban and social issues, Colin and 
his wife Joan moved to the South 
End bound with, as J. Anthony 
Lukas writes, ‘‘a passionate com- 
mitment to racial and social in- 
tegration, a determination to 
raise their children in a truly 
heterogeneous community.”’ And 
for a while they were not disap- 
pointed with this community of 
wide economic, social and racial 
diversity. ‘‘We liked the vibrancy 
and the lifestyle,” says Joan, who 
at the time was, and still is, ex- 
ecutive director of the Hyams 
Trust, which disperses money for 
social services and community 















development. 
But as Boston's racial tensions 
intensified during the school 





desegragation crisis of the late 
1970’s, new social tensions crept 
into the Diver's South End 
neighborhood. Soon the streets 
that were filled with ‘local col- 
or” became streets filled with 
crime. Areas which their 
children once played in became 
unsafe to walk in after dark, 

At first the Divers optimistical- 
ly hoped to resolve these ten- 
sions. But as their home became 
the center of a neighborhood 
“crime watch” they soon ‘knew 
so much that it became in- 
tolerable,” they said. 

It was hard to leave the South 
End neighborhood and the close 
friends they had made. Having 


become models for other 
neighbors who shared their 
dreams of city living, they 


associated leaving the South End 
with ‘giving up’’ on those 
dreams. ‘What do our friends 


think of us?,’’ wondered Joan at 
the time they moved to Newton in 
1978, which was about the same 
time they were approached by 
author Lukas.

If your thermostat is set at 68 F

A room temperature of 68 F 
can be a comfortable setting dur- 
ing cold months if indoor 
relative humidity is maintained 
at a proper level, according to 
Floyd Carlstrom, spokesman for 
Research Products Corp,, a man:

purification devices 

If a home doesn’t have proper

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A horrid vacation could be an award winner 


Natalie Maier of Oradell, N.J., 
thought it would be a dream vacation, 
but instead her nightmare cruise to 
the Yucatan was horrific enough to 
win this year’s Frankenstein Travel 
Award 

The award is the brainchild of 
Charles Reilly, a true American road 
warrior who travels about 200 days a 
year as chairman of The Executive 
Communications Group. 

Reilly has suffered almost every 
possible embarrassment, indignity 
and humiliation available to the 
traveler. His luggage has been lost, 
his reservations canceled, his shoes 
eaten by a large animal, and once, in 
an Atlanta elevator, he was bitten on 
the leg by a small boy 

The Frankenstein Travel Award 
allows victims to vent their frustra- 
tions and win a prize for the most hor- 
rible vacation experience. 

“Maier’s account of a nightmare 
cruise to the Yucatan was the hands- 


down winner this year,” Reilly says. 

Maier endured a snow storm, a 
canceled airline flight, rancid clothes, 
seasickness, third degree burns, 
rainstorms, food sickness, 40-foot 
ocean swells and a_ screaming 
stewardess to become the big winner 

Here is her horrible tale: 

Maier’s woes began on an icy day in 
February as she and two friends were 
preparing to fly to Miami, where they 
would board a cruise ship for a tour of 
three balmy ports in the Caribbean 
and Yucatan 

On the day before her departure, a 
blizzard dumped 23 inches of snow on 
New Jersey. It took 13 hours to shovel 
Maier’s car out of the driveway for 
the trip to Newark airport. When they 
got to the airport, they learned their 
flight had been canceled. They 
jumped on a flight to Charlotte, N.C., 
and another to Atlanta, where they 
located a flight to Miami. 

A cruise representative met them 


at the airport, and told them the ship 
was being held for them. They made it 
to the ship, but the luggage did not 
catch up for four days. Scruffy and 
somewhat rancid, they cut a con- 
spicuous figure at the Captain’s Din- 
ner. 

The first day at sea, Maier became 
violently seasick. Unable to eat, sleep 
or even stand, she collapsed in a deck 
chair and remained there all day. By 
the end of the day she had third 
degree burns from the sun. 

Next up was picnic day, except it 
rained. The picnic was held under a 
shelter, but the dining was somewhat 
less than elegant since the shelter had 
been erected adjacent to the toilets. 
There was a monsoon during the raft 
ride back to the boat. 

In Cozumel, where the ladies had 
hoped to buy some clothes, all the 
shops were closed. Instead, they were 
driven to a hotel for drinks and a 
show. The show was uninspired, the 


drinks were warm, the food was cold 
and stale. Everyone became ill. 

Two days later the ship docked at 
Grand Cayman Island and everyone 
rushed ashore to take advantage of 
the fabulous bargains to be found in 
the legendary shops. Of course, the 
shops were closed. 

As an alternative, passengers were 
bused to a nearby beach for a swim in 
tropical paradise. But no one was per- 
mitted to go near the water; 17 people 
had recently been bitten by Por- 
tuguese Men O'’War. Everyone was 
given an exotic lunch of 
turtleburgers. The tourists were 
assured the turtles would taste like 
chicken. They didn’t. They tasted like 
turtle — old turtle. 

At Ocho Rios, Jamaica, passengers 
were told if they walked a mile down 
the beach they would find a hotel 
which served the world’s most perfect 
banana dacquiri. But they found no 
electricity, no blenders, no dacquiris. 


It rained during the walk back. 

That night, the final night at sea, no 
one slept. It was a gala night of cham- 
pagne and dancing, marking the end 
of an epic voyage. It was also a night 
of 40-foot swells pounding the cruise 
ship. Everyone became ill again. 

During the flight back home, Maier 
and friends were drained by fatigue 
and illness. They slept soon after 
takeoff, but not for long. Ten minutes 
into the flight they were awakened by 
shrill screams. A stewardess had 
spilled some hot soup on the legs of a 
young passenger, sending her into 
shock. The ensuing commotion lasted 
the rest of the trip and when the plane 
landed in Newark police cars and am- 
bulances lined the runway. It was, 
says Maier, a fitting end to a dream 
vacation trip. 

As the winner, Maier gets — what 
else — a dream weekend vacation of 
sightseeing, dining and hospitality in 
Philadelphia.

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Concerned 
over future 
of Judaism

NEWTON CENTRE — Dr. Eli Grad, 57, 
president of Hebrew College in Brookline, 
will be retiring on February 1, but he does 
not like the idea at all. 

In retirement, he can look forward to a 
more relaxed lifestyle — one more fitting a 
man with a very touchy heart condition, and 
he can anticipate more time to devote to 
writing, philately, numismatics, 
photography and music. But the man who 
has alternately chosen engineering, 
sociology and finally religion as the means 
for fulfilling what he sees as his “mission” 
on this earth would like very much to keep 
working. 

After all, there is much work to be done. 

“This was never a job to me,” he said last 
week of his work at Hebrew College. ‘For 15 
years, it has been a mission. I was going to 
go as long as possible and go with my boots 
on.’’ A ‘‘massive’’ heart attack made him 
change his plans, even though his sense of 
purpose makes him reluctant to do so. 

He can still do the work. (‘‘Work is the ef- 
fort we put out to achieve meaningful objec- 
tives.‘‘) He can no longer take the stress. 
(“Stress comes when, no matter what you 
do, things never change. I consistently set up 
for myself objectives that possibly weren’t 
do-able. “*) 

A listener is in for a long stint when Dr. 
Grad attempts to describe his mission, The 
author of three books who could put half the 
alphabet after his name to represent the 
degrees he has attained does not really ram-

Program dissolves 
fear of handicaps

schools which — given enough time — has the potential of shattering

2 police suspended

NEWTON Police Chief William F. Quinn last 
week announced disciplinary action against two 
Newton Police officers alleged to have been involv- 
ed in the rape of a woman on July 17 while they 
were off duty 

Thomas M. Cloonan Jr. and Robert Keefe Jr 
were given suspensions without pay as a result of 
an intradepartmental investigation conducted by 
Lt. Paul Robinson over the last couple months 

Cloonan received a six-month suspension without 
pay or benefits, which took effect last week. He was 
found to be in violation of department regulations 
on two counts. 

A prepared statement by Robinson said, ‘Officer 
Cloonan, while off duty and while in partial 
uniform, did consume alcoholic beverages in public 
view or ina place accessible to the public 

The statement also said, ‘‘Officer Cloonan did fail 
to properly secure his firearm while off duty and 
not under his direct control...” 


Keefe was suspended without pay for one month, 
effective Oct. 16. He will also be barred from work- 
ing any paid details for one month following the 
suspension 

Keefe was found to be in violation of one of the 
department regulations, according to the state- 
ment, which said, ‘While Officer Keefe was on in- 
jury leave status pursuant to General Laws chapter 
41, tion 111F, he did leave his home without 
receiving approval to so leave 

Quinn said the disciplinary action was agreed to 
by the department and the two officers and that 
there would be no appeai

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Women climbing to the top of Beacon Hill

NEWTON HIGHLANDS — State Representative 
Susan Schur says she ‘‘didn’'t go in (to the 
Statehouse) as a feminist;’’ but her experiences on 
Beacon Hill have led her to become exactly that 

When she entered her post as a representative 
from Newton five years ago, she said her major in- 
terests were housing and anti-poverty issues 

But upon taking her post, she received numerous 
phone calls from women across the state concern- 
ing a broad spectrum of issues, including problems 
with the court system, divorcee procedures, and 
child care 

As she became aware of these problems 
through the phone calls and through meetings with 
women’s organizations — she became more involy- 
ed in trying to solve them 

In order to follow these and other issues of con- 
cern to women, and for support from other women 
representatives in the Statehouse, she joined the 
state legislature's Women’s Caucus. 

This year is her turn to serve as chairman of the 
group, a responsibilty given to each member of the 
caucus on a rotating basis. 

Under her chairmanship, the group has recently 
influenced the legislature to increase welfare 
benefits for women from the originally-proposed 
four percent increase to an eight percent raise in 
benefits 


Although this seems a small victory, Schur term- 
ed it as ‘major’ use it showed the caucus 
could ‘'work well together"’ and accomplish things

‘In his conv! ersation, Gr ad reveals a compulsion 
to uncover truth, a compulsion that has forced 
him to overthrow orthodoxy on occasion, upset 
complacency on occasion, and penetrate ap- 
pearances to discover the reality that lies behind 
them constantly 

The confidence needed to venture into new ter- 
ritory, in the course of his speculations, comes 
from something he learned in mountain climbing 
(one example of how ad synthesizes many 
disciplines): ‘Mountain climbing is not dangerous 
as long as you are firmly anchored to an im- 
movable object.” For the doctor, his faith is his 
immovable object 

Grad, who describes himself as ‘‘a sensitive, 
caring human being who is a Je s troubled 
with the present state of Judaism. This is one of 
the forces that drove him into religious education, 
in general, and Hebrew College, in particular. 

“Realizing the true understanding of Judaism 
brought with it the need to transmit it to as many 
as I could,’ Grad said of his original commitment 
to religious education. As an example of his suc- 
cessful term at Hebrew College, he mentions that 
15,000 people signed up for classes there in the 
past year. More than 20 percent of them were 
non-Jewish, he added. The latter statistic 
“pleases me because it’s continuing evidence of 
people who are caring and want to understand 
their neighbors.” 

Grad finally committed himself to religious 
education when he ‘‘sensed, with great discom- 
fort, a generation of Je who have substituted 
activism for values.’’ Grad says he saw Jews do- 
ing well — comfortable, free and secure — and 
Judaism in a dangerous position 
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Faith thrived on adversity 


“Peoplehood”’ allowed them to maintain an in- 
tegral ‘‘worldwide body with no central authority 
other than the book. They are a people that defied 
all the lessons of historiography, which said that 
without a home you can’t survive,”’

“The future of Jews is not in question, but their 
security puts Judaism’s future at risk,’’ according 
to Grad. ‘‘What has been good for Jews has been 
problematic to Judaism What advanced Judaism 
was painful for the Jews.’ 
He sees the greatest problem in the United 
States, where Jews live in ‘‘the freest society ever 
in histo Living for hundreds of years in the 
ghetto, life for the Jews was “‘restrictive, op- 
pressive and uncomfortable, and the philosophy 
flourished in the midst of severe oppression,"’ ac- 
cording to Grad. Judaism bloomed while the life 
of each Jew was ‘‘at risk.” 

A new version of Judaism ‘‘now has to grow out 
of American soil, with its university training and 
its country clubs,’’ Grad suggests. Jews who do 
not endeavor to understand and see the relevance 
of their heritage and scriptures ‘‘become socially 
active as a substitute,’’ he says. And he cautions, 
“If their actions are not rooted in a value system, 
then we are one generation between 
knowledgeable commitment and alienation and 
assimilation. 

“We now live in open neighborhoods and attend 
open schools, Intermarriage in the United States 
is greater than 40 percent. By the third generation 
in a free society, intermarriage is 30 percent. It’s 
a natural consequence. Intermarriage is the exer- 
cise of freedom,” according to Grad. 

In the course of exercising their freedom, Jews 
are losing ‘‘the glue’’ that has held them together 
for so many centuries, according to Grad. 
Synagogues are losing their congregations, he 
contends, in that less than 40 percent of all Jews 
in this country belong to congregations or 
temples. 

In the course of the assimilation process, new 
homage is being paid the old maxim: ‘‘Be a Jew 
at home and a human being on the outside,’’ ac- 
cording to Grad. ‘‘Ritual has lost its holding 
power,” he says. ‘‘They respect it, but they no 
longer measure their humanity by the execution 
of ritual.”’ 

As to the latest form of activism, contributing a 
tithe to charitable causes, Grad comments, ‘Fund 
drives are selling identity very cheaply. You 
wrote the check and you feel good. I’m not wor- 
ried about the here and now; they're OK. I’m 
worried about their grandchildren. (We need) ac- 
tivism in the name of heritage, instead of as a 
substitute for it.’’ 

It was this realization of the present, imperiled 
state of Judaism in the U.S. that brought Dr. 
Grad to Hebrew College 15 years ago; and his 
work at the college has led him to a three-pronged 
approach to the problem — to “‘turning around the 
community.”

It takes study and con- 
templation to perceive exactly how religious laws 
that are handed down from 3,000 years ago apply 
to living in Newton, Massachusetts, in in the year 
5,746 (1985 c.e.) “The principals are eternal,” 
Grad explains, ‘‘but the vessels in which you 
carry them change from generation to genera- 


Third, Jews need to perceive the true meaning 
of Jewish historiography, which Grad contends is 
absolutely unique. The historiography of the Jews, 
the study of how they developed as a people over 
thousands of years, contradicts all the principles 
recognized by historians as being crucial to the 
survival of a people.

for murder suspect 


CAMBRIDGE — A judge has 
ordered Tyrone M. O’Neil, who is 
accused of the stabbing-murder 
of an elderly Newton woman, 
committed to Bridgewater State 
Hospital for a determination as to 
whether or not he is a danger to 
himself or others. 

Prior to the 30-day commit- 
ment, Superior Court Judge 
James D. McDaniel, Jr., found 
that O'Neil, 22, of Salem, is com- 
petent to stand trial at present. 
The judge made the ruling after 
hearing testimony from Betty 
Ann MacIntosh, the Cambridge 
Court psychiatrist. 

Doctor MacIntosh testified 
that, based on her evaluation of 
O’Neil, she believes O’Neil can 
assist his lawyer, Andrew Good, 
that he understood the court pro- 
ceedings, and that she felt he 
understood the nature of the 
charges against him. Doctor 
MacIntosh testified she felt there 
was no evidence that O’Neil is 
showing any acute psychiatric ef- 
fects at this time, although she 
noted that he has an “‘extensive’”’ 
history of psychiatric hospitaliza- 
tions dating back to his 
adolescence. 

Doctor MacIntosh testified that 
O’Neil may represent a danger to 
himself or to others, telling the 
court she agrees with an earlier 
medical opinion in the case that 
O'Neil’s ‘‘mental status’ is 
“fragile.’’

school, Mahony said. Meetings 
were held with Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann, the Newton Community 
Development Foundation, the 
Planning Department, ward 
aldermen, Reuse Committee 
aldermen and the NAHP. 

“Our primary concern was 
that of safety because the access 
to the Claflin site is very 
limited,’ Catherine Farrell, co- 
chairperson the neighborhood 
committee, said. 

The NAHP presented its 
designs and offer to buy Claflin 
for $300,000 at the Newton Arts 
Center two weeks ago. “The 
hearing was intended to get feed 
back from the Claflin communi- 
ty,’’ Haberl said. ‘‘We wanted the 
neighborhood to know we are 
flexible with regards to what 
their needs are and what our 
needs are.” 

During the hearing the partner- 
ship addressed the access pro- 
blem by telling the neighborhood 
it plans to eliminate the parking 
lot behind the school and con- 
struct an access road between 
the building and Craigie Terrace 
if the residents desire one. The 
partnership also said it was will- 
ing to relinquish a parcel of land 
which abuts Lowell Avenue for 
community use. The final deci- 
sion on that matter, however, is 
really up to the city, Haberl said. 

Two concerns which neighbors 
expressed during the NAHP’s 
presentation were related to the 
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city’s 10 percent housing or- 
dinace and whether the artists 
planned to declare themselves a 
“Jimited-equity cooperative.” 
According to Haberl, the 14 ar- 
tists which make up the partner- 
ship have voted to become a 
limited-equity cooperative and 
plan to set aside at least 10 per- 
cent of the building for low and 
moderate income housing. As a 
limited-equity cooperative, ar- 
tists can only sell their studios for 
10 percent above the initial down 
payment plus whatever im- 
provements they made to pre- 
vent profiteering. ‘We talked 
with several aldermen (about 
both issues),’’ Haberl said. ‘At 
this point in time, we’re trying to 
figure out how to write it down.” 
The artist’s plans for 
renovating the school include tur- 
ning 39,000 square feet of space 
into '’ 15 units of very low densi- 
ty,’’ Jerro Nesson, development 
consultant for the artists, said. 
The size of each studio, Nesson 
explained, will vary between 
1,500 and 3,500 sq. ft. while the 
average size of the studio will be 
2,300 sq. ft. ‘‘I think are plans are 
quite compatible with the 
neighborhood,”’ Nesson said. 
Haber! said the partnership is 
“ready to move ahead im- 
mediately” with renovation of 
the building as soon as its gets ap- 
proval from the aldermanic 
Reuse Committee, the Board of 
Aldermen and the mayor.

Bowen lead paint removal delayed 


NEWTON The School 
Department does not expect the 
removal of lead paint from about 
10 classrooms at the Bowen 
Elementary School to begin until 
next summer 

Delays in stripping the walls at 
the school have been the result of 
broken equipment and the lack of 
interest by contractors, Roy G 
Cornelius, the department's 
director of support services, said 

The Building Department put 
the job out for contractors early 
last summer, he said, ‘‘but 
nobody made a bid.” Difficulties 
in getting someone to do the work 
might be related to the nature of 
the contract, Cornelius exple 
ed.

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Open Meeting Law 
needs more clout 


The Open Meeting Law in 
Massachusetts continues to be an effective 
instrument for good government after a 
quarter century on the books, but it can be 
made better. 

Never is there a year where officials in 
some city or town don’t attempt to circum- 
vent it by attempting to transact business 
behind closed doors. 

While such instances are rare, consider- 
ing the general compliance by elected and 
appointive persons, the public’s right to 
know has to be protected to the fullest ex- 
tent. Generally, the cloak of secrecy has 
been lifted from committee or commission 
meetings called by all municipal bodies. 

It wasn’t always so. Before OML came 
into the picture, a municipal official or a 
board might exercise arbitrary judgement 
on open discussion of a sensitive matter. 
Too often, decisions would be arrived at in 
a coffee shop rendezvous, or possibly in 
somebody’s living room, with the formal 
meeting amounting to a rubber stamp act. 

Executive sessions were a_ favorite 
escape for the timid or wily politician. 
Minority opinions could get no exposure 
when privacy took over except through 
non-meeting statements to the press. In no 
way were covenants being arrived at open- 
ly as our forefathers decreed. 

As noted, every now and again a 
municipal board will still try to get around 
the law. Usually it is by staging an ex- 
ecutive session without justification. In- 
variably, an appeal to the district attorney 
or attorney general suffices to open the 
door. Court review has consistently turned 
back challenge. 

A recent Supreme Judicial Court of 
Masachusetts ruling held the Middleboro 
Board of Selectmen in violation. The SJC 
found that selectmen should not have clos- 
ed to the public a one-hour meeting with an 
attorney in December, 1983, to discuss a 
contract for the town’s rubbish proposal. 

As in many cases, the local newspaper 
carried the fight to the court. Citizen ap- 
peal has been very mucha part of the OML 
picture, however. Along the way, with 
broader acceptance, legislative amend- 
ments strengthened the law. Yet, no finan- 
cial penalties are provided. Flawed action 
can be subject to recall, a slap on the wrist. 

Making those responsible for violations 
liable financially should be a further step 
to assure compliance. While the news 
gatherers have legitimate concerns over 
access, it is the public interest that is 
foremost in discouraging secrecy. 

We urge such action by the General 
Court.

The changing concerns of women

It was the time of miniskirts 
and low heels. People were 
biting their nails reading ‘‘The 
Boston Strangler’; Warren 
Beatty and Faye Dunaway 
were “Bonnie and Clyde.” 
Saunas were something new; 
hospital rooms cost $47 a day. 
1967. Hard to believe, 
s nearly 20 years ago. 

A friend who haunts antique 
shops brought me a copy of the 
February 1967 Ladies Home 
Journal. ‘‘You’re going to be 
fascinated with the articles,”’ 
she said. She was right. 

It's difficult to believe how 
much women have changed 
and how little the world has 
changed around them. In the 
magazine, the recipes, diet 
and decorating features were 
as they are today. Yet some of 
the topics were surprising. 

For example, 500 women 
had written in, telling how 
they beat boredom as 
housewives. The letters were 
in response to an earlier arti- 
cle by a bored housewife ask- 
ing for help. Most writers en- 
couraged her to develop more 
interests ‘‘within’’ the home, 
including reading. 

One woman told how she

bought a camera and began 
keeping an elaborate family 
photo album. “This project 
can last a lifetime,” she wrote, 
adding that she also sewed 
hostess gowns. “It doesn’t 
take much money for 
materials and they provide 
hours of sewing time.” 

Another 1967 woman wrote 
that seldom in the past had the 
urban wife had so little contact 
with other adults. ‘‘But we 
can't change society,’’ she 
continued, ‘“‘so we have to 
change ourselves.” 


And change we did. I don’t 
think I know a single bored 
housewife today. For one 
thing, half of them have gone 
to work. Those who are at 
home are raising money for 
the orchestra, going back to 
school, pumping iron or runn- 
ing for the school board. All 
while taking care of children 
and house, of course. Busi- 
ness is in; boredom is out. 


A major article in the 1967 
magazine was triumphantly 
titled ‘The Battle of the Sexes 
is Over. Who Won? We Did." A 
somewhat premature judg- 
ment, from the hindsight of 
passing years 

The article begins, ‘‘Women 


never had it so good,” and 
goes on to quote supporting 
comments of 10 distinguished 
speakers who participated in a 
panel on ‘‘the role of women.”” 

One was Dr. Bruno Bet- 
telheim, psychiatrist and 
author, who said employers 
would have to provide 
“shorter working days for 
mothers, a closer working to 
home, and considerable flex- 
ibility of working hours — a 
flexibility that permits them to 
absent themselves from work 
when the child needs them."” 

His recommendations, 
however, have been largely ig- 
nored by the corporate world. 
Very few companies make 
such generous accommoda- 
tions for today’s 20 million 
working mothers. 

Another panelist, attorney 
Harriet Pilpel, said women 
were actually ‘more equal” 
than men in their legal rights: 
“They have a legal right to be 
supported by their husbands 
and, in case of a divorce, 
usually get custody and con- 
trol of the children.” 

I wonder if she still feels that 
way, knowing now that 28 per- 
cent of divorced mothers 
receive no child support and 
another 23 percent get only 


partial payments — despite 
court orders. 

New federal legislation that 
goes into effect this month is 
expected to improve the 
methods of collecting support 
from deadbeat dads. But the 
situation has been a national 
disgrace. 

A panelist with unusual 
foresight was the director of 
the Western Behavioral 
Sciences Institute, Dr. 
Richard Farsen. He predicted 
that women would become 
discontent when they saw the 
discrepancy between what 
they were doing and what it’s 
possible to do. 


He was right. The ratio of 
discontent rises in direct pro- 
portion to the number of work- 
ing women who are frustrated 
trying to increase their pro- 
minence as well as their af- 
fluence and influence in the 
corporate world. 

Farson also emphasized that 
discontent need not be 
paralyzing. It can be energiz- 
ing and motivating. That may 
account for whatever gains 
women have made since that 
Journal article, 18 years ago.

E.B. White had elements of real style 


As fashion supplanted style in English It would be easy to give examples to show 





Brooks Brothers is style. Calvin Klein is 
fashion 

Fashion, like other fads, is what is “‘in’’ to- 
day, It is also what may be ‘‘out”’ tomorrow. It 
is conspicious and unpredictable 

Style, like character, follows patterns of 
taste and refinement that do not change from 
one season to the next, though the width of its 
lapels may vary slightly. It neither copies nor 
competes, It is conspicious only because it is 
so rare. It is predictable 

The difference between style and fashion 
extends beyond clothes. It can be applied to 
the whole world of ideas and living in general 
It applies to writing 

As a writer and essayist, E.B. White, who 
died recently at the age of 86, was a master of 
Style. He tried to teach us style as well 

His little book (85 pages) entitled, ‘The 
Elements of Style,”” which he co-authored 
with William Strunk, his old college English 
teacher from Cornell, is still a classic text in 
college English classes 

It is found on the desk of many a newspaper- 
man and writer and it is also the indispensable 
handbook of secretaries everywhere. This 
pleased White. ‘Somebody in the office has to 
know how to write,”’ he said, a wry reference 
to the lack of language skills of most ex 
eculives 


grammar and usage, White stuck with the old 
rules laid down by his beloved classroom in- 
Structor and added some of his own, He was 
not a man afraid of rules 

What he said about the importance of rules 
and discipline in the art of writing could be 
read with profit and then adapted to their own 
field of endeavor by those who make it their 
business to instruct us in the art of living 

In one of his essays White speaks of the 

Anything Goes’’ school which permeated 
writing and practically everything else. Rules 
were restricting. Freedom to do and write as 
one pleased became the fashion. It was 
liberating and liberation was the watchword 


He quotes the editor of Webster's Third In- 
ternational Dictionary as saying that a dic- 
tionary “should have no traffic with artificial 
notions of correctioness."’ This approach, said 
White, struck many people as chaotic and 
degenerative, ‘‘and that’s the way it struck 
me 


Strunk was a fundamentalist,’’ said White. 
‘He believed in right and wrong and so, in the 
main, do I. Unless someone is willing to enter- 
tain notions of superiority, the English 
language disintegrates, just as home 
disintegrates unless someone in the family 
sets standards of good taste, good conduct and 
simple justice 


that the days of Anything Goes are still upon 
us. Let someone, looking over the moral land- 
Scape, dare suggest applying rules of right 
and wrong and he will be met with the ery, 
“Who made thee a judge over us?” 

2.B, White was more than a stylist in 
writing. He was a stylist in living. He loved his 
farm in Maine and through the years 
developed a ‘down Maine’ philosophy of 
rustic wisdom and simplicity 

He once wrote a letter to a friend who was in 
the throes of despair. He said, ‘As long as 
there is one upright man, as long as there is 
one compassionate woman, the contagion 
may spread and the scene is not desolate. 

Hope is the thing that is left to us in a bad 
time, 1 shall get up tomorrow and wind the 
clock as a contribution to order and stead- 
fastness. 

‘Sailors have an expression about the 
weather, They say, ‘The weather is a great 
bluffer.’ I guess the same is true of our human 
society. Things can look dark, then a break 
shows in the clouds and all is changed 
sometimes rather suddenly 

‘Hang on to your hat, Hang on to your hope 
And wind the clock, for tomorrow is another 
day.” Now that’s style

Death penalty could be 
a problem for Dukakis

Few issues have sparked longer or more heated debate among 
Massachusetts lawmakers than capital punishment 


Although proponents of the 
death penalty lost their battle at 
this year’s legislative sitting, 
they will be back in January with 
no less fervor. They may be con- 
vinced that sending first-degree 
murderers to the electric chair 
will make the commonwealth a 
safer place, but clearly there are 
not enough state legislators who 
share that view 


A Yes" vote might be within 
reach in the 160-seat House of 
Representatives, but capital- 
punishment boosters are far 
short of the mark in the Senate 
And a two-thirds vote will be 
needed in both chambers because 
Gov. Michael S. Dukakis has 
made it clear he will veto such a 
statute if it should reach his desk. 


Those who suggest that Gover- 
nor Dukakis might change his 
stance and either go along witha 
death-penalty measure or 
perhaps allow it to become law 
without his signature are 
overlooking his long-held 
philosophical conviction that 
capital punishment is wrong. He 
has remained firm throughout 
his political career on that mat- 
ter. During his first term as 
governor, 1975-78, he rejected 
such legislation. And before then, 
including his eight years as a 
state reporesentative from 
Brookline, he w staunch foe 






The Senate's 20-to-18 rejection 
of the latest proposal on Oct. 1 
has spared the governor the 
potentially awkward position of 
being blamed for thwarting ef- 
forts to bring back the electric 
chair. 


His critics, especially would-be 
challengers for the executive 
chair in next fall’s election, 
would be delighted to have the 
governor forced to come to grips 
with the death-penalty question. 
A veto might lessen his populari- 
ty with many voters, since 
public-opinion samplings in the 
Bay State indicate that close to 
two-thirds of the people favor 
reinstituting capital punishment. 


On the other hand, were 
Dukakis suddenly to accept the 
idea, his foes would surely have a 
field day questioning his motives. 


And since 1986 will be a guber- 
natorial election year, Dukakis 
critics can be expected to work 
particularly hard to put a death- 
penalty bill on his desk early next 
year so they can get as much 
political mileage as possible out 
of placing him in an uncomfor- 
table position. 








Instead of wasting their time 
trying to pass a measure that is 
all but sure to be vetoed, 
lawmakers genuinely bent on br- 
inging back the death penalty 
might be well advised to check 
out the language of any such pro- 
posal with the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court.

The legislature has the right to 
ask the Supreme Court for an ad- 
visory opinion on pending legisla- 
tion, in which a question of con- 
stitutionality is involved.

Sen. Paul J. Sheehy (D) of 
Lowell, to his credit, tried to get 
his colleagues to send the pro- 
posal to the high court to make 
sure it met state constitution 
standards. The failure of that 
move cost the senator’s support 
and made possible the legisla- 
tion's defeat

murders 

More than a few death-penalty 
advocates concede, usually quiet- 
ly however, that were such a 
measure put back on the books 
executions would still be few and 
far between 





Capital-punishment foes, many 
of whose objections are on moral 
grounds, question how effective 
such a measure would be in 
preventing slayings, since those 
who commit such crimes do not 
expect to be caught. 








In fairness to both sides of what 
seems likely to be an ongoing 
issue in Massahusetts, neither 
appears to have solid, or at least 
recent, statistics to support its 
position. Certainly there is 
nothing to suggest that the 37 con- 
victed murderers executed in the 
commonwealth between 1930 and 
1947, when the last took place, 
had any impact on making the 
state a safer place. 

Although capital punishment 
remained on the books here into 
the 1970's, six successive gover- 
nors — members of both parties 
and of various religious faiths — 
sidestepped using the electric 
chair, often instead commuting a 
murderer’s sentence to life im- 
prisonment.

The sleek look of the European- 
style kitchen, with its nifty nooks 
and crannies and economical use 
of space, is taking a firm foothold 
in the United States 


Kitchens in more and more 
new homes are being furnished 
with the European look, and plen- 
ty of kitchens in older homes are 
being remodeled with the fresh 
but somewhat costly — style 


“It was greeted with some 
skepticism at first,’ said John 
Farill, a kitchen specialist for 
House of Denmark retail store in 
Atlanta. “But now, it is widely 
accepted.” : 


Clean and crisp 

The European look in kitchens 
is best described as ‘‘very clean 
and very crisp,”’ said Farill. 

The frameless cabinetry comes 
in components and can be 
relocated, the same as other fur- 
niture but unlike conventional 
cabinets that are built into the 
kitchen. The European style is 
almost always slick looking with 
either a laminate or light wood 
front and hidden hinges. Bright 
colors are plentiful, but solid 
whites and grays are big, too. 

However, inside is what really 
counts. 


Myriad of options 
A myriad of options — ranging 
from footstools hidden as 
drawers to pull-out broom closets 
to corner cabinets that work as 
shelving carousels —

Scavengers can turn ‘junk’ into furnishings

The old saying is still right on 
the mark: ‘‘One man’s garbage 


is another man’s treasure.” 
When it comes to home fur- 
nishings, there is a growing 


breed of people who will spend 
days or even months in search of 
such treasure. 

Across the land, they are pick- 
ing through junkyards and 
demolition sites, flea markets 
and antique shops, in search of 
castoffs that can be turned into 
just the right touch for an empty 
corner or a lonely wall. 

Call it scavenger chic or 
salvaged furnishings, but don’t 
call it secondhand. The homes of 
today’s scavengers often reflect 
an originality that can’t be 
bought in a furniture store 

Salvagable goods such as old 
mantelpieces, clawfoot tubs and 
stained glass have long been 
sought by treasure hunters and 
antique lovers, but to today’s 
scavenger every conceivable 
castoff is fair game. 

“People will grab anything 
stuffed birds, neon tubes, 
anything. It’s unbelievable,” 
says Adam Espinosa, proprietor 
of Adam’s Junk in Los Angeles 
for nearly 30 years, 

“We get a lot of students who 
come in (from USC and UCLA) 
and they'll buy oddball pieces of 
iron to stick in their living room 
as some kind of sculpture,’’ said 
Espinosa 

Joseph Hernandez, manager of 
The Junk Shop in Los Angeles, 
sees no discernible West Coast 














trend in scavenging. ‘‘There’s no 
latest rage,’’ he said. ‘‘Whatever 
is weird is what seems to sell the 
fastest.” 

Hernandez recalled one ‘‘yup- 
pie couple’’ who visited his store 
in search of old barbells to 
decorate their recreation room. 

In Van Nuys, Calif., junk 
dealer Bill Chazen remembers 
selling a gun turret meant for a 
warship to a man who planned to 
open a snow cone shop and 
thought the turret would make a 
perfect igloo. ‘‘And it’s been 
amazing how many people come 
in and buy old Christmas wrap,” 
Chazen said 

In Washington, D.C., tastes 
among scavengers tend toward 
the more traditional, if no less in- 
novative. Jeff Yudin, owner of 
The Canal Co., which specializes 
in architectural antiques, 
stained glass and mantelpie 
are still big, although many are 
now seeking the mantelpieces for 
use as headbaords

to the burn site may be inap- 
propriate,’’ according to 
Weiskopf Kelly, the DEQE's 
chief enforcement officer. 

The original memo DEQE sent 
out to all municipalities following 
the storm authorized ‘controlled

“Tt is especially signifiant that 
the organization was launched 
following a common initiative by 
Soviet and American doctors and 
has drawn the active participa- 
tion of doctors in more than 40 
countries on all continents,’’ the 
citation said. 

Aarvik said the commmmittee 
would invite Lown and Shazow to 
receive the prize at the Dec. 10 
awards ceremony in Oslo. The 
Nobel prize this year fetches 
$225,000, the largest amount ever 
awarded for the prize. 

Lown, a protessor of the Har- 
vard School of Public Health, and 
Shazow, who works at the 
U.S.S.R. cardiological institute 
and has been personal physician 
for the last three Soviet leaders, 
founded the physicians organiza- 
tion in Geneva in December, 
1980. 


It has held annual world con- 
ventions since 1981.

In reality, ‘‘it happens all the time," although 
usually only when men serve as the persuasive 
powers. 

Indeed, the major ‘‘cliques of power’’ within the 
legislature tend to be all male, said Schur. But 
women are making inroads into the network in 
some ways. 

“We've begun to have beer with the boys,’’ she 
explained, but not to the extent that they're taking 
part in the poker games, she added. 

Besides, according to Schur, ‘‘most of the interac- 
tion (on the status of bills and other political 
maneuvers) occurs on the floor of the house.” 

And women have been gaining strength in 
numbers with 28 in the house now versus 13 in 
1981 — and have been getting appointed to positions 
of leadership, especially in the senate. 

Further, women legislators are now full par-

ticipants on house floor discussions, whereas when 
Schur first arrived at the state capital, ‘‘women 
were not talking on the floor very much at all.” 

“We're very serious in our purpose,”’ said Schur. 
In fact, ‘‘women, as a whole, take things more 
seriously than men as a whole.”’ In explanation, she 
continues that ‘‘Women came to the state house 
with 10 years experience, minimum, taking respon- 
sibility seriously and expecting government to 
work in a business-like manner.”” 

She said most of the women there think they 
“ought to be able to schedule more” but “‘that’s not 
the way the place works.” 

“Everything pops up,”’ she said. ‘You may know 
that (a certain bill) is coming, but you may not 
know until that day.” 

The legislature can sometimes be working on 
9,000 bills at once and many will sometimes ‘‘bub- 
ble up all in one morning.’ 

“If you're concerned about a bill} you have to 
play vigilante and make sure you're there when 
they bring it up,’’ said Schur. 

The purpose of the Women’s Caucus, said Schur, 
is ‘to stay on top of issues we care about” through 
following the bills through the complicated 
legislative processes.

Program dissolves fear of handicaps 
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“Mainstreaming: What Every 
Child Needs to Know About Han- 
dicaps.”’ 


In January 1979, the program 
started at the Burr School and 
has spread to all of the elemen- 
tary schools. Swett said the pro- 
gram has become so popular that 
the curriculum guide -- written 
by parental volunteers — is now 
up to 390 pages. ‘‘A lot of things, 
we've learned by experience,” 
Swett said. 

The program consists of five 
teaching units: blindness, hear- 
ing impairment, physical limita- 
tions, mental retardation and 
special medical problems such as 
asthma, diabetes and epilepsy. 

These subjects are addressed 
at the fourth grade level. 
Volunteers spend 20 hours, over a 
five-week period, explaining to 
600 students the difficulties han- 
dicanned persons face as a result 
of their special needs. The fourth 
grade was picked by program co- 
ordinators because ‘‘they seem 
less self-conscious about the sub- 
ject,’’ Linda Hiller, vice- 
president of the program, said. 
“We ask the kids to think about 
disabilities from the perspective 
of the persons who have them,” 
she added. 

Most of the 350 volunteers with 
the program are not profes- 


sionals, according to Swett 
“There’s not much of a_ dif- 
ference between us and the kids, 
except that we've (the 
volunteers) sensitized ourselves 
to the subject,”’ she said. 

Sensitizing the feelings of 
“future decision makers’’ to the 
needs of handicapped persons is 
the goal of the program, Swett’s 
counterpart, Marge Birnbaum, 
said. “It’s important for them to 
understand that we're all quite 
different, but that each of us has 
something different to offer one 
another.”’ 

During the final stages of the 
program and after students have 
studied a particular handicap, a 
person afflicted with a physical 
or emotional disability visits the 
classroom to meet and answer 
questions from the students. 

Birnbaum said the informal 
get-togethers are a big success 
for all involved. ‘The kids aren’t 
as fearful of persons with han- 
dicaps as a result of the pro- 
gram,” she said. “If guest 
speakers live in Newton — and 
many of them do — the kids go 
right up to them if they see them 
on the street like they're an old 
friend.”’ 

In addition, the program has 
encouraged students who suffer 
from emotional or physical 
disabilities to open up to their 
peers. Hiller said there was a girl 
at Cabot several years ago who

had epilepsy and was able ‘‘to tell 
the other kids in the class” about 
her condition through the pro- 
gram. 

The material and equipment 
used by volunteers in the pro- 
gram include wheelchairs, canes 
and books printed in braille, 
Swett said. The co-ordinators 
also work closely with members 
of the Recreation Department, 
she added. 

Swett said she hoped to expand 
the program, but that would de- 


pend on the ongoing support and 
the participation from members 
of the community. The program 
is currently funded with help 
from the School Department, the 
State Department of Education, 
PTAs and the local 
business community, she said. 

The program has been so suc- 
cessful, similar programs are 
now in use or being planned in 
eastern Massachusetts com- 
munities as well as other parts of 
the country, Swett said.

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City set for affirmative action

NEWTON The consultant 
working to revamp the city’s 
minority hiring policies believes 
the key to an effective af- 
firmative action program in city 
government is the person hired to 
implement it. 

“The money (for recruiting 
minority job candidates) could 
be a problem if the person hired 
to do the job just wanted to sit 
around and push buttons to make 
it happen. A lot of your success 
will depend on the experience of 
the affirmative action officer,” 
according to resident Leon A. 
Brathwaite II. 

Brathwaite, a civil rights in- 
vestigator and the former com- 
missioner of the Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrimina- 
tion (MCAD), hopes to have a 
new AA officer and a new five- 
year hiring program in place by 
the beginning of 1986, 

The city has been without a 
permanent affirmative action of- 
ficer since April 1984, when a 
Newton Graphic investigation 
found the city had fallen far 
behind in its efforts to increase 
minority staffing levels in all 
departments. 

Personnel records at the time 
showed minorities made up only 
1,8 percent of the city’s 
workforce, a figure far short of 
the 8.6 percent target goal the 
MCAD used as a standard. The 
city’s current goal is a 10 percent 
minority staffing level. 

In the aftermath of the story, 
the city’s affirmative action of- 
ficer at the time of the findings, 
who openly questioned the city’s 
commitment to minority hiring 
and claimed her recruiting 
budget had been cut to ‘“‘an 
almost unworkable size,’ resign- 
ed for ‘‘personal reasons.”’ 

Since then, the program has 
been undergoing review at a

number of levels and the city’s ef- 
forts to find a full-time officer 
have proven fruitless 

In one instance, a black appli- 
cant was close to taking the job, 
but turned it down when she 
received a better paying job in 
private industry 

Earlier this year, Brathwaite 
said, a routine MCAD review of 
the city’s affirmative action 
policies found an uneven applica- 
tion of the Minority Business 
Enterprise (MBE) program, 
which is designed to encourage 
minority businesses to bid on city 
projects. 

Although Community Develop- 
ment officials had followed MBE 
guidelines whenever state or 
federal money was involved ina 
project, other departments were 
under the impression MBE goals

Asked if he was relieved that 
the case was finally over, he 
simply said, ‘‘Yes. There will be 
no further comment.” 

When news of the alleged rape 
hit the streets in July, a pall was 
east over the Police Department. 
Rumors were rife throughout the 
department and the city. 

The Middlesex County District 
Attorney’s office began in- 
vestigating the case shortly after 
July 17, but released little in- 
formation to the public for about 
three weeks. 

On Aug. 6, a grand jury refused 
to issue indictments against one 
of the officers for rape or inde- 
cent assault and battery. The 
district attorney’s office decided 
against taking the other officer’s 
case before a grand jury. Reluc- 
tance by the alleged rape victim 
to testify in court was seen as a 
major reason for the grand jury's 
decision. 

Around that same time, Quinn 
announced that his department 
would conduct its own investiga- 
tion as to whether department 
rules and regulations had been 
broken by the two men. 

Interviews of the officers, the 
alleged victim and witnesses 
were completed by last month, 
but it took some time for the of- 
ficers and the department to 
reach agreement over the terms 
of the disciplinary action. Both 
men were represented by in- 
dependent attorneys, according 
to Quinn. 

When the two officers were 


cleared of criminal charges by 
the grand jury, Paul Richardso:, 
a spokesman for the district at- 
torney’s office, said, ‘Based on 
what (the alleged victim) told us, 
on the physical evidence and 
what others told us, we were 
satisfied there was _ sufficient 
evidence to go before the grand 
jury; but we needed her coopera- 
tion to go forward with it. 

“From the beginning, the vic- 
tim had expressed strong reluc- 
tance to go forward to grand jury 
or trial. For the deepest personal 
reasons, she didn't feel she could 
go forward. It’s critical to have 
the testimony of the victim. 
Without her testimony, there’s 
not a whole lot we can prove.” 

Richardson added, ‘‘...unless 
she changes her mind, we are not 
in a position to pursue the matter. 
We would need cooperation of the 
victim. We're not going to 
pressure the victim to testify. If 
there is sufficient proof of 
tampering, we’ll take a long look 
atit.”

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BUSINESS

ince the beginning of time it 
has been regarded as a recipe 
for success. 
Start with a good idea, stir in 
a shot of investment, add equal 
parts of ambition, desire and 
drive, and over it all sprinkle a healthy dose of 
hard work. 
Presto — a successful business. 
Unfortunately, it seldom works that way. At 
least according to those who have been there 
and survived 
“Ninety percent of new companies go 
bankrupt within two years,’’ says Milton 
Grahm of Newton. ‘‘And in almost 100 percent 
of the cases it’s a lack of management skills."’ 
Grahm, 75, the founder and first president of 
Boston’s Grahm Junior College, speaks as a 
volunteer for the Service Corps of Retired Ex- 
ecutives (SCORE). 


Sponsored by the federal Small Business Ad- 
ministration, SCORE offers to individuals seek- 
ing advice on business matters the expertise of 
some 60 retired executives. It was founded in 
Boston 20 years ago and now has chapters in 
cities across the country 

“I think it’s a wonderful example of people 
who get on in ye older than four-score — 
and are still act says Leon Margolis of 
Chestnut Hill. 


Margolis ought to know. The 77-year-old 
former merchandise manager for Filene’s has 
been with SCORE for 20 years this fall. And he 
is not shy about telling novices to the field that 
owning a business is no cakewalk. 


“A lot of people have great visions about 
what they'd like to do, but they have no prac- 
tical experience,’’ Margolis says. ‘‘We make as 
great a contribution in keeping people out of 
business as we do in helping after they get 
started.” 


‘This theme is hammered home again and 
again at small business workshops staged by 
SCORE twice each month at the J.F.K. Federal 
Building in Boston. The workshops, which cost 
a paltry $6 to attend, consist of a series of lec- 
tures, consultations and discussions by local 
business leaders and individual SCORE 
counselors 

A typical ‘‘class"’ is comprised of about 45 
clients ranging in age from the late teens to 
mid-50s. Some wear business suits and ties. 
Others wear jeans and flannel, At least half are 
women, 

“We tend to get a lot of younger people who 
want to do their own thing,"’ observes Melvin 
Hoostein, 60, of West Newton, a former ciothing 
manufacturer, ‘‘But they all have one thing in 
common: they want to accomplish the all- 
American dream of starting their own 
business."” 

The first lecturer is Jason Miller, vice presi- 
dent of the Quincy Savings Bank, who speaks 
on various financin options. Miller briefs the 
SCORE clients on what banks look for when 
considering loan applications 

‘Banks are not in the risk business. We are 
in the money lending business,’’ Miller says. 
“If you approach a bank with a vague request 
about vague amounts they tend to get a vague 
feeling about being repaid.” 

Ralph Rosenbaum, 75, of West Newton, who 
operated an import-export business before 
retiring a decade ago, agrees. 

It takes good i to grow good grain,’’ he 
tells the aspiring businessmen. ‘In today’s 
language: It takes money to make money 

Maureen Peterson, a 26-year-old expectant 
mother from Milton, is one of those listening in 
tently to Miller’s comments. A second-grade 
teacher, she is attending the workshop in an 
ticipation of starting a small in-home business 
after her baby is born 

“I’m not sure yet exactly what kind of 
business I'd want,’’ Peterson says, mentioning 
a word processing service is one possibility 

Peterson is accompanied at the workshop by 
Maureen Newman, 36, of Duxbury, who is con

Newman's optomism is blunted considerably 
as the next lecturer, Edward Kerr, takes the 
podium, A management consultant and lec- 
turer at Bunker Hill Community College, Kerr 
points out only 5 percent of starter businesses 
survive for five years. 

“So why do you want to start a business?" 
Kerr demands, jabbing a finger at the class. 

“To have independence,’’ a young woman 
answers. 

“Then go to Missouri,’’ Kerr shoots back. 

“So I can retire early,” says another. 

“That's right, you’ll probably kill yourself,’’ 
Kerr retorts. 

In general, Kerr does little to reassure the 
students who, only two hours earlier, were 
flushed with the possibility of owning their own 
company. 

“If you’re ‘the type’ you can make any 
business go,’’ he says. ‘‘If you’re not the type 
you'll run any good idea into the ground.” 

Kerr is not alone. 

“If we do our job right, when someone tells 
us they want to go into business our reply 
should be ‘sucker!’ because the odds are stack- 
ed against them,’’ says Wade Jones, 71, a 
former sales and management consultant from 
Watertown. 

And Milton Grahm characterizes his role 
with SCORE as, in addition to advising people 
about the pitfalls, ‘‘realizing when they’re not 
qualified to start a company, and gently 
discouraging them from doing it.”’ 

During a break for lunch, however, Leon 
Margolis admits ambition and determination 
can compensate for a certain lack of practical 
business knowledge. 

“T never say ‘no’ to clients,’’ says Margolis, a 
former chaper chairman. ‘Hard work can 
make up for a hell of a lot. But I do try to point 
out the pitfalls.”’ 

Following lunch, the workshop breaks down 
into discussion groups. Individuals interested in 
specific businesses are paired with counselors 
expereinced in those areas. 

“Tf they need a marketing man we'll pair 
them with one,’’ explains chapter chairman 
Joseph Mason of Wellesley. ‘The same if they 
need an insurance man,” 

Mason says client: eking additional advice 
from SCORE counselors are welcome to stop 
by the organization’s offices, located at 150 
Causeway St. in Boston. No appointments, or 
additional fees, are required. 

“If people have the capital to go into business 
we will continue to advise them on an ongoing 
basis,’’ says Bernard Perlmuter, 84, of Newton 

who worked in the furniture business 
until his retirement in 1978 

It is this kind of commitment which Kerr 
says makes SCORE invaluable 

** They have the experience,"’ he barks. ‘Why 
should you come to a guy like me for help at 
$60-an-hour when you can get it for free?"’ 

Why indeed? 

SCORE counselors offer the same expertise, 
give the same advice, and present the same 
gloomy scenarios as any high-priced consul- 
tant. What they cannot provide is the motiva 
tion and drive needed to operate a sucessful 
business 

According to Grahm, who in 1951 took over a 
“bankrupt secreterial school with nine 
students” and in 20 years built it into a non 
profit, degree-granting institution of 1350, there 
is only one true motivation 

I always hear people say they want to go in 
to business to make money,"’ he says, “That 
the wrong reason.

And Grahm still loves what he is doing. Part 
of the beauty of the SCORE program is that 
each party gets something out of the relation 
ship. Clients get practical advice on business 
matters. SCORE counselors get the 
remain active in their retirement and the 
satisfaction of helping others 

“I’ve found it a very good experience,"’ says 
Wade Jones. *‘I enjoy being able to pass on 
what I've learned.’

To begin, think about where 
you want to go and what you want 
to see. Do you want to go alone or 
with a group? Do you want to 
stay in a motel, hostel or cam- 
pground? 

Once you've found a tour that 
meets your initial criteria, make 
certain it is practical for your ex- 
perience and available time. 

If you’re new to bicycling, gain 
experience by joining a bicycle 
club and going on some short 
rides. As you get in better shape, 
gradually increase your 
distance. Before striking out 
cross country, practice riding a 
loaded bike and try short over- 
night trips to a nearby state park 
or town. 

Begin planning overnight trips 
by picking a general route cor- 
ridor on a state highway map. 
Once you have selected it, refine 
the route. Look for alternatives to 
heavily traveled raods. Roads 
parallel to interstates usually are 
low-traffic roads. Roads parallel 
to rivers or railroads usually are 
flat. 

Plan bail out points — homes of 
friends or relatives, train sta- 
tions, airports, etc. — in case you 
have to quit early. Leave a copy 
of your route with someone, and 
call in at intervals. Carry iden- 
tification on your person, not in 


Grizzlies not 
bearing up 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) — 
Grizzly bear has been the domi- 
nant animal of the western 
United States for centuries, save 
for mankind, but experts say 
management policies and en- 
croaching civilization threaten 
the remnants of the nation’s 
grizzly population. 


Male grizzly grow to more than 
800 pounds and can stand taller 
than a man when erect. Their 
claws can be four inches long, or 
more, and they are quick as cats, 
hitting a top speed of 35 mph. 

Those physical attributes 
match a disposition that earned 
Ursus horribilis its scientific 
name — horrible bear — and its 
common name, the grizzly. 

Bear expert Frank Craighead 
says the grizzly population in 
Yellowstone National Park, one 
of the bear's last bastions in the 
continental United States, has 
already dropped to a danger 
point and a major management 
policy change is needed to save 
the animals. 

“T think the grizzly is threaten- 
ed in the lower 48 states and 
perhaps even in danger,’ said 
Craighead. 








Craighead and his brother, 
John, were responsible for the 
first major grizzly bear studies in 
Yellowstone. To stop the decline, 
Craighead advocates feeding the 
bears, a practice in dispute 
among experts 

Craighead and his brother 
parted company with the Na- 
tional Park Service in 1971 over 
their criticism of Yellowstone 
bear management, particularly 
the closing of dumps where bears 
regularly foraged. Craighead 
said he warned the Park Service 
that doing away with the dumps 
would jeopardize the bears. 

Among recommendations he 
offered for boosting bear 
numbers was a plan to set up 
feeding centers 

“I think it’s reached that point 
now that the establishment of 
isolated feeding sites where 
perhaps carcasses and other 
forms of food could be left is 
needed,’’ Craighead said 

But Craighead’s feeding site 
plan has earned no consensus 
among bear experts

If you want to get by with the bare essentials, 
the Coleman Co., which has been in the outdoor 
business for more than 70 years, recommends 
the following equipment for a family of four: 8- 
by-10 tent, double-mantle lantern, two-burner 
stove, 48-quart cooler, lon jug and four 
sleeping bags. 

All I add to that for my annual junket is a col- 
lapsible stove stand, a 6-volt light, a 2-inch foam 
mattress anda lightweight tarp.

NEW YORK (UPI) Millions 
of Americans are on a lifelong 
learning binge that is fueling a 
boom in adult education classes 
on everything from computers to 
belly dancing 

They're paying an average of 
$30 for personal growth and 
leisure classes with titles such as 

‘How to Find a Lover’’ and 

Brew Your Own Beer.” And on- 
ly some of the classes are held on 
college campuses. The rest come 
to order in church basements, 
private homes, restaurants, 
museums, parks, concert halls, 
and, in the case of a ‘“‘Murder on 
the High Seas”’ course offered by 
The Learning Annex in New 
York, aboard ship. 

An estimated 15 to 20 million 
adults will take 25 million classes 
this year from the thousands of 
organizations offering them, says 
William A. Draves, president of 
Learning Resources Network 
(LERN) in Manhattan, Kans. 

Draves, a ‘fun U” pioneer 
since 1968 when he helped string 
together the Free University Net- 
work (FUN), says there’s been a 
tenfold growth in adult classes in 
the last 10 years. 

The mix has been expanded by 
an explosion of noncredit and 
credit courses at four-year col- 
leges aimed at people who attend 
weekends and evenings, paying 
fees of $50 or more. 

Judith Koloski, executive 
director of the American 
Association for Adult and Conti- 
nuing Education in Washington, 
D.C., says weekend and evening 
classes for adults make up the 
fastest growing part of higher 
education. 

Most people going to college 
campuses for ‘adult or continu- 
ing education” are enrolling in 
courses that will help them ad- 
vance their careers, re-enter the 
job market, or train for a new 
field as their old specialty 
becomes obsolete. 

Kay Kohl, executive director of 
the National University Continu- 
ing Education A »iation, 
Washington, D.C., says the 350 
four-year colleges belonging to 
her organization offer credit and 
non-credit courses to part- 
timers. 

She estimated that 43 percent 
of all college and university 
enrollment in those institutions 
now is students who attend less 
than full time 

Other part-time students are 
looking to adult education more 
for fun than academics. 

The zany, entertaining and 
self-improving courses offered 
by such so-called ‘‘fun univer- 
sities’’ as The Learning Annex 
outlets in New York, Chicago, 
San Diego, Houston, Atlanta and 
Washington, D.C., do not appear 
to be denting enrollment in adult 
and continuing education at the 
college level, according to 
Koloski 

“TI think there is room for all 
now that we are into lifelong lear- 
ning,’’ she said 

Draves agrees, saying the de- 
mand stretches to classes in un- 
conventional settings, taught by 
people who have no formal 
credentials 

“It was heresy 15 years ago to 
say that anyone can teach and 
anyone can learn,"’ Draves said, 

but now that concept is in place 
and accepted.”’ 

“We have not seen a city in 
which enrollments are running 
thin but there is a whole lot of 
competition.”’ 

Among the biggest competitors 
are Discovery Centers, based in 
Chicago, and the Learning An- 
nex, which has been desribed as

ing 

Both are among the 400 
organizational members of 
LERN, which surveyed its

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Adams explodes for Tigers

NEWTON — Everyone knew 
Mark Adams had _ big-game 
potential from the time he made 
his v. y debut against Natick 
in 1984 urday, he fulfilled that 
promise by running for 145 yards 
and two touchdowns as Newton 
North posted its second straight 
victory, a 28-6 rout of North Quin- 
cy. 

The win brought the Tigers to 
the .500 mark for the first time in

We feel good about the win,” 
said Capodilupo. ‘‘We took a step 
forward, ... I was pleased with 
our aggressiveness on defense, 
and on offense we really blocked 
well.” 








Adams opened and closed the 
Newton scoring, with two entire- 
ly different kinds of runs. The 
first was a 58-yard scamper that 
was the only score of the first 
half. 

The second was a two-yard 
plunge with 3:17 to go in the 
game, creating the final score. 

Both the Newton offense and 
defense showed real signs of 
schizophrenia in this one. 

The offense gained 224 total 
yards (215 on the ground) and 11 
first downs. That would imply 
ball-control but three of the four 
scoring drives lasted two plays or 
less. In the air, Mike Ryan was 
able to complete only one toss, 
but it was a crucial nine-yarder 
that gave Newton a 21-0 cushion 
in the third quarter. 

On the other side of the ball, the 
numbers are just as misleading. 
The Red Raiders gained 201 
yards overall, and marched to 18 
first downs, but got into the end 
zone only once. And despite the 
fact that they had most of their 
success through the air, the TD 
came on a one-yard run by Ted 
Shionis. 





Three primary factors con- 
tributed to the off-kilter slant of 
the statistics. Number one was 
the number of big plays con- 
tributed by Newton North. Evan 
Galanis, Adams, Britt Ryan and 
Coppola were among the people 
coming up with key plays. 

Penalties also played a big role 
in the game, as the teams com- 
bined for 18 flags for 159 yards. 
That helped nullify much of the 
good work done by the offenses. 

Finally, and perhaps ultimate- 
ly, the game was decided by tur- 
novers. After being plagued by 
them most of the year, even in 
last week’s win over Cambridge, 
the Tigers managed to come 
away with only one giveaway on 
Saturday, a first-quarter in- 
terception that didn’t prove cost- 
ly. On the other hand, the Raiders 
coughed the ball up three times, 


and two of them turned into 
Newton touchdowns. 
Despite the final score, 


Capodilupo couldn’t have been 
too comfortable with this one un- 
til the final quarter. Adams’ 58- 
yard jaunt, following a Galanis 
fumble recovery, gave the Tigers 
a slim 7-0 margin at the intermis- 
sion. The junior halfback went 
right, had one man to beat, and 
simply outran the rest of the 
Quincy defense. 

That was one of several great 
automatic calls by quarterback 
Mike Ryanat the line. 

That’s the way it stayed until 
Britt Ryan brought the Tigers out 
of their doldrums with an electri- 
fying 46-yard punt return early in 
the second half. The defense had 
forced the Raiders to kick from 
their own 25. Ryan took the boot 
at the 44 and followed a wall of 
blockers all the way down to the 
10, where he was finally dragged 
down. 

A North Quincy penalty tacked 
on five more yards, and two plays 
later John Flynn took it in from 
the two. 

Newton’s next possession 
featured the only sustained scor- 
ing drive of the afternoon for the 
home club. It started on the 22 


and included nine plays, winding 
up with a nine-yard toss on third 
down to a leaping Coppola. 


Two long North Quincy 
penalties helped the Tiger cause, 
as the visitors were whistled for 
personal foul and pass in- 
terference calls which totaled 30 
yards. 


Chris Rutan did his best ball- 
toting of the day during the drive, 
putting together runs of nine, 18 
and 11 yards. 


By the time Mike Ryan went 
back to Coppola for the conver- 
sion, it was 21-0 with only 30 
seconds left in the third quarter, 
and the Newton fans could 
breathe easy. 


The Raiders did ruin the 
shutout on their first possession 
of the fourth quarter, aided by 
consecutive personal foul calls on 
Newton, when Shionis took it in 
from the one. 


The Tigers matched that when 
Gray coughed the ball up to 
Galanis again on the North Quin- 
cy six. Flynn ran it to the two, 
and Adams took over from there. 

Adams’ great day, which 
featured four runs of 12 yards or 
more, overshadowed some other 
outstanding performances. 

Demitri Diatchenko did his bit 
and then some, punting twice for 
a 51-yard average. The two boots 
left the North Quincy offense on 
its own 16 and then its own 19. 
Newton’s other punt was taken 
by Adams on the quick kick, and 
bounced into the end zone. 

The lines should take some 
kudos as well. On defense, Brian 
Claflin, Flynn and Neil Hattem 
all hauled down QB Chris Gray 
for 34 yards of losses. 

Offensive guard Dave Red- 
mond had “‘his best performance 
so far,”’ according to Capodilupo, 
while Galanis excelled both 
ways. 

Rutan, in addition to rushing 
for a 6,6-yard average, made one

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Chance encounter 
leads to numerous 
Chinese exchanges

NEWTON Shortly after 
President Richard Nixon formal- 
ly re-established diplomatic Sino- 
American relations, Claire 
Kanter was introduced to Fang 
Bi Hui during a business trip to 
China with her husband, 
Richard, in the spring of 197: 

As a result of their historic 
meeting, the first American- 
Chinese sister school exchange 
program was started, bringing 
three students and three teachers 
from Jingshan School in Beijing 
to the city this summer for six 
months. ‘‘The important thing 
about our relationship is that it’s 
people to people,” Kanter said, 
“not government to govern- 
ment." 

A special needs teacher in the 
school system, Kanter went to 
China with her tape recorder in 
hopes of collecting Chinese music 
to enhance the method by which 
she teaches special needs 
children in the city. 

At the time, Fang Bi Hui was 
trying to teach Chinese children 
the English language at the 
elementary level. ‘I suggested 
that I could help her use music to 
reinforce the teaching of the 
English language,” Kanter said 
“The use of music would be an 
additive to her teaching, not an 
end all.”

When it came time for her to 
return to the United States after 
two-weeks, Kanter promised to 
keep in contact by sending tex- 
tbooks and other teaching 
materials into China. 

“When I got back to Newton,” 
Kanter said, ‘I immediately 
went to the then Superintendent 
of Schools Aaron Fink and sug- 
gested that Newton become joint- 
ly involved because I wanted 
some help.” 

After several months and 
numerous letters and phone calls 
to Beijing, Kanter was asked to 
return to China to give a speech 
on American education. Because 
she felt she lacked appropriate 
qualifications for such a talk, she 
offered to speak on American 
education ‘“‘as seen through the 
Newton Public School system,” 
Kanter said. 

Jingshan representatives 
agreed to her idea, and she 
returned to China carrying with 
her a letter from Fink which ask- 
ed that formal relationships be 
established between the schools. 

“Within 24 hours after I inform- 
ed Superintendent Fink by phone 
about the Jingshan School’s in- 
terest,’ Kanter said, a sister 
school relationship between the 
Underwood Elementary School, 
Newton South High School and 
the Jingshan School was a reali- 
ty. 





The two Newton schools were 
picked to represent the city in the 
sister school relationship for a 
number of reasons, Kanter said. 
They both have a larger-than- 
average Chinese community, and 
the combined student population 
at both schools is equivalent to 
the Jingshan school’s 1-12 grade 
structure. 

During her second visit to 
China, Kanter and Fang Bi Hui 
started writing a series of 
Chinese textbooks which used 
Kanter’s musical method to 
teach conversational English. 

“We're now working on book 
five which will be for the grade 
six,’’ she said. 

In 1980 Fang Bi Hui’s husband 
came to the states to teach at the 
Commonwealth School, Kanter 
said. While he was here, his wife 
visited for two weeks and ‘‘both

became very much a part of our 
family,’’ she added. 

During their unofficial visit, 
Fang Bi Hui and her husband 
organized a trip to the People’s 
Republic of China in 1981 for a 
Newton delegation, which includ- 
ed Kanter and her husband, Fink 
and his wife, principals of Under- 
wood and Newton South, Kanter 
said. The delegation lectured and 
demonstrated the teaching 
techniques used by educators in 
the garden city during its two- 
week visit to Beijing, she explain- 
ed. 

Shortly after the group return- 
ed from the Far East, 
Superintendent Fink resigned 
from the school department and 
the fate of the sister school rela- 
tionship was thrown into ques- 
tion, Kanter said. Fortunately, 
she explained, the new 
Superintendent of Schools John 
M. Strand enthusiastically issued 
an invitation to a Beijing delega- 
tion which resulted in their visit 
to Newton during the fall of 1983. 

While representatives from the 
Jingshan School were in Newton, 
Kanter received an award from 
the Massachusetts Association 
for Retarded Citizens. As a 
result, she and a second delega- 
tion of Newton educators were 
asked to return to China to ad- 
dress the country’s National 
Association of Special Education 
in October of 1984. 

During this trip, a personal in- 
vitation was extended to 
Jingshan School officials, 
resulting in the visit of three 
students and three teachers from

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Police council audit

Probe results due

NEWTON — Police chiefs from 49 area com- 
munities in the Route 128 area will meet behind 
closed doors Thursday to hear the preliminary 
results of an independent probe into the Greater 
Boston Police Council (GBPC). 

Close to 100 people, including assistants who help 
handle the GBPC’s affairs on the local level, are ex- 
pected to attend the morning meeting at Police 
Headquarters in West Newton Square. 

Highlighting the secret session will be a report 
from Thomas Dwyer, the Boston attorney called in 
10 weeks ago to conduct an internal audit of the 
GBPC’s practices after the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice (IRS) began a probe into the personal finances 
of Timothy C. Coogan. 

Until he resigned on June 30, Coogan had been 
under contract as the GBPC’s legal counsel and 
project manager, as well administrative assistant 
to Police Chief William F. Quinn, the council's 
chairman. 

The GBPC, a dues-paying association of police 
departments within and around the Route 128 belt, 
was created a decade ago in an effort to modenize 
communication between local and regional law en- 
forcement agencies. 

Using Newton as its ‘host community,” the 
GBPC has since grown into a multi-million dollar 
purchasing collaborative which gives police depart-

ments in every city and town in the state the chance 
to take advantage of reduced prices for equipment 
like police cruisers and radios. 

Dwyer’s audit, which includes interviews with 
the council’s members and private contractors, is 
attempting to trace all the money involved in the 
GBPC's accounts for the past five years. 

For the past two weeks, an accountant se- 
questered in a second floor meeting room at City 
Hall has been pouring over a cardboard box brimm- 
ing over with GBPC communications and financial 
records. At the end of his workday, the accountant 
locks the documents in the Executive Department's 
offices. 

Chief Quinn, who described Dwyer’s probe as ‘a 
managerial audit,” said yesterday that area police 
chiefs had been notified of Thursday’s meeting by 
teletype and letter. 

Dwyer will provide a status report on the in- 
dependent investigation, he said.

“Kahane and his racist ideas are 
not good for Israel, and we want 
people to know that Kahane does 
not speak for Israel. He feeds on 
hatred.” 

Israeli university professor 
Michael Harrison took a harder 
line. 

“What Kahane is trying to do 
by removing the Arabs from 
Israel,’’ Harrison said, ‘is not 
totally unlike what the Germans 
government did in the 30s and 
40s. He is the closest thing we 
have to a Jewish Nazi.” 

The 10 Brandeis students were 
the most vocal protestors, 
screaming ‘‘Kahane is a facist”’ 
and raising their arms in mock 
Nazi party salutes. While most of 
the crowd left once Kahane was 
inside, the Israelis stayed and 
taunted his supporters until he 
came out shortly after 11 p.m. 

“You should be ashamed of 
yourselves for supporting 
Kahane,” Yair Bonwitt shouted.

“He is going to mean the death of 
the Jews.” 

Joining the Israelis after 
Kahane's arrival, 25-year-old 
Newton resident Helaine Clayton 
decried the Beth El leadership 
for allowing Kahane to speak 

“I was Bat Mitzvahed here 
when I was 13,’’ Clayton shouted 
through a bullhorn at the people 
inside the temple. “It is a 
disgrace to see what is going on 
inside the building. With all the 
police on the roof, it reminds me 
of when I lived on a Kibbutz near 
the Jordanian border. This is 
war, not peace. Kahane should 
not be here.” 

Sidney and Edna Parad, who 
live across the street from the 
temple, looked on in bewildered 
awe at the action taking place on 
their lawn. 

“It’s a little upsetting to see 
what is happening out here,” 
Mrs. Parad said as protestors 
held signs and jeered just a few 
feet from the enclosed porch she 
and her husband were standing 
in. ‘I wanted to go away for the 
evening when I first found out 
about this, but I decided to stay 
because I don’t think the police 
would have let me back into my 
home. I also wanted to be here in 
case anything happened and 
somebody needed help.”” 

When the fundraiser finally 
broke up, most of those leaving 
the temple to the taunts of the 
Israeli protestors were reluctant 
to comment. 

Newton resident Bruce Leeds, 
however, said while he ‘thinks 
Kahane is a bit radical, the 
message he is trying to get across 
that the Jewish State of Israel is 
being threatened by increases in 
the Arab population with cor- 
responding decreases in the 
Jewish population is important 
and I think it's a good thing to see 
it brought out in the open.” 

Others willing to go on record 
were not as sure about their reac- 
tion. 

“I came here to listen and 
learn,’’ Newtonite Lillian 
Guberoff said. ‘I didn’t know 
much about Kahane or the Kach 
party before tonight. I still don’t 
really know how I feel, but I wish 
all the killing and war would 
stop.”” 

Before being escorted from the 
scene by police, Kahane said he 
was “‘very satisfied” with the 
evening's event. 

“T think I brought my message 
to the people here,” Kahane said. 
“I think I changed minds of peo- 
ple who came here that were 
previously sitting on the fence 
about the issue of the future of 
Israel."

Kahane argues that there is a 
conflict between Western 
democracy and Zionism, 

“America is a very great coun- 
try. Anyone who denegrates it is 
a fool, But while democracy is 
good for America, it is not good 
for Israel. Israel has to be based 
on Judaism and Torah law. 
Western democracy is not for the 
Jewish people,’’ the Rabbi says. 

He adds that under his plan, 
Arabs who leave willingly will be 
*“compenstated for the land they 
leave behind." Those who do not 
leave willingly ‘will be forced 
out 

“There are those who would 
compare what I want to do with 
the plans of Adolf Hitler,’ 
Kahane acknowledges. ‘The dif- 
ference is that in Germany, the 
Jews wanted to be good Ger- 
mans, In Israel, the Arabs want 
to take over the country, so I 
don’t see how you can make any

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State agrees to help 
with costs of cleanup

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann and a_ unanimous 
delegation of chief executives 
meeting here last week called on 
Gov. Michael S, Dukakis for 
emergency aid to reimburse the 
clean-up costs associated with 
Hurricane Gloria and the gover- 
nor responded in the positive, ac- 
cording to the mayor. 

Dukakis had ‘committed 
himself to 25 percent state 
assistance,’ the mayor said at 
the end of the week. “To get 
federal aid, he has to provide 25 
percent of the funds out of local 
resources. I would think we’re in 
a good position with the governor 
at last, with regard to the 25 per- 
cent.” 

Mann estimated the governor’s 
commitment could mean as 
much as $750,000 would come to 
the city from the state. 

The resolution asking Dukakis 
to follow-up on his own emergen- 
cy declaration passed quickly 
during a breakfast roundtable of 
the Massachusetts Mayors 
Association at the Newton Mar- 
riot in Auburndale. 

The call for help came just 
hours before the governor asked 
President Reagan to declare the 
state a federal disaster area to 
help pay a portion of the $61 
million in damage caused by the 
hurricane 

The cost estimate for damage 
to the den City is about $6 
million, split evenly between 
public and private property. 

If Reagan complies with 
Dukakis’ request, the federal 
government would reimburse 
Massachusetts for 75 percent of 
an estimated $17 million in state 
and local clean-up co: 

State lawmakers would then be 
asked to appropriate money for 
the remaining 29 percent. 

Dukakis also asked the federal 
Small Business Administration to 
provide loans between 4 and 8 
percent to help repair an 
estimated $36 million in private 
losses 

During his weekly press con- 
ference, Mann praised city 
workers and department heads 
for their work in the immediate 
aftermath of the storm, but 
brushed aside subsequent pro- 
blems with the open burning of 
wooden debris at the Rumford 
Avenue landfill 

“As far as I'm concerned, the 
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subject is over,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
most important element is digg- 
ing out from the storm itself.”” 

City officials met with 
representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) yesterday 
morning to discuss long-range 
disposal alternatives in the wake 
of the DEQE’s decision to pro- 
hibit controlled burning at the 
Rumford Avenue site. 

Mann said the city will put ‘‘a 
stronger emphasis on chipping 
and making firewood available to 
the public.” 

He defended the decision to 
begin open burning as a way to 
rid the city of tons of debris that 
fire officials viewed as a serious, 
potential public safety problem. 

“We didn’t ask to burn .., We 
thought we had responded pro- 
perly at that time. We are still not 
out of the woods. Given the state 
of affairs, this city has responded 
in a very strong fashion to 
eliminate a city-wide, public 
safety hazard.’’ Mann said.

Aldermen Monday night called for a negotiated end to 


the nuclear arms race, solidly rejecting a colleague's charge that the 
unique move amounted to election-year huckstering 


The full board voted 18-2, with 
four members absent, to approve 
a resolution urging President 
Ronald Reagan and Soviet 
Premier Mikhail Gorbachev ‘'to 
make real progress toward arms 
control” at their November sum- 
mit in Geneva. 

The two votes in opposition 
were cast by Alderman James 
Regan, who launched the charge 
of political gamesmanship, and 
Alderman Wendell Bauckman, 
who was uncomfortable with the 
call for an end to the testing of so- 
called ‘Star Wars’ weapons. 

Aldermen Robert Tennant, 
Carol Robinson, Bruce Car- 
michael and Dominic Taglienti 
were absent from the roll call 

The resolution, which has 
drawn praise from officials at the 
White House and Soviet Embassy 
in New York, was sponsored by 
Aldermen Rodney Barker and 
Louis Irwin on behalf of residents 
Curt Lamb, Brook Lipsitt and 
Beverly Droz. 

The plea for an end to the 
nuclear threat is the first local 
legislation on the subject to reach 
the Oval Office, a government of- 
ficial said last week. 

The resolution, citing the 
“historic opportunity’ available 
to the superpowers, called for 
“large reductions in the number 
of nuclear weapons and cessation 
of testing of Strategic Defense In- 
itiative (‘Star Wars’) weapons.””

Droz told aldermen 80 to 85 per- 
cent of Garden City residents 
support arms control and noted 
that Newton's size makes it a 
prime target for Russian 
missiles. 

Officials representing the In-

Regan, who is leaving office in 
January, said in his attac

‘Below average’ turnout predicted for city election 


NEWTON -- The scene at the 
Election Commission's offices in 
City Hall last week was pretty 
much what everybody expected 
— slow, very slow. 





From 5 p.m. to 10 p.m., the last 
five hours to register to vote for 
the Nov. 5 election, 19 residents 
stepped in to sign up. 

“It’s always disappointing 
when my people are here and 
nobody else shows up, but it’s 
about what I anticipated ... The 


registration activity indicates the 
type of turnout we're going to 
have,’ according to Alan W 
Li ie, executive secretary of 
the Election Commission 

Licarie’s tentative voter 
registration numbers show fewer 
voters are signed up to par- 
ticipate in this year’s municipal 
election than in all but one of the 
seven city races staged since 
1971, 

Two years ago, registration hit 
its lowest point ever during that 








time span, but the number of 
voters on the rolls for this year in- 
creased by more than 400. 

If Licarie’s guess is accurate, 
the 12,000 to 15,000 residents ex- 
pected to cast ballots on Election 
Day would constitute a ‘below 
average’’ city-wide turnout of 
about 20 to 25 percent.

Where’ Ss there’ s 
smoke, there’s fire 


One word about a situation the Newton 
city adminstration does not want to hear 
one more word about: the bungled burning 
of hurricane Gloria debris at the city’s 
landfill on Rumford Avenue. 

Coping with an emergency is one thing. 
Creating an emergency is something else. 

In an editorial that ran right after the 
storm, we encouraged residents to 
overlook some of the indelicacies that 
would normally stem from such a massive 
cleanup effort and to subordinate their 
parochial concerns for the greater good of 
the city. When you are stuck removing an 
elephant from inside your house, we com- 
mented, some of the furniture is bound to 
get scratched. 

Well, scratching the 
thing. Burning down 
something else. 

Neighbors of the landfill, city workers 
and department heads bumped heads for 
more than a week after the city decided to 
burn the debris from the storm. Smoke 
billowed from the mountain of still-wet 
brush and limbs for days, blanketing sec- 
tions of Auburndale with soot and ash. 

The state’s environmental watchdogs 
finally ordered the burning stopped when 
it became clear that it was taking place on 
a landfill, creating the danger of long burn- 
ing underground fires that would feed off 
the methane gase generated by decompos- 
ing organic materials. 

State guidelines issued after the storm 
stipulated there was to be no burning on a 
landfill. City officials contended they were 
burning on solid ground, not on a landfill. 
They started fires in the morning using 
gasoline; and they tried to stop them at 
night using fire hoses. They fought off 
questions and criticism. Finally, the state 
laid down the law. 

For a week, Paul Moan, of the city’s 
Health Department, was a voice in the 
wilderness, condemning the burning and 
calling for a saner approach to the pro- 
blem until he was summarily directed to 
shut up. 

Since it was told to stop the burning, the 
city is planning to bury much of the debris 
and allow the rest of it to be cut up for 
firewood. 

In the aftermath of the incident, Mayor 
Mann has promised an intensive investiga- 
tion. He has promised to evaluate the ci- 
ty’s actions after the storm in the hopes of 
avoiding problems in the future. 

We applaud his intentions. While city of- 
ficials and city workers deserve great 
praise for their efforts in the post-storm 
cleanup, the source of confusion in the 
Rumford Avenue incident should be pin- 
pointed, scrutinized and corrected. 

Anything less promises to yield even 
more confusion in the future.

It is amazing, when you step 
back and look at how things are 
today, how attitudes toward 
alcohol abuse have changed in 
the last decade. A look back at 
how things were just a few short 
years ago, when the baby- 
boomers were growing up 
reveals a lot. 

Recent newspaper reports that 
beer distributors at this year’s 
National Beer Wholesalers Con- 
| vention were “crying in their 
| beers’’ over declining sales 
| reflects on the ultimate success 
of a nationwide campaign to curb 
alcohol abuse. 

Peter H. Coors, president of the 








Adolph Coors Company, directly 
attributed the drop in beer sales 
to the campaign to increase 
public awareness of the dangers 
of alcohol abuse. ‘‘We have run 
head-on into concern about 
alcohol abuse,” he said. 

Coors’ quote is not news to the 
nations’ tavern owners, who have 
seen their bottom line get smaller 
and smaller as customers opt to 
stay home rather than run the 
gauntlet of law enforcement 
agencies determined to cut down 
the numbers of drunk drivers on 
the road. 

The bars on the Cape, where 
young people used to slosh 
around in beer up to their ankles 
until two in the morning before 


they drove off to assault the utili- 
ty poles in the area, are the ones 
feeling the brunt of the new 
awareness campaign. But even 
the neighborhood bars in the area 
have discovered their “regulars” 
are indulging in fewer and less 
potent beverages.

Backman laughed. 


The senator said he announced 
his decision early to be fair to job 
applicants he currently in- 
terviewing for a staff opening.

the House, he served as vice- 
chairman of the joint Judiciary 
Committee. His legislative ac- 
complishments include the 
outlawing of corporal punish- 
ment in the schools, and pro- 
hibiting the assigning of young 
people to adult mental wards 
Backman also worked to set a 
minimal annual income for the 
elderly and disabled, and a con- 
stitutional amendment providing 
equal rights for the handicapped. 


A World War II veteran, 
Backman is particularly proud of 
the successful passage of a bill 
questioning the constitutionality 
of the Vietnam War. ‘‘I think that 
was the high point of the 
legislative history of 
Massachusetts,”’ he said, believ- 
ing the statement sent a signal to 
the nation. 


Known for his lasting and deep 
friendships with many residents, 
Backman spent three hours the 
afternoon he announced his deci- 
sion with a former constituent 
who had traveled from Florida to 
discuss a personal issue. 


Such commitment to people 
and his own ideals is the source of 
other Backman legends. For the 
last ten years, he claims not to 
have spent a dime of his own 
money or anyone else’s for his 
political campaigns, relying in- 
stead on a steady flow of press 
releases and regular personal ap- 
pearances to make himself 
known to voters. 


“The only thing I haven't liked 
about this business prior to the 
last ten years has been having to 
accept money for campaigns,” 
he said. 


Bachrach said one image of 
Backman remains firmly fixed 
his mind. Every year during the 
budget debates, typically at 3 
a.m. ‘everyone is tired, doesn’t 
want to hear from another soul. 
Jack will rise and speak on behalf 


of those who need human ser- 
vices. Everyone will groan a lit- 
tle. But those people need an ad- 
vocate for their concerns. Jack 
does that 

“Because of his advocacy for 
progressive issues, Jack would 
find himself alone a lot, or two or 
three of us voting with him,” 
Bachrach said. Bachrach and 
Backman were the only two for 
example to vote against the 
Senate tax relief package which 
included repeal of the state sur- 
tax. Backman continues to argue 
there is no state surplus when 
human beings suffer for lack of 
food and adequate medical care. 

“Jack never chose the easy 
course. He was always fighting 
the uphill battle. It's been a 22 
hard years. I'm going to miss 
him," Bachrach said. 


Backman said he has no firm 
plans yet about what he will do 
when he leaves the legislature 
next year. 

“IT wasn’t born to be in the 
legislature. I was born to do a lot 
of things in life, whatever it will 
be.” 

Practicing law is one option for 
the Harvard Law School 
graduate, but Backman said he 
would like to continue as a 
private citizen working on many 
of the issues he has championed 
in the legislature, ‘‘Maybe I can 
do more on the outside to turn 
things around then on the in- 
side,” he said. 

Backman mentioned an_in- 
terest in lobbying against nuclear 
arms and discrimination, and 
promoting Middle East peace. 


His advice to his successor: 
‘“Be your own person.’ I give 
that advice to anyone. You have 
to follow your gut feeling. That’s 
what I’m doing now.”

After reporting in June and 
August that the IRS had re- 
quested all GBPC financials 
records from 1980 to 1984, subse- 
quent newspaper stories reveal- 
ed that no local, state or federal 
agency monitors the GBPC’s col- 
lective purchasing activities. 

It is “reasonable to assume” 
that the independent probe will 


result in some type of legal or 
supervisory structure for the 
GBPC, according to Dwyer. 

The GBPC relied on Coogan to 
draw up its service contracts, 
bidding specifications and to app- 
ly for radio frequencies from the 
Fderal Communications Com- 
mission (FCC). 


Pollenz has himself applied to 
the FCC for radio frequencies on 
behalf of a Waltham communica- 
tions firm for which his client 
now works.

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Controlling elder abuse

NEWTON Mrs. Smith, 95, lives with her 
daughter, Elizabeth, who is now retired and the on- 
ly other living member in the family. Elizabeth 
almost never leaves her mother alone for fear 
something dreadful will happen 

As a result, she feels housebound, trapped and in- 
creasingly angered by her mother’s constant 
demands, 

Then, one day, she hits her mother in the face. 

Although hypothetical, this is a typical scenario 
in elder abuse cases reported to the Protective Ser- 
vices department of West Suburban Elder Services, 
located on Watertown street in Nonantum 

The department will hear of the case from the 
family doctor, who noticed a bruise from the blow 
and demanded an explanation. Neighbors, friends, 
nurses, hospital social workers or other family 
members also may have reported case. 

Elder abuse is not something that rarely hap- 
pens, according to protective services workers. 
And it is not more likely to happen in one economic 
strata or another. 

In fact, on a state-wide level, the Executive Office 
of Elder Affairs reports a marked increase in the 
number of elderly abuse cases.

Even locally, Becky Silvia, a protective services 
worker at West Suburban, has noted an increase in 
her caseload since she first started work for the 
agency in 1983. Over the past fiscal year she has 
handled 50 cases of abuse. Altogether, ‘‘we’ve had 
something like 145 cases reported since the law was 
passed,”’ Silvia said. 

(Still, according to Ruth White, another protec- 
tive services worker at the agency, the number of 
cases covered by her organization has remained 
stable. ) 

And there is a disproportionate number of elder 
abuse cases from Newton reported to West Subur- 
ban, which covers eight towns in the area, including 
Newton, Needham, Weston, Watertown, Waltham, 
Belmont Brookline and Wellesley. 

“More than an eighth of the cases are from 
Newton,”’ said Silvia, adding that Newton's large 
senior citizen population may be one explanation 
for the phenomenon. 

Abuse can be physical, emotional or a question of 
neglect, whereby the elder does not get the proper 
medication or nutrition. 

However, Silvia said, most reported cases in- 
volve neglect. What often happens is that one or 
both people in a couple — ‘‘who have or haven't got- 
ten along’’ — will retire, she said. The physical 
health of one of them may be declining and one per- 
son ends up taking care of the other. 

“Frequently, alcohol enters into it,’’ to alleviate 
the stressful situation, she said. ‘‘The caretaker or 
the one being cared for or both may be alcoholic.” 

In responding to reported abusive situations, Pro- 
tective Services will attempt to relieve caretakers 
from their duties and place the elder in senior day 
care centers or assign a respite care worker to the 
home several nights a week. 

And in some cases, the agency will secure a 
restraining order from the courts to remove the 
abuser from the household. 

If family members are unable to care for the 
elder. or if the elder has no family and is unable to

maintain, the state will assign that person a guar- 
dian to take authority over the senior’s financial 
and personal affairs. 

Such instances arise if the ‘‘son or daughter is 
retarded or has mental health problems and are 
now left in a role of caretaker which they are unable 
to fulfill,’’ said Silvia. 

Or, ‘‘Maybe parents used to hit the kids, and now 
that they’re elderly, there’s a role reversal,’’ she 
said. 

Protective services tries to choose the least 
restrictive alternative in restoring peace in the 
household. 

“We do whatever we can to remedy the situa- 
tion,’’ Silvia explained. ‘‘What’s difficult is knowing 
a person is being abused and they refuse help, in 
which case we try to get in there and set up a rela- 
tionship with them that is as non-threatening as 
possible.’’ 

In most instances, they ‘‘either close the door in 
your face or stand there with their arms wide 
open,’’ she said.

Hotline, which operates 24 hours a day, at 1-800-922- 
2275. For those beginning to feel overburdened in 
the caretaking role, call West Suburban Elder Ser- 
vice’s information and referral number — 926-4100. 

In addition to protective services, the organiza- 
tion helps with heavy cleaning and light household 
repair, transportation to medical appointments, 
Jaundry, home delivered meals, social day care and 
respite care.

CAMBRIDGE A Watertown 
physician has pleaded guilty to 
doling out various prescription 
drugs for phony medical reasons 
during 1983-84 and to illegally 
maintaining the drug habit of an 
addict. Newton police helped

Doctor James L. Thompson, 60, 
who conducted a general medical 
practice at 235 Mt. Auburn St., 
Watertown, is to be sentenced 
Nov. 4, before Superior Court 
Judge James McDaniel in Mid 
dlesex Court 


Thompson also pleaded guilty 
to conspiring with co-defendants 
Robert Lucas, Stephan O'Don- 
nell, Thomas Lambert, all of 
Somerville, and Paul Harrington, 
of Tewksbury, to violate state 
narcotics laws. The cases of the 
co-defendants are still pending 





Doctor Thompson, at his recent 
sentencing, admitted to illegally 
distributing thousands of tablets 
of prescription drugs from June 
1983 to November 1984. Most 
prescriptions were issued to 
Lucas in the names of Lucas 
family members who were 
unaware that the prescriptions 
were being issued in their names 
said Assistant Middlesex County 
District Attorney Adrienne 
Lynch 

Lynch said that at least one 
prescription was issued by Doc 
tor Thompson to Lucas in the 
name of Lucas’ two-year old 
daughter while others were 
issued in his sister's name 

Lynch is recommending that 
the court sentence Thompson to 
the Massachusetts Correctional 
Institution at Walpole for a term 
of 5-7 years. If that recommenda 
tion is adopted, Thompson would 
have to serve at least 20 months 
before being eligible for parole

Technological wizards are 
busy shrinking the size of every 
gizmo in the universe, and soon 
the gods of high tech will place a 
microchipped miracle in every 
coat pocket 

The once-popular belief that 

bigger is better” is being frown- 
ed on by corporate tech-nomads 
sold on the shrinking of America 
We squeeze into subcompact 
ears, toil in tiny office modules 
and live solo in small homes 
crammed together in develop- 
ment clusters. The plots of land 
are so puny there’s not even 
enough room for the white picket 
fence 

Space is a high-priced com- 
modity, making mini of maxi im- 
portance, and the shrinking of 
America will soon dwarf the im- 
agination 

There will be a VCR in every 
coat pocket, a compact disc 











player in every palm, a mini-cam 
in 


every home and a_ baby 
lite dish in every backyard. 
‘ake televisions to start with. 
The bottom of the line black and 
white mini TV is made by Casio. 
Basically, it’s a liquid crysta 
flected onto a mirror. 
Quality is limited, but the size i 
oh so puny — 2 4 inches wide, % 
of an inch thick and 4 4% inches 
long. Price is about $100. 

The top of the mini line is 
Seiko’s color model that retails 
for about $350. The size is 3 ¥ in- 
ches by 1 inch by 6 inches, 
smaller than a paperback book. 
Some of the mini TVs include all 
the features of their big brothers, 
including automatic tuning and 
built-in radios, 

One step beyond TV is Sony’s 
WatchCam, a compact security 
system for the home which 
retails for about $500. You get a 
lightweight surveillance camera 
which monitors people through 
the front-door peephole, hallway 
or window and has a_ built-in 
microphone. Set up the camera in 
the nursery to watch junior, or 
focus on the front door to keep 
track of visitor: 
Mitsubishi also is developing a 





















home automation system that 
can close the curtains, turn off 
the oven, unlock the door, 


photograph guests, alert police or 
fire departments and pay bills 
via home computer. 

Combine that with Sony’s Cam- 
Corder, a videocassette recorder 
within a camera, and the 
possibilities are endless 

Another TV development: Mit- 


subishi has a small printer that 
attaches to the TV set. Use the 
camera to put your image on TV, 
push a button and give yourself a 
picture right off the screen. Cost 
is $300. 

Talking about cassettes, Olym- 
pus makes one of the smallest 
micro cassette recorders on the 
market. For about $175, you get 
many of the functions of a big 
recorder: voice-activated, audi- 
ble searching, cue markings, a 
tape counter, two speeds and 
easy to manage controls. 

And remember those transistor 
radios that were every child’s 
dream? Casio makes credit card- 
sized radios with headset quality 
sound that cost about $30. 

Keeping the hands free for 
other chores is the idea behind 
Dial-less telephones, made by 
California-based TCC Inc. The 
company boasts the world’s only 
hands-free, voice-recognition 
phone. The caller says ‘‘mother"’ 
and the phone calls mom. Say 
hang up and the phone clicks off. 















Techno-wizzards at the the 
Massachusettes Institute of 
Technology, better known to 


math and science freaks as MIT, 
are experimenting on a voice- 
activated, speech-recognition 
answer machine. What does that 
mean? You call Mark and the 
phone answers, ‘‘This is Mark’s 
place.” Then you say, ‘‘This is 
Stewart calling.’’ Then the phone 
says, ‘‘Oh, Stewart, Mark left a 
message for you.’’ Mark may be 
miles away but his phone does all 
the talking for him. 

The folks at MIT were theoriz- 
ing about a micro-copier until 
they stumbled on one already be- 
ing sold by Copy Jack in Japan. It 
is roughtly 8 inches, by 3 inches 
by 1 inch and operates on bat- 
teries. You sweep the copier 
along something you want on the 
page of a book, and it makes a 
copy on a narrow paper tape. 

For the traveling techno- 
executive, there are some in- 
credible gadgets that boggle the 
mind. 

Radio Shack makes a Model 
100 computer with built in 
modem that fits in the lap and 
costs from $400 to $800, depending 
on memory. Data East makes a 
facsimile machine that fits in a 
small attache case and costs just 
$1,000. It enables the executive to 
transmit or receive sketches, pic- 
tures, X-ray prints, documents — 
virtually anything on paper. Add 
the two together, pull out the ac- 
coustic couplers, find a phone 
and you have a data base at your 
roving fingertips.

With the average sale price of 
single-family homes in Newton, 
Waltham, Watertown and Weston 
topping $200,000, the dream of 
owning a single-family home is 
rapidly becoming out of reach.

According to figures compiled by 
the Multiple Listing Service, the 
average sale price of property in 
greater Boston was $131,000 in 1984. 
And for the first six months of 1985 
the average selling price has jumped 
to a staggering $148,700. 

Looking for better news locally? 
Don’t count on it. The following 
figures are based on MLS activity 
over the last three quarters, and 
reflect average selling prices 
through Sept. 1. 

*Newton: $210,000 

*Waltham: $122,100 

eWatertown: $133,400 

*Weston: $353,400 

The average selling price for this 
four-town area is $204,100. True, this 
figure is skewed somewhat by 
Weston’s high property prices. But 
the overall trend is more than evi- 
dent. 

And what do you get for $204,100? 
A Mansard Victorian located on a 
half-acre in Auburndale? A three- 
bedroom split level with a finished 
basement on a quiet street near the 
Waltham/Belmont line? Anything at 
all in Weston? 

Not a chance. 

For a mere $199,000 you can pur- 
chase a garrison Colonial with three 
bedrooms, 1% baths, and a small TV 
room on a 6,170-square-foot lot just 
off Route 9 in Newton Highlands. Or 
for $210,000 you can get a 30-year- 
old, six-room brick house on Everett 
Avenue in Watertown. 

The sad thing is, these prices are 
not abnormally high. According to 
John Bowen at the Mass. Association 
of Realtors, located in Waltham, the 
rapid appreciation of property 
values shows no signs of slowing. 

“The dream has always been a 
single-family detached home,”’ 
Bowen says. ‘The reality is that’s 
going to cost you about $131,000 — 
conservatively — in the Waltham 
area.” 

Bowen says the current situation is 
a Classic case of supply and demand 
economics, as larger numbers of 
potential home buyers vie for a 
limited housing stock. 

“The demand out there is 
phenomenal right now,”” Bowen 
says, and John Harrington, an 
associate at the Mennell Division 
Gallery of Homes in Newton, agrees, 

“Supply and demand is what drove 
the prices up in the spring,’’ Harr- 


ington says, adding that during one 
four-week span beginning in April 
homes ‘‘were moving in hours, not 
days or weeks.”

According to John Campbell, a

frenzy of last spring. Currently, he 
says, homes typically will take from 
30 to 60 days to sell, a situation he 
describes as ‘‘normal.”’ 

Contributing to this moderating 
trend, he adds, is that variable and 
adjustable-rate mortgages have 
become much more accepted by 
buyers and sellers. 

“T think we're into a more healthy 
market condition,’ Campbell says. 
“Tt’s not necessarily a buyer’s or a 
seller’s market.” 

Regardless of whom the market 
favors at present, the fact remains 
that it is “just about impossible” for 
first-time home buyers looking in 
Newton or Weston — and to a large 
extent Watertown and Waltham as 
well. 

“T grew up in Newton and the 
chances of my buying a house here 
are slim,"’ Harrington says. ‘‘My on- 
ly chance might be to buy a two- 
family and fix it up, and I’m not 
much of a handyman. 

“T guess it’s just paying your 
dues,"’ he added. ‘‘You can’t expect 
to live here just because you grew 
up here.’’ 

While it virtually has priced the 
mid-income homebuyer right out of 
the market, the real estate boom has 
been a godsend for others. Campbell 
opened his agency less than a year 
ago and already has expanded from 
6 brokers to 17. 

“I'm sure it's contributed to the 
success of my office,’’ he says of the 
sales explosion. ‘‘I’d be foolish to say 
it hasn't.” 

Much of the demand for single- 
family housing has been attributed 
to the ‘‘baby boom”’ generation com- 
ing of age. In part, this is true. 

A national poll in 1984 profiled the 
typical single-family home buyer as 
34 years old, married, with a family 
income of $39,986. Almost 60 percent 
of those polled were two-income 
households, and their average mon- 
thly bill (including insurance and 
utilities) was $875. 

This poll, conducted by the Na- 
tional Association of Home Builders, 
also showed the majority of home 
buyers opted for a fixed-rate mor- 


tgage with a 9-percent downpay- 
ment. 

Harrington believes fluctuations in 
the single-family home market in 
greater Boston are tied in large part 
to fluctuations in the high-tech in- 
dustry. 

“The computer industry has had a 
profound impact,’’ he says. 

When high-tech was booming last 
year, job candidates and transfers 
flocked to the Route 128 area from 
around the country. These people 
hadto buy quickly, Harrington says, 
meaning they would jump at virtual- 
ly any price. This begat a ‘‘chain 
reaction” which drove housing 
prices even higher. 

According to Newton Planning 
Director Barry Canner, the rise in 
house prices in greater Boston has 
been fueled by a number of factors: 
Land for building new homes has 
become increasingly scarce; there 
has been an increase in the forma- 
tion of households even though the 
population has remained basically 
stable; the numbers of two-income 
households has increased; and single 
persons are willing to buy a home 
alone or are buying with other 
singles. 

Finally, employment throughout 
the region has remained high, mean- 
ing people have the income to pur- 
chase a starter home or to trade up. 

And “trading up,” according to 
Campbell, is the name of the real 
estate game. Young professionals 
purchasing homes in the $300,000 to 
$350,000 price range almost always 
are trading up from condominiums, 
he says. 

“They grew up in a generation 
that’s not afraid of big, big mor- 
tgages,”’ he says. ‘They've owned 
before and they've got a big chunk of 
equity in another property.” 

Likewise, in this day and age, two- 
income households are no longer a 
luxury for homebuyers. 

“The daycare business is the most 
popular business in the area now,” 
he says. ‘‘Those combined incomes 
can really add up ... and they have 
to,” 


But there is a general feeling 
among real estate sssionals that 
the market has peaked and is now in 
the process of stabilizing 

“It has slowed somewhat since 
springtime,’ Itant at 
Property Financial 
Waltham appraisal firm. ‘ 
rates are still good for those looking 
to buy.’’ 

Harrington agrees, mé 
that housing is more 
than it has been at any time in the 
past eight years. Fall traditionally 
has been a good time for buyers 
fixed interest rates have sta 
around 12.5 percent — down from 
the 17-18 percent rates of five years 
ago — while savings and personal in- 
come are up. 

This combination, according to 
Harrington, means typical home 
buyers can afford up to $50,000 more 
than five years ago. 

The downside of this trend is that 
housing costs have escalated ata 
pace at least equal to the decline in 
interest rates. Mortgage guidelines 
have been tightened considerably. 
Uncertainty about the future course 
of interest rates has lenders to be 
more cautious. Banks have a lot 
more to lose. 

“If they used the same guidelines 
they use now when my parents were 
younger they never would have been 
able to buy their home,’’ Harrington 
says. 

eoeee 
What does all this mean to young 
couples seeking to purchase a home 
in the western suburbs? 

According to Harrington, it means 
having to settle for less — plain and 
simple. The days of truly ‘‘af- 
fordable’’ housing are gone for good 


For the first time since the 1930s, 
the nation’s howeownership rate has 
declined, according to the census 
bureau. After climbing steadily from 
a rate of 43.6 percent in 1940 toa 
peak of 56.8 percent in 1980, the 
homeownership rate has slipped to 
64.1 percent in the fourth quarter of 
1984, 


This four-year slide has been most 
evident among young homeowners, 
particularly those aged 34 and 
under. It has been linked to a cor- 
responding rise in the national mor- 
tgage delinquency rate — which 
reached a record high of 6.19 percent 
in the first quarter of 1985. 

According to Harrington, a couple 
purchasing a $200,000 home might 
typically put $40,000 down, leaving a 
$160,000 mortgage. At current in- 
terest rates, a family income of ap- 
proximately $80,000 is needed to sup- 
port that $160,000 mortgage. 

That doesn’t mean people have to 
abandon the dream of owning their 
own home. It does mean, however, 
that careful long-term planning is re- 
quired to achieve the ultimate goal. 

“Sacrifices have to be made,” 
Harrington says. “It’s like buying 
your first car, you can’t go out and 
buy a Rolls-Royce.” 

But you just might be able to af- 
ford a Chevrolet or a Ford. And this 
is where first-time homebuyers have 
to look — settling for a home in 
Mansfield or Sharon, or a con- 
dominium in Brighton or Watertown, 
instead of a Victorian in Newton. 

And even then they might need a 
little help from their friends. 

“Thank God for parents helping 
their kids out,’’ says Harrington.

Settling for a little bit of Newton for a lot less money

RANDOLPH -—- After renting for five years in 
Newton and experiencing its lifestyle, we knew 
exactly what we wanted: to buy a house in 
Newton. 

But six months of scouring the real estate 
listings convinced my husband and me that even 
the cheapest Garden City homes were far above 
our maximum price range of $125,000. So we em- 
barked on the great search for a city with 
Newton's essence that we could call home. 

For us, home would be a community close to 
Route 128 and provide easy access to downtown 
Boston. It would have tennis courts, a park, and 
a relaxing place to jog. And finally, besides the 
fact that the house must have a roof, there must 
be a piace for a garden. 

There's nothing like a house-hunting trip to br- 
ing dreams to earth, 

We concentrated on the southern part of Route 
128, because even the far western suburbs bet- 
ween Routes 128 and 495 appeared to be above 
our limit 

I had gotten a tip, from a woman I met in the 
restroom during a bird-watchers club breakfast, 
that Sharon was a nice community. After finding 
a property in the low-teens listed in the 
newspaper Saturday morning, we called a 
Sharon real estate agent. 

“That house is long gone,"’ she said, “It really 
needed a lot of work.”’ But she assured us she 
could find something in our price range in 
Sharon and we made an afternoon appointment 

We first saw a year-old home listed for 
$130,000. It was more than we could afford, the 
agent recognized, but perhaps we'd be willing to 
stretch a bit after we saw it. 

It was in a nice quiet neighborhood, but the 


house could be best described as an over-sized 
trailer without wheels. The driveway and garage 
faced the front of the street where a main door 
normally would have been. The entrance to the 
house was actually on the side. There was no 
walkway and not much room on tne narrow lot 
for one, The house siding was plastic that had 
been molded to look like wood. The house may 
have had cathedral ceilings and been 
“economical to heat” with its electric heating 
panels, but it had a shower stall for bathing and 
two tiny bedrooms, 

This was worth $130,000? I trudged back to the 
agent's car depressed, wondering what awaited 
us at our next location, a house which had just 
been reduced to $117,900. 

The agent parked beside the white Garrison 
Colonial on a corner lot. 

I could see black sooty marks near the torn 
screened-in windows of a breezeway to the left of 
the main entrance. 

“Has there been a fire in the breezeway?” I 
asked, 

“No, no,” she said. ‘Now you'll have to use 
your imagination with this one, Keep in mind 
wal the place would look like after you decorate 


We used our imagination, and couldn't im- 
agine ever living there. There was a fire hydrant 
in the front yard. White paint peeled from the 
house and at least one gutter sagged. Inside, 
cheap fake paneling covered the living and din- 
ing rooms, There were no closets in the two 
bedrooms upstairs, Although the agent tried to 
convince us the cement block barbecue pit in the 
middle of the sereen-in porch would be ap- 
preciated year-round for cooking steaks, all I 
could think of was how much it looked like a 


miniaturized version of the incinerator in the 
schoolyard of St. Peter's Grammar School back 
ome, 

As my husband Bill said, that house was not a 
“fixer-upper.” It was a ‘‘do-it-over-again.”" 

“I may not have anything for you now, but 
we'll find you something,” our Sharon real estate 
agent said as she took us on a tour of the com- 
munity, pointing out the large lake for swimm- 
ing, sailing, and jogging. Sharon had Newton's 
amenities — and unfortunately Newton's prices, 

After a quick call to set up another appoint- 
ment, our real estate agent drove us to Walpole 
to look at another home, On the way she asked us 
what really was our limit and couldn't we stretch 
just a little more. “People can be a little too con- 
servative,’’ she said, 

“We don't want to be over our heads with a big 
mortage,"' I replied firmly. 

The multi-level home we saw in Walpole priced 
at $124,900 had a lot of space, but the large back 
yard was actually the downside of steep hill. The 
only useable part of the yard was a small terrac 
ed patio which the owners were trying to com- 
plete, We decided to think about this one. 

Sunday morning, after looking over the real 
estate listings, we got into the car again to look at 
homes, this time in Randolph. 

“T just want to see why there are so many 
homes under $100,000 there,”’ Bill said. 

“They're probably pre-fabricated jobs, all ar- 
ranged in a subdivision,” I said. ‘Maybe there's 
@ hazardous waste dump,” 

We stopped at the first real estate office we 
saw and were matched with an agent so new to 
his job we later found that we were his first 
customers. 

He assured us Randolph was a half-hour drive 


to central Boston during non-rush hours, and 
could be reached via public transportation which 
was just a short drive away in neighboring Can- 
ton or Braintree, 

“Why would you want to go into Boston 
anyway?” he asked while driving us around 
Randolph. “Everything you want is right here, 
two supermarkets with malls, the movie theater 
and the Penney catalog store. The South Shore 
Mall is nearby. You don’t even have to go to 
Boston.” 

He was obviously unaware that we 
Midwesterners had left our jobs just to live near 
and partake of Boston's cultural attractions. 

T decided to hit the other priorities on our 
dream list. ‘‘Was there an outdoor pool, or park 
intown?” 

“Not that I can think of.” 

“Do people jog here," I asked, 

“No, not really, Here we are,” he said pulling 
into the driveway of a three-bedroom ranch on a 
dead-end street near the main part of town. The 
neighborhood seemed to be mostly woods, And 
the backyard itself was wooded, A rabbit hopped 
into nearby bushes. The house looked from the 
outside like a small cottage with ivy climbing 
over the brick chimney. Inside, the bedrooms 
were small, the dark brown wallpaper would 
have to be removed, and a dilapidated lean-to 
porch would have to be knocked off the kitchen. 
But this place looked like home. The price, in the 
low-teens, was right. 

We moved in August, and although we still suf- 
fer from Newton withdrawal, the pain is ebbing. 
We are thankful to be horneowners. We have got- 
ten to know some kind neighbors and we have 
discovered, in perhaps farflung places, little bits 
of “Newton,”

Dear Mr. Frankel. 


I have been contributing to my 
IRA annually for three years 
now. The contributions are in- 
vested in mutual funds, and I am 
satisfied with the way this invest- 
ment is growing. 

Last year my employer 
established a 401(k) plan. If I 
have limited dollars to invest in a 
pension plan, should I continue 
with my IRA, or make future con- 
tributions to the 401(k)? 

C.D., Newton 
Dear C.D. 


The 401(k) plan allows you to 
set aside pre-tax money in a 
qualified savings plan which will 
accumulate on a tax-deferred 
basis until the money is 
withdrawn. It has features 
similar to an IRA, but shares 
some qualities of a profit-sharing 
plan. 

Under a 401(k) plan, an 
employee can choose how much 
of his or her salary will be 
deducted from each paycheck 
and placed in the plan. The 
employer may choose to con- 
tribute to the plan in an amount 
that matches that of the 
employee, or may be any lesser 
amount. 

The single fact that contribu- 
tions other than the employee's 
may speed the fund’s growth, 
makes the 401(k) attractive

An IRA limits your contribu- 
tion to $2,000 annually ($2,250 
divided between a couple in 
which only one spouse is 
employed). A 401(k) permits 
much greater contributions — up 
to 25 percent of your taxable in- 
come, with a maximum of $30,000 
(Pending tax reform, if passed as 
presented, would lower the ceil- 
ing to $8,000, reduced by the 
amount of any contribution to an 
IRA). In addition, 6 percent of 
your income may also be 
deposited in the plan. This addi- 
tional amount is not deductible, 
although any earnings on it will 
grow ona tax deferred basis.

In an IRA, if money is 
withdrawn before the holder 


reaches age 59%, a substantial 
federal penalty is incurred. The 
only exception to this is perma- 
nent physical or mental disabili- 
ty. 

The 401(k) plan, however, pro- 
vides substantially more leeway. 
It allows withdrawal without 
penalty if the employee ceases 
employment with the company 
that set up the program, or is hit 


by financial hardship. Financial 
needs that may fall into this 
category are emergency medical 
expenses, education, the pur- 
chase of a home, or even home 
improvements. 

Loan provisions 


Should the need arise, you may 
borrow from your 401(k), to the 
greater of $10,000 or 50 percent of 
the value of the account. No tax is 
due on this money, but interest 
must be paid back into the ac- 
count. Since you have borrowed 
from yourself, and since the ac- 
count is yours, you are essential- 
ly paying yourself. 

Pre-tax dollars 


Because contributions to the 
401(k) plan are deducted from 
your paycheck, the contributions 
do not appear on your W-2 form. 
As a consequence, no federal or 
state taxes are applied. And since 
deductions are made from your 
paycheck before you have a 
chance to spend it, there is pro- 
bably considerably more 
available for savings than there 
would be if you’re depositing the 
money into a comparable ac- 
count of your own.

Coaching national 
champion hasn‘t 
changed Rollie

WALTHAM — It takes more than an NCAA basketball cham- 
pionship to change this man. Rollie Massimino is the same Rollie 
Massimino who coached Lexington High in the 1960s. 

As the Villanova head coach anxiously prepares to defend the 
national crown, he took time out Sunday to partake in a testimonial 
brunch on his behalf, put on by the The Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts Order Sons of Italy and held at the Hillcrest. _ 

Proceeds of the breakfast will benefit a scholarship to be given 
every year in Massimino’s honor by the Sons of Italy Charitable 
and Educational Trust. 

Massimino, who guided the Villanova Wildcats to the national 
championship last season over heavily favored Georgetown, flew 
to Boston Sunday morning to be honored by the Sons of Italy, len- 
ding proof to the fact that the basketball coach has not let success 
stand in the way of commitment. 

‘You always have to remember that this (the Sons of Italy) is a 
critical organization,” said the proud Italian-American, who went 
on to jokingly say, ‘You probably made me lose a 6-foot-11 All- 
American because I had to come here. I got him up at 6:15 this 
morning, I talked to him from 6:30 to 7:10, then I went down to the 
airport. Now if you were a recruit and I woke you up at 6:15 in the 
morning, would you want to come to Villanova?” 

Comedy was as much a part of this event as was the basic reason 
these people had assembled. As State President of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts, Charles Perenick, explained, ‘‘The Sons 
of Italy has probably the finest scholarship program of any 
organization in Massachusetts.” 

Perenick said that approximately 300 scholarships a year are 
presented by the Sons of Italy, in addition to the many donations 
made to various research and needy organizations. 

Beginning this year, Perenick said, a scholarship no less than 
$500 will be presented every year in the name of Massimino to a 
deserving student. 

Massimino’s resume features a wide assortment of ac- 
complishments. From assistant coach at Cranford High School in 
New Jersey and head coach at Lexington High to his current posi- 
tion at Villanova, Massimino’s road to success has been one that he 
won't easily forget. 

“It’s so interesting how everything’s grown over the years,” he 
said. ‘You know, 13 years ago when I first arrived at Villanova I 
went to the local grocery store to try to cash a check and the guy 
said ‘I need to see some sort of identification.’ I said, ‘I’m Rollie 
Massimino’ and he said ‘I don’t care who you are, I want to see 
some identification.’ And now, after 13 years, they're naming 
pasta dishes after me.”” 

Massimino remembered his first year at Villanova as one filled 
with difficulties, not only with cashing checks but with winning 
ballgames. 

“We were so bad 13 years ago that we could have gone on What’s 
My Line and stumped the panel," joked Massimino. “I can 
remember, after two weeks of practice we had a young man nam- 
ed Joe Rogers...and I said to Joe ‘Why don't you go to the end of the 
line?’ Joe came back and he said ‘Coach, there’s already 
somebody there.’ I knew we were in deep, deep trouble.” 

Times change though, and so did success. ‘We have suffered 
through some very trying times,”’ Massimino said of the Villanova 
basketball program. ‘But the most important thing is that we 
always believed that we could be the best in the country.” 

And Villanova is. And Massimino is. And with success, and ins- 
tant stardom, come tempting offers, like an offer to coach the NBA 
New Jersey Nets. 

The coach likes to tell the story of how he made the decision to 
stay with the Wildcats, He and Villanova University President 
Rey, John M Driscoll sat down the night before Massimino would 
make his decision, and ‘‘after a lengthy session he (Fr. Driscoll) 
said to me, ‘Okay, Rollie, this is what we'll do. If you stay at 
Villanova I will give you all the collections from the nine and 10 
o'clock Masses for the next two years.' So I decided to stay.” 

Massimino has not changed, As Fr, Ed Hastings, Assistant 
Director of Campus Administry at Merrimack College and an 
assistant to Massimino in his first season, explained, ‘‘It’s not just 
the wins and losses, although they are important, there's no doubt 
about that. Winning really is important, but it’s not the only thing 
and I believe that's part of Rollie’s philosophy.”

NEWTON All year long, 
Malden coach Paul Finn has 
maintained that two players, 
even two as good as Steve 
Monaco and Reggie Hayes, are 
not enough to carry a football 
team.

The situation wasn’t much bet- 
ter in the sky.

NEWTON — Just call it the 
Willie Hicks extravaganza. 

The Concord-Carlisle Patriots, 
led by this extremely talented 
quarterback, handed Newton 
South its second straight Dual 
County League loss of the cam- 
paign, this one a 43-8 pasting in 
Saturday's torrential downpour. 

The show literally was produc- 
ed and directed by Hicks, as the 
junior signal caller air-mailed 
five touchdowns into the Lion end 
zone and led his team to its fifth 
straight victory.

By the end of the first half, 
Newton was completely washed 
away, if not by the pouring rain, 
then certainly by the Patriot of- 
fense.

Newton costs more

From the time it was conceived as a summer retreat for 
Boston's elite banking community, Newton always has retain- 
ed the image of an affluent suburb. 

That image grows more and more accurate. Based on 229 
homes sold during the first nine months of 1985, the average 
price of a single-family home in Newton is $210,000. And even 
though the market has moderated somewhat over the past 
three months, prices have remained relatively unchanged 

“Newtonians always have been willing to pay a little extra to 
live here,”’ according to John Harrington, an associate at 
Gallery Realty/Mennell Division in Newton. 

A “little extra?” 

According to a computer analysis of home sales run by 
Abramowitz & Jauregui Realty between April and October 
1984 there were 16 homes that sold under $105,000, For that 
same period in 1985 there was not a single sale under $105,000

NEWTON — An internal audit released 
late last week claims that former Greater 
Boston Police Council (GBPC) consultant 
Timothy C, Coogan, already the subject of a 
criminal investigation by the Internal 
Revenue Service, diverted more than $1.5 
million in public funds into a secret Bank of 
Boston account. 

The missing money came from almost half 
the local communities and private educa- 
tional institutions belonging to the GBPC, a 
voluntary association of more than 50 law en- 
forcement agencies in eastern 
Massachusetts. 

In addition, a federal grand jury convened 
by U.S. Attorney William F’. Weld during the 
first week of October to investigate the 
GBPC’s finances has issued subpoenas for 
GBPC records and documents maintained 
by the city of Newton, the council’s ‘‘host”’ 
community 

The revelations concerning the alleged 
swindle were released after a private, two- 
hour morning meeting of the GBPC police

by falsely inflating the prices charged local 
communities for police communications 
equipment and by billing the cities and towns

Efforts are currently underway to trace 
how the money was spent, according to 
Thomas E. Dwyer, Jr., an attorney in the 
firm conducting the audit 

At his request, Dwyer said, Bank of Boston 
officials have agreed to freeze the account 
pending further investigation. He would not 
reveal how much money is left. 

The preliminary audit also cleared 
Newton Police Chief William F. Quinn, the 
GBPC’s chairman for the past decade, of 
any wrong-doing, 

“There is no evidence that any GBPC of- 
ficer, member, or city of Newton employee, 
had knowledge of, ov participated in, the 
diversion of these funds,’’ Dwyer said 

He would not say whether any other in-

Lawyer defends Coogan, criticizes city

NEWTON — The lawyer defending Timothy C. Coogan, the former 
Greater Boston Police Council (GBPC) consultant implicated in an 
alleged swindle involving more than $1.5 million, Monday dismissed 
the GBPC as an organization with less legal standing than an or- 
dinary club. 

Attorney Kenneth A. Pollenz, who is also representing Coogan ina 
criminal Internal Revenue Service (IRS) probe of his personal 
finances, portrayed his client as the victim of a flawed system and 
shoddy city accounting practices. 

Although he acknowledged that Coogan, acting on his own, opened 
a bank account in the GBPC’s name, Pollenz said the GBPC has no 
legal claim to the public funds Coogan allegedly embezzled from area 
communities. 


He defended Coogan during an afternoon press conference called to 
respond to charges issued last week by attorney Thomas Dwyer, 
whose firm is performing an audit of the GBPC’s finances and 
management procedures 

Coogan, a 38-year-old Sudbury resident, did not attend the media 
Session. 

Dwyer claims Coogan accumulated the money by inflating equip- 
ment prices and submitting phony engineering bills to nearly half the 
50 eastern Ma chusetts law enforcement agencies who are full 
members of the GBPC 

But Pollenz, who questioned whether the GBPC is a legal entity at 
all, said the money in the unauthorized account came from outside

GBPC’s contractors or if the any individuals 
representing the private firms received 
money from the secret account. 

The latest evidence will be presented to the 
district attorneys in Suffolk, Norfolk, Essex 
and Middlesex counties for “further evalua- 
tion,’ Dwyer added. 

The police chiefs were issued an inch-thick 
report, but Dwyer said it is not a public docu- 
ment. Chiefs approached when the meeting 
adjourned would not comment 

“It's fair to say that the membership is 
embarassed, but fully realized that it did not 
reflect on the integrity of the officers or the 
association as a whole,"’ according to 
Dwyer. 

GBPC members voted to authorize his 
firm to continue the internal probe and to

How it may have worked 








Sources explained one way in which the 
public funds could have been diverted into a 
special account. 

Typically, member communities of the 
GBPC pay for GBPC services with checks 
made payable to ‘‘The City of Newton."’ City 
officials receive the checks, match them 
against the correct invoices and then deposit 
the money in the GBPC’s city account used 
to pay vendors. 

One way to avoid city accounting pro- 
cedures, however, is to have the local com- 

: munities make their checks payable to the 

» GBPC. Such a maneuver could have allowed 
the money to deposited in the unauthorized 
bank account opened under the council’s 
name. 

It is ‘‘not difficult” for a person with the 
right credentials to open a phony bank ac- 
count, one source said. 








‘Like a son’ 
Quinn said he felt ‘‘vindicated’’ from the 
allegations of corruption spread during re- 
cent days by ‘the rumor mongers of the 
world. 

“I’m very pleased with the audit because 

; it has uncovered what was suspected for the 
last three months — that there’s more to 
this,’’ he said. 

Quinn first hired Coogan, a Sudbury resi- 
dent, as a Boston College work-study student 
in 1971. He holds a bachelors degree in 

* government from BC, a masters degree in 

» business administration and management 

‘from Boston University, and law degree 
from BC. 

Eventually, Coogan was hired, under con- 
tract, by the GBPC to serve as the group’s 
legal counsel, project manager, technical 
advisor and federal grants manager. 

He also served, under contract, as Quinn’s 
adminstrative assistant. 

The GBPC relied on Coogan — who wrote 
numerous articles for law enforcement and 
communication publications to draw up 


Lawyer says money belongs to Coogan 
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its service contracts, bidding specifications 
and applications to the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission (FFC) for radio frequen- 
cies. 

As Quinn has described it, Coogan ‘‘rode 
herd on the entire Boston Area Police Radio 
Newtork (BAPERN)’’ in the mid-1970s, 
travelling to area cities and towns in an ef- 
fort to convince officials to join the 
sophisticated communications system. 

In October 1984, he told Quinn he would be 
leaving his duties at the end of the fiscal year 
to go into private business. Quinn asked 
Coogan to stay on with the GBPC, but the 
consultant refused, allegedly citing potential 
conflicts of interest between his new job and 
the council’s activities. 

Quinn takes great pride in the GBPC and 
its collective purchasing practices, which 
allow almost every law enforcement agency 
in the state to take advantage of reduced 
prices for equipment and services. 

Last week he expressed shock at the extent 
of Coogan’s alleged criminal involvement. 

“T've been hurt bitterly by it. He was 
somewhat like a son to me. This hurts very 
deeply,” he said. 


Missing records 


Dwyer said the audit focused on the paper 
trail showing where the money intended for 
the GBPC ended up. 

The effort was temporarily thwarted by 
the fact that files and records maintained by 
Coogan for the GBPC turned up missing, he 
said. 

In order to accurately re-create the finan- 
cial transactions, investigators had to travel 
to area cities and towns, often ‘‘working 
backwards’’ to trace the flow of funds 
through interviews, invoices, cancelled 
checks and other documentation. 

Dwyer and members of his firm must still 
visit several communities to gather more in- 
formation and the Bank of Boston officials 
who dealt with Coogan have to be interview- 
ed. 

“It takes a long time to piece it all 
together,’’ Dwyer said. 

New procedures 


Earlier news stories found that, despite 
the millions of dollars channelled through 
GBPC accounts, there is no local, state or 
federal agency, by-laws or any other legal 
mechanism to monitor the collective pur- 
chasing activities. 

Dwyer had said his audit would eventually 
result in the creation of such a structure and, 
last week, the GBPC took the first steps 
toward that goal. 

The group will continue purchasing equip- 
ment and services, but a special account has 
been set up with a Newton bank to hold all 
the money handled by the GBPC, he said. 

Any expenditures from that account will 
require the signature of Quinn and the 
GBPC’s treasurer, Brookline Police Chief 
George Simard. 

In addition, the new account will undergo 
an audit every month for the next year, 
Dwyer said. 

The GBPC chiefs will meet again for 
Dwyer’s next report during the first week of 
December. 








BAPERN 


The GBPC was originally formed a decade 
ago to foster more effective communication 
between area police departments and agen- 
cies. 

The need for an area-wide radio network 
was highlighted by the ‘‘Harvard Square 





riots” of the early 1970s, when local police 
from different departments found 
themselves unable to radio each other for 
help during the era’s anti-war demonstra- 
tions. 

The creation of BAPERN represented the 
GBPC’s first major project and is con- 
sidered the largest multi-agency police com- 
mand and control system in North America, 

News stories in June and August provided 
the first hint that Coogan’s activities cast a 
shadow over the agencies responsible for 
designing and maintaining the BAPERN 
system. 

The IRS probe into Coogan’s personal 
finances from 1980 to 1984 centers on allega- 
tions that he received $500,000 from ITS Inc., 
an Illinois communication firm owned by 
Michael Yefsky. 

ITS is an affilliate of CES Communica- 
tions, which is owned by Yefsky’s father, Ar- 
thur. Acting on a recommendation from the 
Justice Department in the ealry 70s, the 
GBPC hired CES to engineer the installation 
and technical requirements for the 
BAPERN system. 

This past April, aldermen learned that the 
GBPC’s bidding specifications for BAPERN, 
which Coogan helped compose, were written 
so that only Motorola, a world-wide leader in 
police radio technology, could bid suc- 
cessfully. 

Motorola lost its exclusive maintenance 
contract for BAPERN in 1981, to a Waltham 
firm known as Ackerman Communications. 
This past summer, Motorola won the 
maintenance agreement back, reportedly 
when the other company’s owner, Jerry 
Ackerman, decided to concentrate on 
cellular telephones. 

Quinn has described Ackerman as ‘‘a 
Motorola trouble-shooter’”’ in the mid-70s 
who eventually started his own business. 
That business, which has two offices on Main 
and High streets in Waltham, is now known 
as Acticom. 

Coogan maintains his new office at Ac- 
ticom’s High Street branch. Pollenz, his 
lawyer, has applied to the FCC for radio fre- 
quencies on behalf of Acticom Associates, 
Ltd.

The team performing the internal audit of 
the GBPC’s accounts is comprised of 
lawyers and investigators with extensive ex- 
perience in corruption probes. 

Dwyer, who is also Quinn’s personal 
lawyer, was an assistant Suffolk County 
District Attorney from 1972 to 1978. From 
1978 until 1980, he served as executive direc- 
tor of the Ward Commission, created to in- 
vestigate allegations of corruption among 
public officials. 

Dwyer’s partner, Philip X. Murray, is the 
former head of the state’s Committee on 
Criminal Justice, which played a major role 
in helping to create the GBPC. 

Also participating in the probe are James 
F. X. Dineen, a former assistant U.S. at- 
torney, and James P. Vaughn, a financial in- 
vestigator for a company known as Obelus. 
Vaughn spent 15 years as a special agent 
with the IRS’ criminal investigation division. 

The accounting firm working to uncover 
any suspicious financial transactions is the 
Boston-based Tobias, Fleischman, Shapiro & 
Co. 

“We do a lot of civil and criminal litigation 
in state or federal courts. This one is more 
interesting than most,’’ Dwyer replied, when 
asked to put the current probe in perspective 
with his firm’s other cases.

consulting work Coogan 
performed for private firms and 
communities that do not belong 
‘to the GBPC. 


He said Coogan accumulated 
the funds by acting as an in- 
dependent communications con- 
sultant for ‘‘non-members” dur- 
ing the second phase of the 
GBPC's effort to install the $20 
million Boston Area Police 
Emergency Radio Network 
(BAPERN). 


The GBPC’s membership is 
limited to law enforcements 
sagencies within the Route 128 
belt, but numerous other 
municipal police departments, 
like the one in Weston, for exam- 
ple, are allowed to take ad- 
vantage of the GBPC’s radio 
communications services and 
collective purchases 








Pollenz said Coogan's contract 
as the GBPC’s ‘management 
consultant’’ contained a_provi- 
sion allowing him to ‘‘engage in 
‘other communication consulting 
activities.” 

He said would ‘‘not 
characterize’’ the missing money 
as public funds, even though 
Dwyer claims the cash came 
from a variety of municipal cof- 
fers 

“The GBPC will not be able to 
substantiate claims to any 
monies they say were diverted 
They'll have trouble enough iden- 
tifying who they are ... As far as 
I’ve determined, the GBPC is an 
idea. I aname,’’ Pollenz said 

3BPC has no charter, no 
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rules, no organization, no pro- 
cedures for membership. There 
is no corporate body or entity 
that you can hang your hat on,” 
he added. 

Asked if he would consider the 
GBPC “‘a club,”’ Pollenz replied, 
“I don’t think it’s as formal as a 
club.”” 

He would not say how Coogan 
earned the ‘‘consulting'’ money 
or whether anyone else knew 
about the bank account. Approx- 
imately $130,000 is left, he added. 

The issue of why Coogan would 
open a bank account in the 
GBPC's name if it was intended 
to store money he earned private- 
ly ‘‘will have to be resolved”’ in 
the course of potential legal ac- 
tions, he added. 

Pollenz accused Dwyer of not 





giving ‘“‘the full story’’ to the 
media, claiming that the 
‘greater perspective’ will 


emerge when the ‘“‘contractural 
relationships” and dealings bet- 
ween Coogan, the GBPC, the city 
of Newton and *‘non-members”’ 
of the GBPC are rutinized."” 
He described Coogan’s decision 
to end his contracts with the 
GBPC and the city as ‘‘coinciden- 





tal’’ with the IRS’ probe into why 
Coogan received two checks 
worth $1 million from an Illinois 
communications firm involved in 
the creation of BAPERN. 

Coogan’s work as an indepen- 
dent, management consultant for 
the GBPC lasted from 1979 until 
June. Pollenz said Coogan’s other 
titles — legal counsel and project 
manager — were made up by 
Police Chief William F. Quinn, 
the GBPC’s chairman. 

The GBPC’s lack of oversight 
and legal structure left Coogan 
“to his own devices,”’ according 
to Pollenz, who compared Quinn 
and the BAPERN system to an 
Egyptian pharoah who wants to 
build the greatest pyramid in the 
world, but does not want to be 
bothered with the project’s 
details. 

Quinn and other city officials 
who handled GBPC funds ‘‘never 
followed procedures," he claim- 
ed. 

The missing funds and other 
problems should not come as a 
surprise, Pollenz said, because 
city officials, acting as the 
GBPC's fiscal agents, ‘never,

took the time to understand what 
was going on.”’ 

“Ask Chief Quinn or the comp- 
troller or the purchasing agent 
why they signed their names over 
and over again on purchase 
orders without checking whether 
there were funds on deposit when 
the purchase orders were signed.

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City sues developers 


CAMBRIDGE — The City of 
Newton is suing the developers of 
@ townhouse condominium pro- 
ject for failing to provide two 
“‘promised” low-income housing 
units that were to be built off-site 
in Ward 4. 

Filed in Middlesex Superior 
Court, the suit names as defen- 
dants Peter Bailey and John A. 
Humbert, trustees of the First 
Riverwood Trust, having a prin- 
ciple place of business at 480 
Commonwealth Ave., Boston. 
The trust also was named as a 
defendant. 

According to the suit, the two 
units of low-income housing were 
to have been built off-site in con- 
junction with 26 two-bedroom 
units that have been built off of 
Staniford Street. 

The city, represented by Assis- 
tant City Solicitor Attorney G 
Michael Peirce, claims that the 
trust broke its promise to provide 


over 10 percent 


the low-income units and asks 
that the court declare the trust to 
be in violation of its agreement 
with the city. 

It also asks that the court rule 
that the trust violated a revised 
zoning ordinance of 1984 which 
requires that a developer who 
wishes to develop property in 
Newton at residential density 
greater than those permitted pro- 
vide low-income family housing 
or housing for the elderly in an 
amount equal to 10 percent of the 
total dwelling units in the 
development. 

In the suit, the city is asking 
that the court order that the 
defendants to pay the city a suffi- 
cient sum of money to enable it to 
purchase two units that would 
meet city and state standards for 
low-income housing. 

The defendants have 20 days to 
file their answer to the com- 
plaint. 


BC administrator guilty of embezzling 


CAMBRIDGE A former 
Boston College administrator 
pleaded guilty Monday to 


embezzling over $34,000 during 
1981-84 from the college, having 
used some of the stolen money to 


finance his Marblehead 
restaurant. 

David Mitchell, 30, of 
Westwood, former stant 





director and business manager of 
the housing department, admit- 
ted to stealing school funds and to 
converting them for his personal 
use in such enterprises as Mit- 
chell’s Marblehead restaurant 
called McKeon’s. 

Superior Court Judge Richard 
S. Kelley, sitting in Middlesex 
Court sentenced Mitchell to a 
suspended term of 3-5 years at 
the Massachusetts Correctional 
Institution at Walpole. 

Judge Kelley, saying in- 
carceration would have ‘‘no con- 
structive effect,’’ imposed three 
‘years of probation, ordered Mit- 
chell to repay the college the 
stolen $34,514, another $15,631 to 
cover Boston College's investiga- 
tion costs and $3,750 to cover 
court costs. 

. Commenting on the sentence, 
“Middlesex District Attorney 
Scott Harshbarger said he was 
disappointed Kelley chose not to 
imprison Mitchell. The district 
“attorney’s office, represented by 
Assistant District Attorney 
Lawrence Dugan, had recom- 
mended a commitment of two 
and one half years at the 








Billerica House of Correction. 

Harshbarger said, ‘This kind 
of sentence sends an_ inap- 
propriate message to the com- 
munity...it is a dangerous prece- 
dent to turn a crime... particular- 
ly in this kind of calculating, 
premeditated crime...into 
something you can buy your way 
out of, frankly. Unfortunately, 
what it does is leave defendants 
out on the street who can pay.” 

Harshbarger added, “every 
dication our office has got is that 
he’s going to pay the restitution 
out of the profits of his 
restaurant.” 

Judge Kelley said incarcera- 
tion would likely ‘‘disrupt’’ Mit- 
chell’s ability to repay the school. 

Mitchell pleaded guilty to over 
30 counts of larceny, embezzle- 
ment, making false entries into 
the college’s corporate books, 
and larceny by fraud. 

The district attorney's in- 
vestigation revealed that Mit- 
chell and a co-defendant, 
Richard E. Collins, 40, of 
Dedham, the former director of 
Boston College’s housing depart- 
ment, used the stolen funds to 
finance “lavish lifestyles’? that 
included ski trips to Vale, Colo., 
rental of a house in Falmouth, 
and the purchase of a saxaphone 
for Collins’ son, 


Collins still faces indictments 
charging him with having 
embezzled an additional $56,000 
in Boston College housing funds 















Big campaign for moratorium question 


NEWTON CENTRE 
REZONE leader Thomas Paulini 
says the campaign to win over- 
whelming public support for a 
construction moratorium is in 
high gear. 

“We've sent out a mailing urg- 
ing people to vote yes on Question 
2, the moratorium,” Paulini 
says. ‘‘We are making posters 
and setting up a schedule for 
election day activities. We have a 
meeting scheduled for October 30 
to further publicize the 
moratorium and we are also set- 
ting up polls to find out how we 
are doing.” 

Paulini says in addition to cam- 
paigning for the moratorium, 
REZONE will campaign for and 
against aldermanic candidates 
based on their position on the 
ballot question. 

“Through our mailing of 3,200 
flyers, we are asking the voters 
to deny their votes to the people 
who voted to deny them their 
right to make a choice on the 
moratorium issue,’’ Paulini says. 
“We will ask the voters not to 
support Aldermen Paul Daley, 
Carol Robinson, Matthew Jeffer- 
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son, Robert Tennant and Sondra 
Shick.” 

In addition, Paulini says, the 
REZONE flyers are asking 
voters to support Aldermen 
Rodney Barker, Michael Malec, 
Richard McGrath, George 
Mansfield and candidates Susan 
Basham, Alan Ciccone and Polly 
Bryson, 

“We are trying to make the 
voters aware of who supported 
their right to decide and who 
didn’t,’ Paulini says of the mail- 
ings. 

REZONE is trying to stir 
public interest in an election 
without the benefit of a mayoral 
race, Paulini says he hopes 
voters will come out to vote on 
the moratorium, 

“It's hard to say how many 
people we will rustle up 
specifically for the moratorium,’ 
Paulini says. ‘'A lot of people are 
apathetic and (Election Commis- 
sion Executive Secretary Alan) 
Licarie is saying he expects only 
about 15 percent of registered 
voters to go to the polls, We hope 
to get that figure up to around 25 
percent,”

Edison shifts blame 


NEWTON — Boston Edison of- 
ficials last week blamed the ci- 
ty’s reluctance to trim trees pro- 
perly for many of the widespread 
power outages caused by Hur- 
ricane Gloria. 

The criticism came during an 
aldermanic Public Facilities 
Committee discussion on why it 
took the utility so long to restore 
power to the 40,000 Garden City 
customers whose homes were 
blacked out by the storm 

“We want more clearance on 
trimming trees. With a good tree- 
trimming policy, the outages can 
be avoided. A policy like that will 
save the city money with other 
severe storms in the future,” 
Edison District Manager Walter 
McGaulley said

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For alderman, the Graphic endorses ... 


We envy those Newton voters 
who already have their minds 
made up as to whom they will 
vote for in next Tuesday’s 
citywide election 

There are very few real con- 
tests this year for seats on the 
Board of Aldermen. More’s the 
pity, because incumbents and the 
entire city could only profit from 
some vigorous challenges. While 
we lament the dearth of 
challengers, we have to admit 
that, in a couple of important 
races, it is very difficult to pick a 
candidate. 








Ward 2, Alderman-at-Large 


In Ward 2, three c 
vying for two at-large seats: in- 
cumbent Louis Irwin and 
challenge! oshua Davidson and 
Allan Ciccone. 

We wholeheartedly endorse the 
re-election of Louis Irwin, whose 
methodical approach to solving 
problems has represented a 
refreshing change from the way 
some of his colleagues operate. 
Irwin has been an outspoken 
booster of a new, main libr: a 
the corner of Homer and 
streets. His resolutions, the latest 
of which urged President Reagan 
to make real progr toward the 
reduction of nuclear weaponry, 
have served to jog the cons- 
ciences of his fellow alderme: 

We look forward to Irwin’ 
cond term on the board, thinking 
that, with more experience and 
confidence, he can play a larger 
role there. 

We find it impossible to en- 
dorse either of the two 
challengers. Davidson, a 
newcomer to the Garden City 
even though members of 
family have lived here for years, 
lacks credentials. 

An unknown in city govern- 
ment, he has garnered some en- 
viable endorsements — including 
those of outgoing Alderman Ed 
Richmond and Ward 2 
Democratic Committee 
Chairperson Martina *kson — 
but we insist that a seat on the 
Board of Aldermen should not be 
a candidate's first involvement 
with the way the city is run. After 
a couple of years ‘‘in the tren- 
ches,”’ he might well be a viable 
candidate for the board, but to 


andidates are 

































recommend him for the office at 
this point would be to overlook 
the complicated nature of city 
government 

Allan Ciccone, after years in 
the city's Police Department, 
should have a good working 
knowledge of the concerns of city 
residents, but he has yet to take 
step one toward putting his 
knowlege to work. He ran for the 
same seat two years ago, but we 
feel involvement in city affairs 
should amount to more than run- 
ning a campaign. 

Ciccone has the knowlege need- 
ed for the job, but he has yet to 
display the positive energy need- 
ed to do it right. 


Ward 4, Ward Alderman 


Without a doubt, the most im- 
portant race in the city. Carol 
Ann Shea, ward alderman from 
Auburndale for the past 10 years 
and president of the Board of 
Alderman, is being challenged by 
Polly Bryson, longtime com- 
munity activist and president of 
the Auburndale Community 
Association. 

It must be remembered that 
this is not a race for the presiden- 
cy of the Board of Aldermen. This 
race will determine who will 
represent the residents of Ward 4 
most effectively in City Hall 
who will address their concerns, 
listen to their problems, ag- 
gressively seek solutions and pro- 
tect their neighborhood. 

Shea has done just that, but it 
has been years since she was in 
the forefront. When she first 
came on the board, she was ac- 
tively involved in protecting her 
constituents from commercial 
encroachment. She was a leader 
in the fight to preserve open 
space in the city and buy up land 
to be held for conservation. 

She can take some of the credit 
for helping to keep the Williams 
and Burr schools open. Her 
record of constituent service is on 
a par with most of her colleagues. 
Her endorsements include the 
names of some of the brightest 
political lights in the city. 

But the promise on which her 
successful presidential coup was 
based two years ago has never 
been fulfilled. The ‘‘tenor of the 
board,’”’ the argumentative at- 








titude of some aldermen which 
was once cited as a reason why 
many viable candidates would 
not run for office, has not chang- 
ed substantially since she 
managed to grasp the gavel. 

The business of the board, 
which is bound to have its ups and 
downs in the largest municipal 
legislature in the commonwealth, 
is not being conducted any more 
efficiently than it was under the 
previous setup. Critics contend 
that Shea’s appointments to some 
of the board’s committee chairs 
have not helped things run any 
more smoothly. 

If, as Shea contended when she 
was bucking for the presidency, 
“It’s time for a change,” then it 
is still time for a change. She has 
not delivered on her promise. 

Polly Bryson’s credentials as 











an effective advocate for the 
residents of Ward 4 are for- 
midable. From the Girl Scouts to 
the reuse committees for the 
Auburndale Yard and Warren Jr. 
High, she has worked long and 
hard to see that things were done 
right. In Auburndale, when they 
say, ‘‘Let the other guy do it,”’ the 
“other guy”’ has very often been 
Polly Bryson, 

Testimony to her ability to 
organize, communicate and per- 
suade can be found in her being 
one of the founders of the Newton 
Neighborhood Network. What 
began as an idea in Bryson’s 
head has grown to be a coalition 
of no less than 38 separate 
neighborhood organizations from 
every part of the city. It is a 
decidedly “grassroots” sort of 
organization with which a 


“grassroots” activist like Bryson 
is most comfortable. 

We have to wonder how 
Bryson’s experience with 
neighborhood activism would 
translate to the Board of 
Aldermen. It has gone well in the 
past for others who used 
neighborhood activism as a spr- 
ingboard to City Hall. The late 
Robert Shuman from Oak Hill 
was a good example. 

But Bryson would have to avoid 
applying simple solutions to com- 
plex problems. Neighborhood 
problems and citywide problems 
have a lot in common, but the lat- 
ter have ramifications that pro- 
hibit a parochial approach. 

Another hazard Bryson would 
have to avoid if she were elected 
would be her close alliance with 
Alderman Richard McGrath. 
What we do not need on the Board 
of Alderman is another rubber 
stamp. The fact that she has 
separated herself from him in the 
past, especially with regard to 
the propriety of the mixed- 
income housing project at the old 
St. Jean's School, suggests that 
she would not allow her political 
mentor to dominate her thinking. 

For the job that is being con- 
tested — fighting for the best in- 
terests of the Auburndale com- 
munity — we have to endorse 
Bryson, 


Ward 5, Alderman-at-Large 


In Ward 5, three candidates are 
running for two at-large seats: 
incumbents Paul Coletti and Paul 
Daley and challenger Harold 
Williams. 

Paul Coletti still deserves an 
endorsement for his work as head 
of the first Revaluation Subcom- 
mittee, a thankless task that 
sandwiched him between a 
recalcitrant administration and 
an enraged mob of disgruntled 
taxpayers. 

Since then, he has continued to 
carry more than his share of the 
aldermanic workload as chair- 
man of the Finance Committee. 

We are stuck reiterating a 
strange endorsement we made in 
the Ward 5 race two years ago: 
together, Williams and Daley 
would make a great alderman. 
While Daley is extremely 
knowledgeable about the work- 


ings of city government, 
Williams promises to come to 
meetings on a regular basis and 
devote much of his time to the 
task. 


Ward 6, Alderman-at-Large 


In Ward 6, four candidates are 
running for two at-large seats; 
incumbent Rodney Barker and 
challengers Laurel Karp, Susan 
Basham and John Amicangioli. 

We have to endorse Barker, 
even though the focus of his con- 
cerns suggests the ‘‘at-large’’ 
after his name might not be ex- 
actly appropriate. He has proven 
himself sensitive to residents’ 
concerns and ready to act on 
them regardless of how his pro- 
posals have been received by his 
colleagues on the board. 

As an aside, he has fielded 
some sharp barbs from these 
pages with extremely good 
humor — a definite asset in an 
alderman. 

Susan Basham’s intelligence, 
drive and experience with the 
machinery of city government 
suggest she might be the best 
candidate for the second at-large 
slot. She tackled a difficult pro- 
blem when she accepted the 
leadership of the Hyde School 
reuse advisory group. Some 
measure of her success with that 
venture can be found in the fact 
that she has also been named to 
the Bigelow Jr. High reuse com- 
mittee. 

Our only reservation regarding 
Basham's effectiveness as an 
alderman comes from the fear 
that she might possibly fall into 
lockstep with the other two 
aldermen from the Highlands. 
Anyone who has real fears about 
that would do well to vote for the 
more conservative John 
Amicangioli. 


Ward 7, Alderman-at-Large 


In Ward 7, three candidates are 
running for two at-large seats. In- 
cumbents Dominic Taglienti and 
Verne Vance are being challeng- 
ed by Nicholas Kyriakos. 

The choice is clear. Taglienti 
and Vance are two of the finest 
aldermen on the board. The city 
is lucky to have men of their 
calibre willing to serve.

A moratorium on construc- 
tion is the wrong response to 
Newton’s growth problems, 
and we urge residents to vote 
“no’’ on the moratorium 
resolution on next Tuesday's 
ballot. 


To merit support, a referen- 
dum on a major public policy 
question should be both sound 
and useful. This proposal is 
neither. Halting construction 
would be a knee-jerk response 








to a complicated issue. Some 
might argue that because it is 
non-binding, this ballot ques- 
tion will do nothing more than 
register residents’ concern 
about development. But clear- 
ly that concern has been 
registered, Passing this item 
would simply lend a false 
sense of promise to the myth 
there is a simple cure for 
growth pains, and put officials 
under the wrong kind of 
pressure. 


The goal of Newton's 
reasonable leaders and 
residents should be to manage 
growth for the general 
welfare. That means planned 
development, modern zoning 
regulations and strict zoning 
enforcement, and maintaining 
a balance between residential 
and commercial property 
which is economically sound in 
terms of taxes, employment 
and shopping 


Unbridled development 
would clearly erode the quali- 
ty of life, strain municipal ser- 
vices, create congestion and 
degrade the environment. But 
a sudden stop would damage 
the tax structure and be 
vulnerable to legal challenge. 
A moratorium also might well 
stampede developers to build 
while they still have a chance. 


Newton has responded to the 
challenge of dealing with

growth problems. The Zoning 
Review Committee now at 
work is taking a detailed look 
at regulations and policy. Only 
such a line-by-line, 
neighborhood-by- 
neighborhood analysis will be 
of lasting value.

Residents do not need this 
moratorium to be involved in 


the future of their city’s 
growth, They should continue 
to speak out with their con- 
cerns through their represen- 
tatives and at public hearings 
on individual projects.

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Argument valid but unsound Countryside needs to grow 


The letter by Paul Samson 
about the Hyde/Oak Hill closing 
is logically reasoned, but pro- 
ceeds from an error in fact. Mr 
Samson argues quite rightly that 
the serious overcrowding of the 
Newton southside elementary 
schools is the result of closing two 
schools on the south side, rather 
than one in the south and one in 
the north. 

He says, ‘‘after the committee 
had voted 8-1 to close Hyde, it 
was the committee member from 
the Hyde community that cast 
the deciding vote in the 5-4 deci- 
sion to close Oak Hill, rather than 
Williams, and who therefore or- 
dained that the Hyde children 
and many Oak Hill children 
would end up in overcrowded 
schools."’ 

Unfortunately for Mr. Sam- 
son's argument, that was not the 
true sequence of events. In fact, 
the school committee first decid- 
ed, in a 5-4 decision, to close Oak 
Hill. After that decision had been 
made, all committee members 
except one made the fatal deci- 
sion to close Hyde, with the 
foreseeable consequences. 

As to the question of which 
school, Oak Hill or Hyde, should 
have been closed —I still think it 
would have made more sense to 
close the school which was half 
empty, Oak Hill, rather than 
Hyde, which was overflowing. 
Bussing Oak Hill’s approximate- 
ly 150 pupils to Angier and Bowen 
would have made more sense 
than bussing a great portion of 
Hyde’s 350 pupils, 95 percent of 
whom lived within half a mile of 
the school. 

No matter how you cut it, it just 
did not make sense to close a full 
school in the center of greatest 
child population, at a time when 
enrollment was known to be go- 
ing up. Just try to explain it to a 
stranger; I doubt that it has been 
done anywhere else in America; 
it certainly has not been done 
anywhere else in Newton. 

But the problem for us now is to 
look for solutions; and this should 
be done by the new school com- 
mittee, with as many options as 
possible before them. The can- 
didates are very much aware of 
the overcrowding problem, and 
expect to have before them four 
possible options: 1) city-wide 
redistricting, the so-called “‘rip- 
ple” effect; 2) grade reorganiza- 
tion, with a grade 6-8 middle 
school, which would require re- 
opening Bigelow — much more 
expensive to run than Hyde; 3) 
re-opening Hyde, using the sound 
building only, which could be 
done by Sept. 1986, and would 
finally end the whole issue, since 
without Hyde children, there 
would be room in Angier and 
Bowen to receive new children 
from the Oak Hill area, thus 
relieving the future pressure on 
country-side; and lastly, 4) 
building space on to Mason-Rice, 
Bowen, Zervas, and Countryside,

over the years, using mobile 
classroom units as necessary to 
relieve the pressure during the 
many years of the planning, con- 
tract and building process. 

(Building on to Countryside, in- 
cidentally is judged to cost bet- 
ween $300,000 and $500,000 and is 
complicated by the fact that it is 
in a ‘‘flood plain,’ so that 
building beside it will probably 
not be allowed, and the building 
would have to be on top of the ex- 
isting building.) 

Deciding between these options 
will not be easy, since the first 
two are highly and widely un- 
popular and will affect the entire 
city. The last option will depend 
upon the mayor and the board of 
alderman being willing to allot 
the money, and will prolong the 
issue and decision-making pro- 
cess over the next 10 years, since 
enrollment figures show that 
within 10 years every one of the 
five receiver schools will be over 
100 percent capacity. Further- 
more, from the time a school 
feels pressured to the time it ac- 
tually has newly built space could 
easily be four years, more than 
half the school years of an 
elementary school child. 

In these circumstances, it 
seems unthinkable that the 
mayor has suddenly and 
unilaterally decided to eliminate 
the one permanent solution which 
could be executed quickly, with 
minimum impact: the re-opening 
of Hyde. He has taken this mo- 
ment to contract with a developer 
for the Hyde site, specifying that 
the sound building, retained by 
the city, should be used for han- 
dicapped housing, instead of re- 
taining the option of reopening it 

s a school. If done last spring, 
action would be understan- 
dable. At this time, it is reprehen- 
sible. The people of Newton ought 
to have a say in the matter, 
through their elected represen- 
tatives on the new School Com- 
mittee; and that new committee 
should be given all possible 
latitude to come to a wise deci- 
sion, 

It must now be obvious whence 
came the original decision of the 
School Committee to close Hyde. 
The power of the purse is very 
great; and we all know who 
gives, or does not give, the School 
Committee its yearly budget. 
Why the mayor has such strong 
and relentless interest in 
abolishing the Hyde School is not 
known; but that he does, is now 
beyond question.

NEW YORK — After years of 
flirtatious courtship, the televi- 
sion set and the stereo have final- 
ly married, producing offspring 
ranging from humble stereo- 
capable sets to ambitious 250- 
command audio-video ex- 
travaganzas. 

Stirred by the advent of low- 
priced videotape recorders and 
cable television, consumers are 
expecting more from television 
hardware than ever before. 

Sales of stereo television sets 
this year will total $700 million, 
projection TVs will account for 
$650 million in sales, and another 
$675 million will be spent on 
televisions with expanded screen 
sizes, 

The electronics industry has 
responded to consumer desires 
with a record number of com- 
ponents liberating your television 
set from the sonic ravages of a 3- 
inch speaker, ranging in price 
from $500 to $7,000. 

But before laying down any 
money, the first step in improv- 
ing the way your television 
sounds is deciding whether an in- 
tegrated home entertainment 
system is right for your 
household. . 

Audio Magazine Editor Ivan 
Berger, co-author of the for- 
thcoming book ‘‘The New Sound 
of Stereo,’’ said, ‘‘A lot of people 
find after they have integrated 
their systems that they 
deintegrate them,” 

“If you have one master home 
entertainment system, it’s fine if 
you live alone,” Berger said. 
“But if you have a family, you 
might find one person wants to 
listen to records and one watch 
TV. Then somebody’s out of 
luck.” 

If you’re a bachelor or you 
have more than one set, you’re 
ready to proceed. 

The least expensive way to 
take advantage of the FM-quality 
signal beamed to your set is to 
buy a cable linking the audio out- 
put jack on the back of the TV to 
your stereo, High Fidelity 
Magazine Editor-In-Chief 
William Tynan said. 

Available at any audio-video 
supply store, the cable only can 
be used if your set has an audio 
output jack, he said. If not, it will 
probably cost about $50 to have a 
TV repairman rewire the set so 
that the TV’s audio circuitry can 
be bypassed, Tynan said. 

Although NBC and MTV have 
been boasting about their stereo 
signals, many local and cable 
systems rebroadcast that signal 
to you in mono, he said. 

You still can get simulated 
stereo sound by buying an inex- 
pensive stereo decoder — and if 
you're buying a new set, make 
sure it’s capable of plugging into 
sucha device, Tynan said,

If you have the money and the 
inclination to start building an in- 
tegrated system from scratch, 
Berger recommended starting 
with a television that has audio 
output jacks and an_ audio 
receiver with ja for video. 

The most obvious advantage to 
buying a manufacturer's _in- 
tegrated system, as opposed to 
simply hooking up the TV you 
own to your stereo, is the ability 
to control all of your components 
from a single remote control. 

RCA has the leading edge in the 
field with its Dimensia system.

Technics’ elaborate AV-500 
system, which retails for $3,500, 
includes a TV receiver, VCR, 
stereo tuner, cassette deck, turn- 
table, three-way speakers and an 
optional compact disc player.

Paulini says moratorium sup- 
porters, encouraged by the 
board’s interest, then tried to get 
an initiative petition passed that 
would have put a binding ques- 
tion on the ballot. Aug. 7, 
however, the city solicitor’s of- 
fice ruled against it. Paulini says 
he then decided to go the non- 
binding ballot question route, 
which was finally approved in 
late September.

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Halloween, time for fantasy

This Halloween, the streets of 
local cities and towns will be

For children, psychologists 
say, Halloween means one of the 
few chances each year to experi- 
ment with fantasies and drives in 
a safe, controlled situation 

And while for some parents, 
the thought of little Joey suited 
up as an Uzi-toting ‘Soldier of 
Fortune’’ may seem like an ap- 
palling omen of psychological 
disturbance to come, experts y 
such costumes are actually a 
healthy expression of the natural 
stages in a child’s development 
They also can serve to give kids a 
sense of mastery over their own 
fears, and can be a way of joining 
ith their peers 
Dr. Jason Stengel, a 
licensed psychologist and direc- 
tor of the Psychological Counsel- 
ing Center in Norwood, ‘‘It’s an 
experiment for later life.”’ 

The fifth and sixth graders 
crowding around a visitor at the 
Balch School in Norwood during 
a recent morning recess were 
more than happy to relate the in- 
tricate details of their Halloween 
costumes and their plans for 
trick or treating 

“I'm going to be a robber,” 
declared 10-year-old Mike 
Anagnos, who said he was team- 
ing up with friends for the event. 
“We're going out and we're going 
to shoot water guns and we'll 
chase girls and stuff down the 
street." 

“T’m being a gypsy ‘cause I can 
wear all my jewelry,’ explained 
11-year-old Christine Doe. Her 
friend Chery] Palsic, also 11, had 
a similar outfit in mind — that of 
a dance hall girl. “My mother 
has this old dress that I can wear. 
I can wear that and lots of 
jewelry,’’ she offered. Such 
feminine costumes are a new 
idea for both girls, who last year 
dressed as a clown and a 
“mailwoman,” respectively. 

Ten-year-olds Debra 
Narkevicius and Ida 
Samargedlis planned to make 
themselves up as old ladies, 
while Eric Griffin, 11, said he was 
dressing as ‘Twisted Sister’ 
rock star Dee Snyder, and 
classmate Michael Fraone 
reported that he and his friends 
would be robbers ‘‘because they 
go around taking people’s can- 
dy.”’ Griffin said last year he was 
a “ghostbuster” and his friend’s 
sister was a ghost ‘‘so I chased 
her all the way around the 
neighborhood.” 

Should Griffin’s and Fraone’s 
parents worry that their kids are 
getting too involved in this little 
bit of play-acting? Not a chance, 
say psychologists. 

“IT think it’s constructive as 
long as it’s kept under control, 
and I think one of the best ways to 
keep it under control is to have 
community parties ... places to 
return to after trick or treating,” 
commented Dr, Edward Pollak, 
a licensed clinical psychologist 
and director of clinical services 
at ACA Counseling Services in 
Walpole. ‘‘Lots of 13- and 14-year- 
old boys, (for example), have ac- 
ting out ideologies, but on this 
particular night they can really 
let it all out and act as little 
hoods,’’ Pollak added. ‘I’ve been 
in practice for 15 years and I've 
seen scads of that.” 

‘Halloween, as a holiday, is a 
way to express feelings that 
might not be acceptable in any 
other (situation),’’ agreed 
Stengel, of the Psychological 
Counseling Center. “They can 
scare people; they can act 
angry.” 

Stengel said he often suggests 
to parents that they take pictures 
of their kids in costume ‘'so that 
the children later on can see 
themselves and remind 
themselves of how they looked,”’ 
as well as to let the children know 
that ‘‘it’s OK to be scary,” 

If the costume a kid selects 
does “strike a chord” with 
parents, it might be a signal that 
the parents need to examine their 
own feelings around a certain 
issue, rather than that there is 
any cause for concern about the 
child, Stengel noted 

For children in the primary 
grades, monsters, witches and 




































other ‘agressive’ costumes can 
be wonderful vehicles for over- 
coming their fears, the 
psychologists agreed. As Leele

“The Learning Center.” 

“We read so much psychology 
into just normal types of things,” 
she declared, adding that there is 
nothing wrong with most 
costumes s long as kids can 
differentiate between what they 
are and what they act like.” 

Is there anything a child could 
choose to be that might be cause 
for concern? Well, maybe, say 
the psychologists, but only if it 
were extreme or age- or sex- 
inappropriate. 

“The parents might be con- 
cerned, for example, if a seven- 
or eight-year-old boy, who should 
be, really, more into masculine 
stereotype behavior, started 
dressing up in a girl’s outfit,” 
commented William Corley, 
director of children’s services for 
Cutler Counseling Center in Nor- 
wood. “I think the light bulb 
would go off: maybe this kid has 
some identity problems (that 
are) not abnormal, but maybe 
might make life a little more dif- 
ficult."’ 

And while such crossing of sex- 
ually stereotyped lines isn’t 
necessarily a problem, it would 
certainly be an OK place for 
parents to get involved in the

Doctors win 
national award 
for exhibit

At the end of four years the 
owner has a car with a resale or 
trade-in value which may be 
substantially less than the 
downpayment required on a new 
car. The leaser, however, can 
simply return what he has leas- 
ed, and apply his returned securi- 
ty deposit toward the leasing of 
another late-model car. All he 
needs is the first month's pay- 
ment. 


A thrifty leaser might take the 
downpayment saved, and turn it 
into an investment opportunity. 
For example, you might choose 
not to buy that shiny red car and 
elect instead to lease something a 
little less spectacular. Your mon- 
thly payments would have halv- 
ed, and you could invest the dif- 
ference. And what about the 
downpayment you've avoided 
making? Well, if it were a 
substantial $5,000, and you in- 
vested it in a tax-deferred pro- 
gram at 10 percent, it would grow 
to $30,000 in 20 years. 


And it wouldn’t be long before 
the interest earned on your $5,000 
could be used toward making 
payments on cars leased in the 
future.

NEWTON Dance school 
owner Paulette Harwood can 
look at an orange tutu and see the 
makings of a pumpkin costume.

She still enjoys 
costumes. ‘‘It’s fun.””

Heartbreak Hill race is November 3 


BOSTON — On Nov. 3, an estimated 3,500 people 
will compete in the Superoni Heartbreak Hill 10K to 
raise money for the treatment of birth defects, it 
was announced today by Ruth M. Silin, director of 
Development at Kennedy Memorial Hospital for 
Children, and Charles E. Fiske, director of The 
Genesis Fund.

South bounces back

BEDFORD It was as 
though everyone knew their lines 
to utmost perfection. Newton 
South had rehearsed and 
rehearsed for this one all last 
week. Finally, Saturday after- 
noon, the stage was set; the 
troupers were ready. And when 
the show was over, the football 
Lions had responded with an 
awe-inspiring peformance, a 28-8 
Dual County League victory over 
the Bedford High School Buc- 
caneers, 

With the win, South got itself 
back on the right track after los- 
ing to DCL powerhouses Boston 
Latin (37-8) and Concord-Carlisle 
(43-8) the past two weeks. 

The Lions were in high gear all 
day, totaling a remarkable 328 
rushing yards and 22 first downs. 
Seniors Kevin Rollins (125 yards 
on 28 carries, including a TD) 
and Dave Mosby (113 yards on 15 
carries) and sophomore Leroy 
Browne (73 yards on 12 carries, 
including a pair of TDs) led 
South’s awesome ground game 
from start to finish. But perhaps 
the irony of the whole thing was 
that Newton’s biggest play of the 
game in importance came on an 
option-pass with 1:04 remaining 
in the first half. 





Holding onto a slim, 14-8, lead, 
the Lions played the option to 
perfection on a crucial fourth- 
and-19 situation from the Buc- 
caneer 20. Quarterback Ben Burl- 
ingame pitched out to Rollins, 
who promptly delivered an on- 
the-button touchdown strike to 
Chris Tyler in the right corner of 
the end zone. Burlingame ran for 
the conversion to make the score 
22-8. 

“That (the option play) was the 
turning point,”’ South co Art 
Kojoyian said. ‘‘It put us over the 
hump, gave us some room to 
breathe. Then, in the second half, 
we just ran right at them because 
that’s what we felt we could do.” 

And indeed it worked. After the 
two clubs dueled to a scoreless 
third quarter, the Lions took ad- 
vantage of a Bedford fumble ear- 
ly in the final frame and marched 
70 yards for six points on a drive 
that ate up nearly nine minutes 
on the clock. Rollins did the bulk 
of the legwork, rushing for 42 
yards and scoring the eventual 
touchdown on a_four-yard 
breakthrough to put South on top, 
28-8. Due credit must also be 
given to Newton’s strong offen- 
sive line, which made big gaps 
for its runners all afternoon. 

“We felt we were prepared (for 
the game),’’ Bedford coach Ar- 
mand Sabourin said later. ‘They 





(the Lions) just beat us up front 
on the line.”’ 

A prime example of this came 
on the first possession of the 
game when the Lions paraded 80 
yards on the ground for the score. 
Rollins, Mosby and Browne 
brought South from its own 20 to 
the Buccaneer 35. Then, the of- 
fensive line made room for 
Browne, who burst up the middle 
and eluded several tacklers on 
his way to the end zone. The fleet- 
footed tailback also added the 
conversion to give the Lions an 
early, 8-0, edge 

Newton, aided by the fine 
defensive efforts of brothers John 
and Rob Hillis, forced the home 
club to punt once again, giving 
South good field position at its 
own 42. Then, a couple of key 
runs by Browne and Mosby set up 
the Rollins-to-lyler TD. The 
first, a 14-yard sprint by Browne, 
put the ball on the Bedford 36, 
while the second, a 13-yard jostle- 








up-the-middie by Mosby, gave 
South control at the Buccaneer 
23. Soon after, Newton struck 


with the big play, and the Lions 
led, 22-8, at the break 

“We ran that p 
to fake them out,’’ Kojoyian said. 
“We knew they weren't expec- 
ting Rollins to throw the ball.” 

South’s final tally came on its 
first possession of the fourth

quarter. Again, Newton's defense 
played an instrumental role, as 
the Lions put a halt to a Bedford 
55-yard drive with some nice 
teamwork. Mosby stripped the 
ball from Donny Campbell, 
before Browne quickly pounced 
on the loose ball and gave South 
control on its own 30. A magnifi- 
cent running attack led by 
Rollins on Newton’s next posses- 
sion sealed the win for the Lions, 
who ran their record to 4-2 
overall and 1-2 in the DCL. 

So how does Kojoyian explain 
the downfalls of the past two 
games compared with this 
week's sudden uprising? Ac- 
cording to the South skipper, the 
answer is quite simple. 
“Concord-Carlisle and Boston 
Latin are loaded with athletes,” 
the coach said. ‘‘We're not in that 
category, neither is Bedford 
When you're young and inex- 
perienced like we are, talented 
athletes will do a job on 
you...(But) when we can match 
up with teams (such as Bedford), 
we'll execute and do things 
right.”’ 

So, with the big win under their 
belts, the Lions will have all the 
momentum they'll need when 
they face a very powerful West 
Roxbury club Saturday at 
Newton South. Kickoff is at 2 
p.m.

LEOMINSTER — This was 
the one Peter Capodilupo has 
been waiting for since he took 
over as the Newton North coach 
in the fall of 1984.

Leominster did adjust a bit at 
halftime, aided by the absence of 
Newton fullback Chris Rutan, 
who sprained an ankle in the se- 
cond period, but the Tigers 
responded when they had to.

Prices started to escalate dramatically in December 1984. ‘‘After 
Christmas it was like lighting a candle,” said Anita Jauregui, Cen- 
tury 21 partner. ‘‘A person who bought last year could put their house 
back on the market today for $50,000 more. I know of one person who 
has done that.”’ 

In the spring and early summer, buyers actually were outbidding 
each other for homes. A two-family home initially marketed for 
$198,000 was sold the afternoon of an open house for the asking price, 
said Jauregui. A $105,000 home sold in one afternoon for $1,000 more 
than the asking price. At present, a unique home such as a contem- 
porary, a good two-family house, or ‘‘handyman’s special’ occa- 
sionally will top the asking price, according to Spencer Lookner of 
Lookner Real Estate. 

Real estate agents say sales no longer lag during the traditionally 
slow fall and winter months. 

“People are buying year round,” said Jauregui.

The lowest-priced home in Newton, as listed in the most recent MLS 
bulletin, is located at 46 Heatherland Road in Newton Highlands, It 
was listed at $159,900 — down from an original asking price of $169,00. 
It has been assessed for tax purposes at $79,000. 

The six-room house has no basement or garage, a limited attic, a 
tiny work kitchen with metal cabinets, two average bedrooms, a 
large living room with hardwood floors, and a small porch converted 
into a year-round room. The backyard of the 7,236-square-foot lot pro- 
vides a quiet place to relax. 

“It's a starter home,” explained Spencer Lookner of Lookner Real 
Estate. ‘‘It’s an alternative to a condo.” 

According to Lookner, it is location which makes this property — 
situated in a quiet neighborhood of $260,000 homes within a mile of an 
MBTA stop. But she admits the house needs work both inside and out. 

Closer to the average Newton price of $210,000 is a garrison Colonial 
on Philbrick Road in Newton Highlands currently selling for $199,000. 
This home has been on the market for two months and was originally 
listed by the owner at $222,000. 

What do you get for $199,000? Three large bedrooms, 1'2 baths, a 
working fireplace with a ‘‘lovely’’ oak mantel and good sized living 
and dining rooms. It also gets you an exterior which needs repainting 
and a roof badly in need of repair — a job the the owner says she will 
be willing to undertake. 

The size of the rooms makes this house attractive, but its noisy 
location adjacent to Route 9 would be prized only for its convenience 
to other major thoroughfares and the Chestnut Hill Mall. The house 
sits on a 6,170-square-foot lot. The owner, who lived in the home for 31 
years, is seeking to move into a Chestnut Hill condominium following 
the death of her husband. 

Charyle and Redmond Clark bought their Newton Lower Falls 
home on Concord Street for $111,000 just 2% years ago, Today, after 
landscaping the backyard, painting the exterior of the house and in- 
stalling new gutters and storm windows, and painting and wallpaper- 
ing the interior, the Clarks, who are moving to Washington, D.C., are 
trying to sell the 12-room home for $269,000. It has been assessed for 
tax purposes at $108,400. 

The house is priced to sell, said real estate agent Carol Butterworth 
of Century 21, “‘It has a lot of charm,”’ she said, pointing out the hard- 
wood floors throughout the house, recessed bookcases and china 
cabinet, and four plus bedrooms. Built in 1938, the house still has its 
original oil furnance, and on the second floor one must walk through 
some of the bedrooms to reach others, Concord Street is a slightly 
busy artery. 

Charyle Clark uses one of two finished rooms in the attic as a

large backyard, and its location in Newton Lower Falls is convenient 
to the MDC golf course, shops, health club and nursery school.

Hard as it may be to believe, local real estate agents claim there has 
been a general downturn in the market since spring, most noticeably 
since July. 

“What would have sold in a couple of weeks, now takes a month to 
60 days, said Anita Jauregui of Century 21 Realty in Newton. 

That delay suggests prices are a little high. In spring sellers were 
getting close to asking price. ‘‘Now between what they're putting on 
and what they’re getting is about a 5- to 10-percent difference.” 

According to Jauregui, the market has softened for two reasons, 
The supply of homes for sale exceeds demand. ‘In the spring there 
were 75 houses on the market, now there are over 250."" 

“T think a lot of homeowners saw what happened in the spring and 
are trying to cash in on it,”’ added Secondly, buyers are balking at 
prices. ‘‘Most houses in Newton are over $200,000. This year did it. 
We've lost a lot of buyers who fall into the under $200,000 category." 
Jauregui said such people who might have gone to a Newton real 
estate agent and tried to find something in that category, aren’t com- 
ing in, They’re giving up after looking at the newspaper listings, she 
said. 

The agent said homes have appreciated between 25 and 30 percent 
in the past year. Although the market is soft, Jauregui doesn’t think it 
will go down, but homes will appreciate at a more normal pace of 5 to 
8 percent. 

Likewise, Brookline realtor John Campbell said some realtors 
might term the current market ‘‘slow.” But he added it is slow only 
when compared to the flurry of activity last spring.

Small lots nonwithstanding, Newton is still one of the most-desired 
places to live in greater Boston. According to Jauregui, even those 
who can’t afford Newton still dream of eventually living there. 

“People are going out for two to three years, buying in Sharon and 
Framingham with the idea of coming back (to Newton),"’ she said. 

Harrington termed the Garden City ‘‘the quintessential suburb”’ 
because of its proximity to Boston, recreational attractions, top- 
ranked school system and the status of having a large professional 
community of doctors, lawyers and professors who call Newton 
home. 


Newton Planning Director Barry Canner agreed with Jauregui that 
housing will continue to appreciate at a rate slightly greater than in- 
flation as long as the economy remains stable. But whether those who 
buy now will continue to be able to make a killing is in doubt. 

“There is a limit to a person’s ability to pay,’’ said Canner, ‘But 
I'm still astounded at prices people are able to get.” 

Driving these prices to even more “‘astounding”’ levels is a scarcity 
of developable land in Newton. 

“There’s nothing to develop in Newton unless you want to buy a 
building and then tear it down."’ Campbell said. 

Nader Mameghani, who is president of Rezna Management, 
agreed. 

“It’s almost impossible to find vacant land in Newton,"’ he said. 
“Not many builders get to build. 1 saw one parcel off Rt. 9 near the 
Purity Supreme. They’re asking $300,000 for a half-acre. Even if they 
get $200,000 for it, it’s too much.” 

Since buildable land in Newton is severely limited, Canner said one 
option would be to turn toward multiple-family housing — a land use 
ranking with hazardous waste dumps in terms of popularity. 

“This is a mature area of the country. It’s heavily developed,"’ Can- 
ner said. ‘People like the quality of life they have. But to meet de- 
mand, one would have to increase housing.”

Golf courses and park land comprise the overwhelming majority of 
open space in Newton. But Canner feels it highly unlikely developers 
will be able to pressure the city to turn these toward housing. It would 
take action both by the board of aldermen and state legislature to 
convert park land to another use. Many of the private golf courses 
have applied for a tax abatement available to such recreational 
facilities, Should the owners decide to convert to another use, they 
would have to pay back taxes with interest. Even so, Newton Com- 
monwealth Golf Course sold some of its land for condominium use 
both to help meet expenses and alleviate the shortage of new housing

A little bit of Paris on East 60th St. 


NEW YORK (UPI) — In New York, 
where there are more Irish than in 
Dublin, more Jews than in Tel Aviv and 
more Italians than in Rome, the under- 
represented French take refuge in a lit- 
tle bit of Paris on East 60th Street. 

Called the French Institute-Alliance 
Francaise, it is the focal point of French 
culture in New York. In addition to 
French language and cooking classes 
and a French library and bookstore, it 
schedules French films, theater, lec- 
tures and social events. 

The city’s Alliance Francaise is only 
one of 1,200 such organizations around 
the world and ranks third in size behind 
chapters in Mexico City and Sao Paolo, 
Brazil. 

About 2,000 of the institute’s 8,000 
members are French or French- 
speaking. The rest are simply Fran- 
cophiles who seek greater exposure to 
French arts and language, much like 
those who first joined the Alliance in 
1898, 

The French Institute was formed 13 
years later as a museum of French art 
and a place where French writers came

to talk about current trends. It was one 
of the first places in the United States to 
feature the avant-garde work of Picasso 
and Degas. 

The Institute suffered from the 
ravages of the Depression, however, and 
became increasingly a library and less a 
museum. It was not until 1970 that the In- 
stitute and the Alliance, recognizing 
their common goals, merged. 

“We are not trying only to serve as a 
French center for French people,” said 
Institute-Alliance director Jean Vallier. 
“They do come to our bookstore and our 
library, but our goal is to open ourselves 
to people who are not speaking French 
as well,” 


Vallier said the Institute-Alliance is 
renovating and expanding to ac- 
comodate more artists, dancers and 
speakers from France 

Using money from the sale of air 
rights above its headquarters to the 
developers of the neighboring 
Delmonico Plaza, the Institute-Alliance 
entrance is being enlarged and a new 
400-seat performance space and 125-seat 


lecture hall are being built. 

In the meantime, the  Institute- 
Alliance's hugely popular film series is 
screened in the basement of the 
neighboring Christ Church. 

This season’s films include Claude 
Lelouch's “Cat and Mouse’’ Bertrand 
Tavernier’s ‘‘A Sunday in the Country,” 
“Swann in Love” starring Jeremy Irons 
and Eric Rohmer’s “Full Moon in 
Paris." 


Members also have access to the 
largest French-language lending library 
in the nation, with 40,000 volumes. The 
libra specializing in literature, 
history and philosophy, subscribes to all 
the major French periodicals as well. 

Bread and butter for the Institute- 
Alliance are its French classes for 
adults, which cost $82 to $215 for seven 
weeks. About 6,000 people take the 
classes each year. 

Class members are also required to 
become members at $18 for a year, 
which gives them free entry to the films, 
television screenings, lectures and use of 
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Earthquakes cripple tourism 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) Two 
devastating earthquakes that rumbled 
through Mexico City have emptied its 
hotels of foreign tourists, vital for hard 
currency, but officials are hoping the 
hardier ones will return in a few months. 

“After the earthquakes, we were left 
with no business. It dropped to almost 
zero,” said Manuel Olaiz, marketing 
senior vice president for the company 
that owns Holiday Inn Crowne Plaza, a 
posh capital city hotel. 

The quakes Sept. 19-20 killed more 
than 7,000 and tumbled or seriously 
damaged more than 2,000 buildings. 
Among the destroyed were five hotels 
packed with foreigners. 

Since then, Mexico’s tourism minister, 
Antonio Enriquez Savignac, has cam- 
paigned in the United States and Canada 
to tourist to return and he plans 
another tour at the end of this month 

The flow of Mexican tourists from the 
interior has almost returned to normal, 
officials said. Savignac and Olaiz agree, 
however, the near absence of interna- 
tional tourists remains a problem. 

Mexico, with its beachside resorts, an- 
cient pyramids, colonial-style towns, 
museums and other historical sites, 
relies heavily on its tourism industry to 
bolster a crumbling economy and help 
make payments on an overwhelming $98 
billion foreign debt 





Tourism has consistently been the se- 
cond largest earner of foreign exchange 
after oil, bringing in about $2 billion 
yearly. 

Only hotels in Mexico City and the 
Pacific coastal resort of Ixtapa were 
seriously damaged by the quakes. 

“The country was not devastated,” 
Savignac said recently. 

“Five hotels collapsed in Mexico City, 
including some 750 rooms. There was a 
total of 32,500 hotel rooms in the city, so 
the number of hotels and rooms 
destroyed is relatively little.” 

U.S. Ambassador John Gavin has said 
at least 11 Americans died in the 
disaster, and about a dozen others are 
missing and presumed dead. Most of 
them were staying in one of the five 
hotels that collapsed. 

Savignac and Olaiz said the earth- 
quakes came during the tourism in- 
dustry’s lowest season, September to Oc- 
tober, minimizing the tragedy 

Just outside the elegant Crowne Plaza, 
tourists can see half-collapsed or 
dangerously tilting buildings and cargo 
trucks haul away concrete and steel 
rubble. 

“The hotel’s occupation has been ris- 
ing little by little. We are now at 10 per- 
cent of normal. In November we hope to 
be at 50 to 70 percent and in February, 
100 percent,”’ Olaiz said. 


Most of Mexico’s publicized coastal 
resorts were not seriously affected. But 
Ixtapa, a 15-mile stretch of beach 230 
miles west of Mexico City, was hit hard. 

Half of the nine high-rise hotels were 
closed, and all suffered visible damage. 

The Tourism Ministry and the Na- 
tional Tourism Fund have inspected 
damaged hotels in Mexico City and Ix- 
tapa. They estimated that owners will 
need some $43 million in loans from the 
fund to rebuild them. 


The government fund normally offers 
interest rates 40 percent below bank 
rates, but it will reduce its rates another 
10 percent to help companies recover 
from the crisis. 

Both Olaiz and Savignac said further 
“uncertainty’’ was created among 
potential tourists over the loss of long- 
distance telephone service 





“One of the country’s biggest pro- 
blems is the lack of outside communica- 
tion, I believe that has been a big factor 
in the guests’ hesitancy to come. They 
feared they would not be able to com- 
municate with relatives once they got 
here," Olaiz said 


Telefonos de Mexico has said it may be 
months before full long-distance service 
is restored. The communications 
building was among those destroyed

His 
luggage has been lost, his reservations 
canceled, his shoes eaten by a large 
animal, and once, in an Atlanta elevator, 
he was bitten on the leg by a small boy 

The Frankenstein Travel Award 
allows victims to vent their frustrations 
and win a prize for the most horrible 
vacation experience 

Maier’s account of a nightmare 
eruise to the Yucatan was the hands- 
down winner this year,’’ Reilly says. 

Maier endured a snow storm, a cancel- 
ed airline flight, rancid clothes, 
seasickness, third degree burns, 


rainstorms, food sickness, 40-foot ocean 
swells and a screaming stewardess to 
become the big winner 

Here is her horrible tale 

Maier's woes began on an icy day in 
February as she and two friends were 
preparing to fly to Miami, where they 
would board a cruise ship for a tour of 
three balmy ports in the Caribbean and 
Yucatan, 

On the day before her departure, a 
blizzard dumped 23 inches of snow on 
New Jersey, It took 13 hours to shovel 
Maier's car out of the driveway for the 
trip to Newark airport. When they got to 
the airport, they learned their flight had 
been canceled, They jumped on a flight 
to Charlotte, N.C., and another to Atlan- 
ta, where they located a flight to Miami 

A cruise representative met them at 
the airport, and told them the ship was 
being held for thern. They made it to the 
ship, but the luggage did not catch up for 
four days. Scruffy and somewhat rancid, 
they cut a conspicuous figure at the Cap: 
tain’s Dinner 

The first day at sea, Maier became 
violently seasick, Unable to eat, sleep or 
even stand, she collapsed in a deck chair 


and remained there all day. By the end 
of the day she had third degree burns 
from the sun 

Next up was picnic day, except it rain- 
ed. The picnic was held under a shelter, 
but the dining was somewhat less than 
elegant since the shelter had been 
erected adjacent to the toilets. There 
was a monsoon during the raft ride back 
to the boat 

In Cozumel, where the ladies had 
hoped to buy some clothes, all the shops 
were closed. Instead, they were driven 
to a hotel for drinks and a show.
